‘There are deep rhythms in the history of American public life. One such rhythm is the ebb and flow 
of the call to public service. Of course, there are individuals of each generation who hear the call and 
answer, sustaining the nation between the times when the summons is more urgent. But there are other 
times—difficult times—when a clarion call goes out to a generation of Americans. Citizen servants and 
citizen soldiers have always answered the call. 


‘The call of the nation and the response of its people has sustained the hymn of our democracy through 
revolution, civil war, progressive reform, depression and world war, and the dismantling of American 
apartheid. Today, another call goes out, as urgent and compelling as any before. How many times in the 
past have those who heard the call said to themselves, “But I am only one person. What could I do that 
would make a difference in the face of the great forces at work in the world?” And yet, they answered, 
and together they made a difference. All the difference. 


‘There are many ways to serve. Some of the opportunities today are obvious. A new Department of 
Homeland Security, assisted by many other Federal departments, confronts the enormous challenge of 
defending the nation against terrorism while ensuring that the threat of it does not cripple the nation’s 
economy. The demand is clear for skills related to intelligence analysis, law enforcement, customs inspec- 
tion, immigration processing, food-safety assessment, scientific research, and airline baggage inspection. 


But less obvious skills are also in great demand. For example, government reforms mandated by 
Congress have imposed rigorous requirements on Federal agencies to put their financial books in order. 
This has opened excellent opportunities for skilled accountants and financial analysts throughout the 
government. The need for such skills has been strongly reinforced by Federal initiatives to track down 
the sources of terrorist funds and Congressional mandates for closer oversight of corporate governance. 


Likewise, September 11th dramatically revealed the need for Federal agencies to integrate fragmented 
information systems in order to meet their missions. Bringing these systems into the 21st century is 
crucial to meeting virtually every major challenge facing the Federal government today. 


Contingency planning for biological warfare has exposed the decades-long deterioration of the nation’s 
public health system. America needs dedicated health-care professionals to rebuild it. 


Fear is corrosive to a democracy, and the threat to homeland security has generated considerable alarm in 
America. The nation needs public servants committed to protecting the civil rights and liberties of its 
citizens in the face of mounting pressure to compromise the fundamental values of our democracy. 


Public service is often called a “sacrifice.” I have not found it so.  Irue enough, as a Federal employee, 
you're not likely to be offered a package of options at a favorable strike price. You will however, be 
offered a competitive salary, a generous health-care package, and an excellent pension plan. And the 
opportunities for advancement are outstanding. In many agencies, as much as a third of all employees 
will be eligible to retire in the next five years. 


But most importantly, you will be offered meaningful work. This is the great attraction of public service: 
work which engages our heads, hands, and hearts—and those of others—to achieve something of endur- 
ing value for ourselves and our children. Hardly a sacrifice. 


Read on, follow Kathy ‘Iroutman’s advice, and answer the call.

About This Book 


Federal resume writing is almost a part-time job for everyone inside government because of the 
growing A-76 studies, reorganizations, base relocation and closure activities, and retirement 
planning. Private-industry job seekers are writing Federal resumes also, recognizing that the 
Federal government is the largest employer in the U.S. and that there are thousands of job list- 
ings on www.usajobs.opm.gov every day. 


Federal Civil Service visionary and Senior Executive Services Consultant and writer Edward J. 
Lynch, Ph.D., wrote some great advice in Reinvention Federal Resumes (published by The 
Resume Place in 1997) that is still true today: 


Todays resume focus must be on 


Accomplishments and results, not merely a description of the duties and responsibilities that 
you performed. Include details of your projects or programs. 


Programs and policies that serve specific people (customers), not just a generalized public, 
or functions of job responsibilities. 


Developing skills and competencies that will be required in the next century, not limited to 
serving todays needs. Emphasize skills that you will need in your next position, not simply a list 
of your present skills. 


Describing accomplishments in dynamic terms, demonstrating that you have made a differ- 
ence in your organization, not merely writing about activities. 


In 1999, the date of the last edition of the Federal Resume Guidebook, 1 was still preaching in 
my Federal resume and KSA writing workshops, “Now you can edit your 20- to 30-page SF- 
171 book into a focused three-to-five-page Federal resume. The fedres’ is a great-looking pres- 
entation, no longer just an employment form. Tll show you how.” In 2000, only 20 percent of 
the Federal workforce had converted to the Federal resume. Now in 2003, more than 80 per- 
cent have converted to the Federal resume (or the OF-612). The big challenge to today’s 
Federal resume writer is to write a better Federal resume so that the applicant will stand out and 
be recognized as “Best Qualified.” 


Applying for promotions, changing careers, and attempting to move into a new “indus- 
try” (government) require top-level sales, marketing, and targeting. Because the Federal 
and private-industry job markets are so competitive, your Federal resume has to be outstand- 
ing, focused toward the particular occupational series, and capable of selling you! This is not 
easy, especially for a Federal employee who normally doesn’t sell or market anything. The 
Federal employee’s strengths are implementing programs and policies, managing teams, dissem- 
inating information...not marketing. 


The art of writing an outstanding, focused Federal resume. This new edition gives you the 
samples, tips, information, and inspiration to take your Federal resume to the next level. You've 
converted from the SF-171 and OF-612 to the “fedres.” Now, lets move on to the art of 
Federal resume writing. It’s time (or past time) for a promotion or change in occupational 


series. Play this Federal employment game to the max with the best possible Federal resume 
and KSA narrative statement you can possibly write. Federal employment can work for you if 
you are well-prepared! 


Electronic resumes are requested in 60 percent of all vacancy announcements. The elec- 
tronic resume revolution in government is growing by the day. There are several “electronic 
resumes” in government, including the following: the USAJOBS Resume Builder; the Resumix 
resume accepted by DoD in the textbox of an e-mail or in a Resume Builder; and the electron- 
ic resumes (text format) that you copy and paste into the Quickhire, Avue, and other online 
builders at more than 100 Federal agencies. 


The science of getting “Best Qualified,” not just “Qualified.” The Federal Resume 
Guidebook has become the standard guide for Federal resume writing in the careers industry, 
with more than 40,000 copies in print.

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CHAPTER 1 


What Is a Federal Resume? 


Federal resume is your most important document for starting or advancing your government 

career. Just as the SF-171 was your “life history,” the Federal resume is your marketing piece, 
career summary, and personal presentation and is critical to your career success and satisfaction. It is 
not just an outline of your jobs and dates. It is a carefully focused, well-written, clearly organized, 
and professionally presented career package that can help you earn promotions as you select your 
jobs, education, and training. 


Here are the basics about a Federal resume: It uses a reverse-chronological format (your most recent 
positions are listed first). It could be two pages to six pages; however, some electronic formats are 
restricted to three to five pages. A Federal resume is different from a private-industry resume 
because it is typically longer and contains some basic “compliance” information required by govern- 
ment personnel offices. A full list of this compliance information is on pages 42-43. 


The typical section headings in a Federal resume are the following: 


PERSONAL INFORMATION 
OBJECTIVE 
SUMMARY OF QUALIFICATIONS 
PROFESSIONAL EXPERIENCE 
EDUCATION 
TRAINING & AWARDS 
PROFESSIONAL MEMBERSHIPS 
OTHER QUALIFICATIONS 


You can organize, edit, and style these headings many ways, depending on what job you are seeking 
and what you are trying to do with your career. This chapter includes seven samples of Federal 
resumes designed to help the applicant make six typical career moves. 


Note: The preceding edition of this book focused on converting your SF-171 to a Federal 
resume. In this edition we assume that at least 80 percent of Federal employees have con- 
verted to an OF-612 or Federal resume because the SF-171 was basically eliminated in 1995. We 


will therefore move on with little discussion or mention of the SF-171. We mention the OF-612 
occasionally because some people converted to it from the SF-171. We now recommend, how- 
ever, that you abandon the OF-612 and move up to a great-looking, focused Federal resume.

The major differences among the six resumes are 
the organization of the headings, the content 
(what's included and what's not), the emphasis 
on certain accomplishments, and the presenta- 
tion of education and training. 


Every day you read about Federal agency reorga- 
nization, military base closures, privatization, 
merging agencies (for example, the Homeland 
Security Department), retirement (which is 
resulting in the “Human Capital Crisis”), 
employee morale and customer satisfaction sta- 
tistics, and new recruitment strategies. All of 
these items affect Federal employees and their 
careers. When the President talks about 
public/private competition for 425,000 jobs, 
that means 425,000 Federal employees will be 
competing with people in private industries to 
keep their jobs. It's important for the average 
Federal employee and Federal job applicant to 
keep abreast of Federal employment news. You 
need to know which jobs are being considered as 
“non-core” for Federal service and therefore are 
at risk for being privatized in the future. 


At the workshops I have taught over the past 
years, each audience faces a different situation 
that requires them to write their resumes. The 
reasons include the following: 


O The organization is relocating to another 
state but employees are hoping to find new 
jobs and stay in this area. 


O A certain occupational series is being elimi- 
nated and privatized, so the employees 
need to change occupational series. Some 
Federal employees return to school in order 
to change series and grades. 


û Employees want new challenges, a new 
supervisor, a job closer to home, or to 
relocate to another state. 


A Federal resume can be printed on paper 

or distributed electronically. The differences 
between a paper Federal resume and an electron- 
ic resume are principally related to their formats. 
There are samples of both the Federal and elec- 
tronic resume formats in the appendix at the 
end of this book. The Federal resume that I talk 
about in this book is principally for human 
resources professionals and people who appreci- 
ate a nice format and presentation. The electron- 
ic resume is unformatted and ready for copying 
and pasting into resume builders and e-mail 
textboxes. 


This chapter contains samples of before-and- 
after excerpts and complete resumes for each of 
five general Federal resume objectives. Because 
everyone has a different objective, you can draft 
your resumes content to focus on your most rel- 
evant skills, education, and experience. Federal 
human resources professionals review hundreds 
of applications, so if your resume features infor- 
mation that is of great interest to these first 
reviewers, it could increase your chance of being 
rated “best qualified.” The best-qualified pack- 
ages are referred to the selecting official for con- 
sideration for an interview.

Professional—GS 13-15 


Professional in the government— The Professional positions have a positive educational 
requirement—such as chemist, accountant, doctor, social worker, or psychologist. Candidates 
for jobs in this category must be educated and certified by a board or institution.

Administrative—GS 9-12 


Administrative— These jobs usually have the title of Analyst or Specialist. They require a four- 
year degree or, if the candidate has no degree, he or she must have experience to qualify for the 
position. This category includes certain law-enforcement positions such as Special Agent, 
Border Patrol, Customs Inspector, and Immigration Inspector. 


T 
Technical—GS 6-9 
Technical—T'hese jobs are the Technician or Assistant positions. Examples of job titles include 
Accounting Technician and Accounting Assistant. There is no educational requirement. The 
main requirement is experience. The Federal Aviation Administration Electronics Technician 
can be classified as high as a GS-12. Bachelor’s degree graduates can qualify for Technician or 
Assistant positions starting at a GS-7.

Clerical—T'hese jobs are clerk positions and have no educational requirement. An Associate of 


Arts degree graduate can qualify for a GS-3 or GS-4 position.

BEFORE 


This description is difficult to read and is not 
focused on the next grade level and position. 
This “blurb” of copy has little chance of being 
found Best Qualified because it focuses on the 
minute details and is not written at the higher 
grade level. Because this person has been on the 
job for seven years, he or she could easily per- 
form similar duties at a higher grade level; how- 
ever, the resume does not make this clear. 


Strategies for Writing a Federal 
Resume for Career Change 

Here are the essential strategies for preparing 
your career-change Federal resume: 


1. Analyze the basic skills and qualifications 


needed at the higher level and new position. 


2. Demonstrate in your resume that you have 
the qualifications for the new position, 
series, and grade. 


3. Write a description of your work that clearly 
defines and demonstrates the skills needed 
in the new series. 


4. Write your duties at a “higher level.” In 
other words, do not feature skills and duties 
that are clearly at the lower level. Focus on 
the skills and duties that you have now that 
also apply to the higher-level position. 


5. Are you only minimally qualified for the 
next level? Then be sure to add hours per 
week, months, and year for your employ- 
ment at the previous grade level. And add 
relevant training, awards, and accomplish- 
ments to demonstrate your ability to do the 


job at the higher grade level. 


6. Include projects and accomplishments that 
will make your resume stand above the 
competition. If you have received awards,

Your goal is to be “best qualified,” to get an interview, and to be hired for your 
selected new job. 
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CHAPTER 2 


raiegles for Moving Up 
In Governmen 


he timing for your Federal career advancement couldn't be better. Despite private-sector layoffs 
and reorganizations over the past decade, job opportunities within the Federal government are 
on the rise. Why? Three main reasons: 


x ‘The Federal workforce is aging and significant numbers of Federal employees are nearing 
retirement. 


x Government reductions have forced agencies to restructure their programs and operations. 


x Nearly every agency must now address new demands for technological, information manage- 
ment, and other skills prompted by the creation of the new Homeland Security Department. 


First, the retirement dilemma. The statistics are mind-boggling. According to the Wall Street 
Journal, roughly half of all government workers are eligible to retire by 2006, and about one-fifth of 
those eligible are expected to do so. More Federal workers today are in their 60s than are in their 
20s! Agencies that will play key roles in the war on terrorism are among those facing large retire- 
ment hits: 30 percent of workers in the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 36 percent of those in 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency could retire by 2006. Such turnover will cause a grow- 
ing number of vacancies. 


What about earlier government reduction efforts? Doesn't this mean that fewer positions are now 
available? Ironically, the reduction of nearly 17 percent of government positions during the 1990s 
created an unexpected shortage in many critical program areas. Often, to reach mandated reduction 
quotas by the deadlines imposed by Congress, agencies gave $25,000 bonuses to employees who 
agreed to retire or resign. Although this tactic did cause staffing levels to reach the “magic” number, 
indiscriminate reductions in some agencies meant that senior employees with corporate knowledge 
and the most expertise left the Federal workforce. Agencies were forced to reorganize to cope with 
the reality of having fewer resources to accomplish their missions; and, as a result, many jobs were 
restructured. Agencies are still scrambling to recruit and/or train employees with a broader experi- 
ence base who can do a wider range of work than yesterdays specialists. Although there might be 
fewer actual numbers of positions in the Federal workforce, there are now more opportunities for 
candidates who are multitalented. 


Along with the unique problems caused by government downsizing, the creation of the Department 
of Homeland Security has created a new demand for special skills government-wide. Federal agen- 
cies are now seeking candidates for jobs in law enforcement, intelligence, physical security, cyber- 
security, computer technology, and foreign languages. Studies show that the government will need 


something that makes the difference between 
staying where you are and moving up. What 
makes the difference? You must set goals, devel- 
op and follow a plan, believe in yourself, and 
recognize that no one is going to come along 
and just promote you or hire you away into your 
dream job. 


Your career development strategy needs to be 
about you: your dreams, your talents, your goals, 
your needs, and your skills. You must know 
what you want. If you don’t know what you 
want, who else does? Make a commitment to 
invest an hour each week in long-term planning 
and goal-setting for your career development. 
You could spend the time in self-assessment, 
rewriting your resume, researching vacancies, Or 
pursuing self-development activities. Whatever 
you do, the investment in yourself will be like 
money in the bank, especially if you do land a 
new job or a promotion. Here are some ideas 
about how to develop a career strategy. 


Step 1: Know Thyself 


What are your personal limits? Are you willing 
to relocate? If you are not willing or able to 
move to another geographic locale to pursue 
your Federal career, you will be limited to the 
Federal job market in your area. There is noth- 
ing wrong with staying in your current area; you 
just need to be realistic about what types and 
grades of jobs you can expect to land and devel- 
op your strategy accordingly. 


What about changing agencies? Some individu- 
als are deeply loyal to the agency they work for 
and wouldnt dream of going to another to pur- 
sue their careers. Again, this is fine; just know 
that you must factor in the turnover rate in your 
organization and how many people are compet- 
ing for vacant jobs. For instance, suppose you 
are not mobile and dont want to switch agen- 
cies. You are in your mid-40s and aspire to an 
SES job, but the supervisors and managers at the 
top agency levels above you are also in their 
mid-40s and also aspire to an SES job. Your 
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about 16,000 more technology professionals 
over the next decade, and hundreds of experts in 
Asian, Middle Eastern, and other languages. 
These skills will be needed in agencies that han- 
dle commerce, transportation, military opera- 
tions, diplomacy, law enforcement, intelligence, 
and counterterrorism. 


In addition to these three phenomena, the 
inevitable changes in social values and ideas that 
occur with each generation could also play a 
part in causing Federal employment opportuni- 
ties to rise. Studies show that entrants into 
today’s workforce are less likely to see their 
career path as consisting of one job or one line 
of work for their entire lives. Instead, many 
workers believe that they will change jobs several 
times or have a series of careers before they 
retire. Because the Federal Employees’ 
Retirement System (FERS) allows employees 
who leave government service to convert their 
retirement accounts to a private plan, this socie- 
tal shift might very well change the profile of the 
Federal worker from one who stays employed 
with the government for life, to one who works 
for the government for a period of time and 
then moves on. Although the sociological theo- 
ries about why this change is occurring are com- 
plex and beyond the scope of this book, such 
changes could signal a trend that a higher and 
more consistent turnover in Federal jobs could 
create more employment opportunities for you. 


In short, despite the bleak outlook in the private 
sector, the stars are aligning for those who want 
to move up in the Federal government. To take 
advantage of this situation, you need a plan! The 
rest of this chapter shows you how to formulate 
one. 


Setting Goals Makes the 
Difference 


If you want to position yourself to move into a 
new job or gain a promotion, you need to do 
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Step 5: Make a Plan for 


Overcoming Each Obstacle 

You must face the obstacles that stand in your 
way before you can overcome them. If you don’t 
have the right degree or its not from the right 
school, how can you get or demonstrate that 
you have the right skills? If you had a bad expe- 
rience in a previous job, how can you overcome 
it, learn from it, put it behind you, or turn it 
into an asset? If you don’t know the right peo- 
ple, how can you meet them? Although a few 
lucky people are born with the right contacts, 
most of us have to go out and network to get 
our foot in the door. 


Step 6: Develop a Time Line 

After you identify your goals, the obstacles to 
those goals, and how you will overcome each 
obstacle, don't stop there. You need to make a 
time line for achieving those goals and visualize 
yourself at the goal line on the due date. How 
do you do this? 


Go back to Step 5, where you described how 
you will overcome the obstacles to your goal. 
Break down your plan into phases or steps. For 
instance, do you need additional education or 
training? How much time will it take? What is 
the one thing you can do during your hour of 
career-strategy planning this week to move your- 
self toward this goal? Do you need to enroll in a 
class? If so, what steps do you need to take to 
line up the enrollment? Do you need to find a 
source for the training or education? Choose a 
source? Contact the source? Ask yourself, “what 
do I need to do first,” and then, “what do I need 
to do before that?” Keep going until there is 
nothing to place in front of the very first task. 
Then, assign a date and time to each task, and 
complete the task by the assigned date. Before 
you know it, you'll have stepped over the obsta- 
cle and will be on your way to the next task. 
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career strategy will have to be much different 
than that of the candidate who is willing to relo- 
cate and switch agencies. 


Step 2: Start with a Statement of 
Your Dream Job 

Don't worry that you probably aren't qualified 
for your “dream job” right now—that’s why 
you're developing a plan. Dont make your job 
description too specific. The problem with 
wanting to be President of the United States is 
that there’s only one job, and it comes available 
no more often than once every four years. Think 
about the characteristics of the dream job rather 
than a specific job title. Do you want a job that 
uses your communication skills? Provides over- 
seas travel? Helps other people? Doesnt require 
computer savvy? ‘Iry describing what your per- 
fect day on this job consists of—not in terms of 
the duties, but more in terms of the work situa- 
tion. Are you working alone or with others? Are 
you supervising other people? Do you have flex 
time? Approaching what your dream job looks 
like from this point of view rather than from a 
job title will help you see other possibilities 
besides the ones you already know about. 


Step 3: Expand Your Picture 

What kinds of jobs would have some, if not all, 
of the characteristics you like? If you can’t get 
from where you are to your dream job in one 
leap, what interim jobs or situations would 
move you in that direction? The best way up is 
not always straight up—sometimes you have to 
move sideways first. Factor that into your plan. 


Step 4: Consider the Obstacles 
What stands in your way? Are you missing cer- 
tain credentials? Does your experience not fit 
your goals? Don’t be in too big of a hurry to 
conclude that you need an extra degree. What 
you might actually need is different skills. 


people seldom made it on their own. We need 
others’ help to reach our goals. And most people 
really like to be asked for their help. Besides, 
most important jobs require teamwork, so now 
is the time to get started cultivating this skill. 


Where to Look for Help 


Who can help? Besides the obvious supervisors, 
mentors, and coworkers, survey your friends and 
acquaintances. Don’t overlook the people you 
meet at training seminars or those in your social 
circle outside work. Talk to others about your 
dreams and goals and ask them what they might 
be able to contribute. Youll be surprised at the 
range of contacts and advice you'll get. Here are 
some more ideas of ways to network and meet 


people who might be able to help: 


x Attend courses, workshops, and seminars. 
Use your agency training budget to develop 
skills that make you upwardly mobile. Ask 
your supervisor about an agency-sponsored 
career-development program that could 
help you advance in government. Take a 
few minutes to introduce yourself to the 
leaders or speakers. They always like to 
hear positive things about their presenta- 
tion, and most of them are eager to share 
additional advice and tips with a partici- 
pant who is willing to listen. 


x Get involved in professional associations 
and meetings where people in your desired 
field or industry hang out. Introduce your- 
self. Most people are happy to share; we 
all like a receptive audience. Use the “infor- 
mation interviewing” techniques developed 
by Richard Bolles in his seminal book 
What Color I Your Parachute?, which is 
updated annually. 


x Write letters to people who have achieved 
what you want to achieve. Many will write 
back, and some will be happy to advise 
you. 
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One hour a week doesn’t seem like a lot of time, 
and it isn’t. But that's all you need to focus on at 
this point. In one hour, you could write a draft 
of the six steps discussed in the preceding sec- 
tions. In one hour, you could read a couple of 
chapters in a good career-development book. In 
one hour, you could meet with a career transi- 
tion center counselor. In one hour, you could 
attend an evening lecture by a notable person in 
your field. In one hour, you could gather all the 
material you need for your resume. In one hour, 
you could search the Web for government job 
announcements. In one hour, you could read 
your agency’s Web site to review new programs 
and mission statements. In one hour, you could 
work on a draft of your Federal resume. 


Of course, you could put in more than one hour 
a week, but you dont have to. The advantage of 
spending one hour a week is that it keeps you 
from feeling overwhelmed by a long-term proj- 
ect. You will be amazed at how much progress 
you've made after just a few sessions. Setting up 
and going through this process gives you a feel- 
ing of immense control and personal security. If 
theres a setback in your agency, you don't have 
to panic: You're already on your way to some- 
thing better. If you don’t like a particular offer 
or work situation, you don't have to let despera- 
tion drive your decision. You can continue to 
develop yourself. Invest the time in yourself. It 


will make the difference. 


Some Tips on Networking: It ls 
Who You Know! 

Zig Ziglar, in his book 705p Performance, tells this 
story: A little boy tried in vain to move a heavy 
log to clear a path to his favorite hideout. His 
dad finally asked him why he wasnt using all his 
strength. The boy explained he was straining as 
hard as he could. But the father disagreed. “Son, 
if you were using all your strength, youd have 


asked me for help.” 


We tend to overlook the many sources of help, 
forgetting that even the legendary self-made 
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address or phone number has changed, 
have the cards and resume reprinted. If you 
have to cross out information to update 
these items, it might make the recipient 
wonder whether you keep up-to-date on 
your other business matters as well. 


x As you go about looking for your next job 
or career-broadening opportunity, never 
badmouth your current or former employ- 
ers or coworkers. Even if your current 
supervisor is Simon Legree and your 
coworkers have horns, complaining about 
their shortcomings will only make you look 
like a whiner and a gossiper. Take the high 
road. Say that you appreciate the opportu- 
nities and experience your current job pro- 
vides, but that it is time to broaden your 
skills and meet important career goals. 


As you put together your personal long-range 
career plan, remember that networking is proba- 
bly the single most important component of 
that plan, no matter what your goals are. The 
more people you know, the more likely it is that 
you will hear about a vacant job through some- 
one else. Use all your strength: Ask for help. 


Know Your Agencies 


As you go through the exercise of describing 
your dream job, the characteristics of that job 
should help you identify specific agencies that 
have those types of jobs. For example, if you are 
interested in the environment, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and Department of 
Interior both have missions requiring substantial 
involvement in environmental protection issues. 
If you do not know which agencies might have 
the types of jobs you're interested in, you could 
spend the first few sessions of your weekly 
career-strategy planning hour browsing the 
Office of Personnel Management's (OPM) Web 
site at www.usajobs.opm.gov. You can find all of 
the agency Web sites at www.firstgov.gOv. 
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x Read government news Web sites 
(such as www.govexec.com and 
www.federaldiary.com) and pay attention 
to articles, people, job titles, agencies, 
missions, and e-mails. If you read an article 
about new hiring in your career field, write 
to the author of the article about how you 
can get more information on these jobs or 
this executive. People (even executives) can 
be very helpful if you e-mail them and tell 
them you are looking for a good govern- 
ment job. 


x Set a goal to meet one person from a differ- 
ent agency or department each week and 
ask what the person does. The knowledge 
you gain will help you in your current job, 
and the networking will help you seek a 
future job. 


Networking Do's and Don'ts: 
Project the Right Image 

As you expand your social circle and range of 
contacts during your job search, keep the follow- 
ing tips in mind to ensure that your encounters 
with others are successful: 


x Remember that you are “on” at all times. 
Be aware that the way you dress, how well 
you groom yourself, your speech, and your 
behavior all have an effect on the impres- 
sion you make on others. Always be courte- 
ous. You never know who is watching. 


x Follow up with the people you meet and let 
them know that you appreciate their help. 
Written thank-you notes have all but gone 
the way of the dinosaur. If you want to 
really stand out, write them. 


x Keep plenty of business cards and a one- 
page marketing resume on hand. Make sure 
these items are professional looking, on 
good stock paper, and are in good condi- 
tion. They should never be bent, soiled, or 
have notes written all over them. The infor- 
mation should be current. If your business 


Being Proactive: Eliminating 
the “Wait-and-See” Mentality 


By now, you've figured out that you are in a very 
unique era in the history of Federal career 
opportunities, and this is the ideal time to plan 
how to take advantage of it. What else can you 
do to move things along in your favor? 


While you are planning your next career move, 
remember the following strategies as you look 
for your chance to make the transition: 


x Do a good job where you are. If you aren't 
giving your current job 110 percent, 
prospective employers will assume that you 
won't give their job your full effort, either. 


x Be willing to do everything. Supervisors 
cite an employee’s attitude as “90 percent 
of the reason” they select or promote them. 


x Volunteer for details. They not only broad- 
en your experience, but brand you as a 
“can-do” team player that managers can 
count on. With reduced staffing levels in 
virtually all agencies, your value to the 
organization goes up automatically if you 
are willing to take on extra tasks. 


x Emphasize your additional strengths. When 
applying for other jobs, figure out what 
needs the agency would fulfill by hiring 
you. Then present your talents as a solution 
to their problems. 


x Network with everyone. Establish relation- 
ships with human resources professionals 
and other managers, and not just with 
colleagues in your own office. People in a 
strategic network will keep you in mind 
for vacancies and will keep you informed 
when they hear about one. 


x Iry to make an impact on the bottom line. 
Recall that one of the administration’s cur- 
rent agenda items is “budget and perform- 
ance integration.” Coming up with ways to 
save money or operate more efficiently will 
identify you as a problem-solver, a role that 
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Learning about various government agencies and 
what they do will help you meet new people, 
pinpoint various agencies’ issues, and ask intelli- 
gent questions during job interviews. Reading 
the daily newspaper, the Wall Street Journal, and 
the Federal Times will also help keep you up-to- 
date on current events and might help you spot 
employment trends. Read the Federal Diary arti- 
cle at www.washingtonpost.com daily for up-to- 
date news on agencies, people, and change in 
government. 


As you click through the OPM’s Web site, you 
will notice a category called “What's Hot? that 
highlights specific issues and “pet? concerns of 
the current administration. Because the sitting 
President appoints the heads and senior leaders 
of virtually every Federal agency, the administra- 
tions management agenda always drives what 
these political appointees will do to promote the 
President's goals. Federal employees who want to 
move ahead in their agencies can get valuable 
information from the Whats Hot list. For 
instance, at press time the President's manage- 
ment agenda for Federal agencies was the 
following: 


Strategic Management of Human Capital 
Competitive Sourcing 

Improved Financial Performance 
Expanded Electronic Government 
Budget and Performance Integration 


Understanding these goals, which will be the 
same for every Federal agency, can help you 
write your resume, cover letter, and KSAs in a 
way that addresses these current issues and con- 
cerns. What are your target agencies doing, 
specifically, to implement each of the preceding 
goals? After you figure out what the agencies are 
doing and what they still need to do to fulfill 
these goals, you can present your talents and 
skills as a solution to their specific problems. 
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x What have you done for yourself lately? 
Your own personal development, continu- 
ing education, and technical training are 
some of the most important career strategy 
factors over which you have direct control. 
You cannot afford to sit back and wait for 
your agency to provide official training 
opportunities for you. Get busy and take 
the initiative! Dont have much money to 
spare? Go to the OPM’s Web site and find 
the Gov Online Learning Center. This 
government-wide resource is dedicated to 
developing the Federal workforce. It pro- 
vides high-quality e-training products and 
services—free! Everyone can find a way to 
develop their knowledge and skills, even if 
money is an object. 


Decide to take control of your career. Develop a 
workable strategy that takes advantage of the 
current climate. What initiatives will you work 
on for one hour a week? Be proactive—in the 
long run, it pays! 


The One-Page Resume: 
A Networking and Self- 
Marketing Tool 


An important component of your career plan- 
ning strategy is to design a one-page “calling 
card” resume that you can use while networking. 
Informing others of your background, interests, 
and special talents is a smart way to pre-market 
yourself for task forces, teams, details, and other 
career opportunities. The one-page resume is not 
intended to take the place of a job application or 
other more serious marketing package, but it 
does help others remember you when they hear 
about opportunities you might be interested in. 
The one-page resume can also be used as a biog- 
raphy or to provide information others might 
use to introduce you for speeches or other award 
presentations. 


is in great demand across almost every job 
series today. Making your employer look 
good, in addition to doing a good technical 
job, is a time-honored way to move ahead 
quickly. 

If you need to gain experience on an inter- 
im job to get to your ultimate goal job, 
dort get complacent by staying in the 
interim job too long. Use it to gain valu- 
able experience to build your resume and 
develop needed relationships. Then contin- 
ue to carry out your plan to reach your 
goal. 


Search out computerized personality tests 
or arrange to take one of the more well- 
known self-assessment indicators such as 
the Myers-Briggs test to identify your 
strengths and weaknesses. These tests touch 
on personal behaviors, attitudes, values, 
and skills and will help you determine 
where to concentrate your self-development 
efforts. Do you need to be more flexible or 
learn to communicate better? Knowing 
your strong and not-so-strong suits will 
help you develop career goals in alignment 
with your natural talents.

A sample one-page resume. 
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You are using this resume to inform others of 
your background and strengths, not to apply for 
a job. Besides, telling others that you are willing 
to learn new skills is best done verbally. Stating 
this in writing gives the impression that you do 
not have anything definite in mind. A good 
summary profile statement might include some- 


thing like this: 


Profile 


This is where you have the chance to make a 
good “first impression” by summarizing your 
experience and strengths. Give the reader a pic- 
ture of you in as few sentences as possible— 
ideally, four to five at most. This is not the place 
to talk about your interest in a career change or 
advise that you are “willing to learn new skills.” 


21 years’ experience analyzing employees’ training needs and recommending to managers opti- 
mal ways to meet those needs. Worked with high-level managers and contractors to co-ordinate 


formal training courses, select and present material, and provide guidance concerning the best 
candidates to attend the training. Recognized as a highly effective program coordinator with 
excellent oral and written presentation skills. 


Professional Presentations 
Oral communication skills are important in 
every job. List all formal presentations. 


Honors and Awards 

List special recognition for unusual accomplish- 
ments and give a brief statement describing what 
you did to earn the award. Combine serial per- 
formance awards, such as “Seventeen sustained 
superior performance awards, 1985-2002.” 
Also, list any private-sector honors and awards if 
they reflect an individual talent and are relevant 
to a Federal job, such as winning a Toastmasters 
contest. 


Summary 


Strategies for moving up in government can be 
implemented only if you have a great resume. 
The next chapter will help you get started with 
writing your new resume. 
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You can tweak this statement to incorporate 
other skills you might want to emphasize, such 
as budget management, but try to keep the pro- 
file statement to no more than five or six lines in 


length. 


Professional Experience 

A simple outline will do here. Include current 
and past job titles, employers, and dates worked 
on each job. If you have more than 10 years of 
experience, combine everything over 10 years 
old into one statement and summarize it. An 
exception to this rule would be if you accom- 
plished something so spectacular on an old job 
that you received special recognition for your 
initiative. 


Education and Training 

List all college and graduate degrees. Do not list 
individual training courses unless they provided 
you with a unique skill or credential. 


Publications 

This section highlights written communications 
skills. List all formal publications regardless of 
how long ago they were published.

1995, Tve been traveling around the U.S. and Europe training Federal employees to write 
standout Federal resumes. I always start my workshops with this popular question that helps par- 
ticipants get focused on what they need to learn to write an excellent resume:

Getting into the Mindset for Writing a Better Resume 


We all know that the Federal resume and application process is complex, but the rewards are great 
if you can match your experience to the Federal job and make your application stand out from the 
pile. Let's review your possible Federal job objectives. 
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Security Department shuffle, privatization stud- 
ies, base realignment and closures, and everyday 
reorganization, Federal jobs are in flux more 
than ever. Keep your eyes and ears open and 
always have a “Plan B” in case you are reorgan- 
ized along with the office. Be prepared to look 
for a new job in case your job disappears. 


Want a New Agency, Supervisor, 
or Location? 

Bored with your current agency and supervisor; 
want to work closer to home; relocate? Then 
you need to write a great resume and take con- 
trol of the situation. Make a decision to make 
the change in a reasonable amount of time and 
continually apply for new jobs. 


Setting Goals? Changing Careers? 
Do you have new goals for your career? Have 
you completed new education and courses? Is it 
time to move on? Write the best resume you can 
for your new objectives and continually apply 
for jobs. Its up to you to make it happen. 


Trying to Get Back into 
Government? 

Every Federal application changed dramatically 
in 1995 when the SF-171 was replaced by the 
Federal resume and another form called the 
OF-612. The government is hiring returning 
Federal employees because of the knowledge, 
skills, and abilities they bring to the agency. You 
will need to learn how to write a new Federal 
resume, focus it toward the jobs you are seeking, 
and write standout KSAs for both your prior 
Federal experience and your more recent private- 
industry experience. 


Applying for Your First Federal 
Job? 

The application process for government is 

so different than in private industry. Each 
announcement has different instructions for 
How to Apply, and there are at least two resume 
formats that can be used to apply— paper and

Going for Your “High Three”? 

Many Federal employees wait until they are near 
retirement (three to five years) before they seri- 
ously start working on a better Federal resume. 
The Federal government retirement system pays 
monthly retirement checks based on the job the 
employee held in his or her last three years in 
government. So if the Federal employee has 
been a GS-10 for the last 10 years, he or she 
would easily qualify for a GS-11 position. The 
promotion to GS-11 three years before retire- 
ment would probably net the employee an addi- 
tional $100 per month in retirement pay. This is 
a motivating resume-writing scenario. 


Bored, Underemployed? 

Tired of doing the same job day in and day out? 
Tired of asking for new assignments and proj- 
ects and not getting them? Are you working 
under your skill level? Then you need a great 
new resume and KSA statements. You also need 
to start seriously looking at vacancy announce- 
ments and playing the job search game. Chances 
are, this job is not going to change. You proba- 
bly won't be able to get the position reclassified 
(unless you are really lucky and your supervisor 
will help you), so you should take control and 
change jobs! 


New Challenges? 

Want new challenges? Learn new skills? Work 
with new customers and programs? Then you 
should be motivated to write your resume to 
change your work environment, agency, or office 
so that you can stay challenged every day. If your 
current job has become dead-end, mundane, rou- 
tine, and nothing stands out, you need to change 
your job. If you need additional education to 
achieve your job-change goals, begin your addi- 
tional training while you continually study vacan- 
cy announcements and write your resume. 


Office Being Reorganized? 
Look out for yourself! Many government offices 
are being reorganized. Between the Homeland

Note: Applying for a new Federal job isn't a simple process. In private industry, you update 
your two-page resume, write a nice cover letter, and respond to ads. Or you might post 
your resume on www.monster.com and www.hotjobs.com and wait for e-mails to come in. 


The Federal application process, however, is a “project,” not an application. Once you rec- 
ognize that applying for a Federal job is an investment of time, you can handle the process 
better. Searching for a Federal job in a concerted way could take 10 to 20 hours per week.

Five Steps to Getting Started 
on Your Federal Resume

If you have a resume draft that is usable for 
updating, rewriting, formatting, and focusing,

include in your resume so that you will 
stand out from the competition. Some 
popular core competencies are customer 
service, flexibility, teamwork, problem- 
solving, using initiative, and communica- 
tions skills. 


Chapter 6, “Presenting Your Educational 
Background and Training”: Organize 
your education and training so that the 
human resources professional can clearly 
see that you are qualified for the job. 
Impress the decision-maker with your abil- 
ity to present, compile, and edit your rele- 
vant training.

Qualifications”: The “other” information 
can make your resume stand out. If you are 
active in community service, volunteering, 
or part-time teaching activities, you might 
demonstrate skills that a competitor does 
not have.

Federal resume. You will need to write 
about your duties (truthfully) in order to 
demonstrate your skills at the next level.

This is the most 
important section of your resume.

The list of what to include is simple, but if 
you do not include information such as your 
Social Security number, you might not be con- 
sidered for the job. You can see the list of “what 
to include” in the following vacancy announce- 
ment. Always look for the How to Apply 
section in the announcement so that you 

will know exactly what is needed for each 
application. 


Here is an excerpt from a USAJOBS vacancy 
announcement for the National Archives and 
Records Administration, which demonstrates the 
types of extra information you will be required 
to include on your Federal resume: 
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Information That Must Be 
Included on Your Federal 
Resume 


Many private-industry applicants submit their 
private-industry resumes thinking that a 
“resume” is the same as a “Federal resume.” This 
is not true. Its important to recognize that cer- 
tain information should be included in your 
Federal resume that you would not include on a 
private-sector resume. The human resources pro- 
fessionals need to see certain information as 
required by the Office of Management and 
Budget. The Federal resume is a transition from 
a lengthy, detailed application form and still 
includes some specific personnel information 
required on the earlier form.

Veterans who meet the criteria for preference and who are found eligible (by achieving a 
score of 70 or higher either by a written examination or an evaluation of their experience 
and education) will have 5 or 10 points added to their numerical ratings depending on the 
nature of their preference. For scientific and professional positions in grade GS-9 or higher, 
names of all eligible candidates are listed in order of ratings, augmented by veterans’ pref- 
erence, if any. For other positions, the names of 10-point-preference-eligible candidates who 


have a compensable, service-connected disability of 10 percent or more are placed ahead of 
the names of all other eligible candidates on a given register. The names of other 10-point- 
preference-eligibles, 5-point-preference-eligibles, and nonveterans are listed in order of 
their numerical ratings. More information on Veterans’ Preference and Employment 
Programs can be found on the OPM'’s Web site at www.usajobs.opm.gov/b2a.htm.

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CHAPTER 4 


Vacancy Announcement Search 


SS Federal job seekers look for great announcements continuously. Using the Internet, you 
can find Federal jobs within minutes of them being posted from any computer at home, at work, 
or in a library or career center. To save time, you can sign up for automatic e-mail notifications from 
some Web sites by setting up a specific Federal job search profile of the job you are seeking. This 
will save you time. But you might still want to search for your own announcements because job 
titles don’t always reflect the duties of the job. You will become more familiar with the job titles as 
you read the announcements. A serious job seeker can spend two to five hours per week reading 
Federal vacancy announcements. 


Step 1: Find Vacancy Announcements 


You can find most Federal vacancy announcements at the following Web sites. All jobs are posted on 
these Web sites, including jobs for the Army, Navy and Air Force, which also have their own Web 
sites and job listings.

www.fedworld.gov/jobs/jobsearch.html—Federal agency jobs Web site 


The following sections detail some of the other places you can find Federal vacancy announcements. 


Agency Web Sites 

Most agencies list their jobs at their own Web sites, as well as at www.usajobs.opm.gov. If you 
have targeted a specific agency, such as the Internal Revenue Service, it would be much faster to 
search for jobs at www.irs.gov than at the OPM’s main site. Or if you wanted a job at the National 
Institutes of Health, you could go directly to www.nih.gov. The agency Web sites are sometimes 
easier to read, understand, and locate than the main site. If the agency Web site sends you back to 
the OPM’s Web site, that means the agency doesn’t post its job listings on its own site. 


Private Industry Federal Job Sites 
You can find Federal jobs at privately owned and operated databases as well. These cost a few dollars 
for membership and access, but the databases are nicely managed so that you might be able to find 
specific jobs faster than on other Web sites:

Other Sources

Professional Journals 

Jobs that require highly specialized skills such as 
nursing, banking, data processing, and technical 
writing can sometimes be found in publications 
of professional associations. 


Job Fairs 

Government agencies sometimes hold or send 
representatives to job fairs. Bring your Federal 
resume and be prepared to talk about your expe- 
riences and skills that could be valuable in a gov- 
ernment job. 


Your Network 

Do you know someone who works in govern- 
ment? What agency does this person work for? 
What is this person’s job? Is this individual's 
agency growing or downsizing? Is it hiring? 
What kinds of people does the agency hire? 
How can you apply? Does the person you know 
have any clout with hiring managers? These are 
the questions you should ask your neighbor, golf 
partner, and fellow churchgoer.

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Get ready for a challenge. Federal agency human 
resources offices can choose the announcement 
format, writing style, instructions on How to 
Apply, and what to submit as an application. 
Therefore, most announcements require differ- 
ent application packages. This chapter gives 
examples of and analyzes five of the most typical 
announcement formats: 


1. A “paper Federal resume and KSA 
announcement” from an agency that is not 
automated. Some agencies do not yet have 
an electronic database; however, more and 
more agencies are converting to electronic 
databases. This format might disappear in 
the next two to five years. 


2. A Resumix™ announcement with a supple- 
mental data sheet from the Army. The 
Army, Navy, Marines, and Air Force use 
Resumix announcements. NASA and other 
agencies are also beginning to use Resumix. 
There are two types of Resumix announce- 
ments: 


x OPEN CONTINUOUS 
x SPECIAL HIRING with a specific

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CHAPTER 5 


Researching Your Core CompelenCIES 


MT agency human resources professionals and managers are looking for the important values, 
soft skills, knowledge, and “core competencies” that an employee or manager can bring to the 
workplace. Yes, you have to be qualified for the job, but your “value-added” competencies could 
make a difference and make you stand out. In fact, at some point in the future, the OPM will be 
combining core competencies with basic qualifications and technical skills in its classification stan- 
dards. As you will see from the list of core competencies discussed in this chapter, many agencies 
are analyzing the competencies they seek in the best Federal employees and managers. 


What Are Your Core Competencies and How Can You Include 
Them in Your Resume? 


As you read this chapter, underline the competencies that you consider to be your best. For exam- 
ple, I've always thought that my best competencies were flexibility, ability to work hard to complete 
a project, excellent communications and leadership skills, resourcefulness, initiative, and entrepre- 
neurship. An interviewer might ask you this question: “What are your most notable strengths?” 
After studying this chapter, you will be ready with an answer. 


Dr. Daniel Goleman consulted with the Office of Personnel Management on the development of its 
core competencies. Dr. Goleman’s 1995 book Emotional Intelligence (Bantam Doubleday Dell) 
argues that human competencies such as self-awareness, self-discipline, persistence, and empathy are 
of greater consequence than IQ in much of life; that we ignore the decline in these competencies at 
our peril; and that children can—and should—be taught these abilities. His 1998 book Working 
With Emotional Intelligence (Bantam Doubleday Dell) argues that workplace competencies based on 
emotional intelligence play a far greater role in star performance than do intellect or technical skill, 
and that both individuals and companies will benefit from cultivating these capabilities. 


When including your core competencies in the text of your resume, you should blend it with lan- 
guage from your current and past position descriptions, the vacancy announcement’s “duties” sec- 
tion, and your own statements of responsibility. Resume sections that can include core competencies 
are work experience descriptions, your Profile or Summary of Skills section, or a section near the 
end of the resume called Other Qualifications. 


Using Core Competencies as Transferable Skills When Changing 
Careers 


If you are changing careers, you will want to use this chapter to find your “transferable skills,” which 
can take you from one job series to another. Most jobs require skills in customer service, project 
management, teamwork, working under pressure, and attention to detail. You can integrate these 
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diverse values, soft skills, knowledge, and spe- 
cialized skills for particular occupations. Some of 
the competencies are similar between agencies, 
such as customer service, flexibility, decision- 
making, problem-solving, teamwork, and 
resourcefulness.

Every agency has its own list of required compe- 
tencies and its own interests. If you study the 
various core competency lists and agency 
descriptions, you will see that they require

The resume samples in chapter 1 and in the 
appendix include competencies in the work 
experience descriptions, Profile statements, 
Summary of Skills section, and the Other 
Qualifications section. You will integrate the 
core competencies information into your entire 
resume. Plus, you should keep a list of your 
competencies for interview preparation. It’s 
important to know your best skills and compe- 
tencies so that you can describe them in inter- 
views and even give examples that support your 


skills. 


Many Federal job seekers do not understand or 
know about the OPM or particular agencies’ 
core competencies. This cutting-edge informa- 
tion can help you build a better resume with 
more relevant skills, insight, and information 
about the agency and the job. Knowing the core 
competencies and mission of an agency can be 
critical to the success of your interview. If you 
understand what's really important for an 
employee at a specific agency, you can speak 
about your skills in terms of the agency’s values 
and interests instead of just depending on the 
“duties” listed in the vacancy announcement.

D. Team Building—Ability to inspire, motivate, and guide others toward goal accomplish- 
ments; develop and sustain cooperative working relationships; facilitate cooperation within the 
organization and with customer groups; foster commitment, team cohesiveness, and trust; and 
develop leadership in others by coaching, mentoring, and rewarding team members. 


E. Managing Performance—Ability to evaluate work performance and provide feedback to 
others on their performance; ensure that staff is properly trained, developed, and coached; rec- 
ognize and reward positive results; and take corrective actions as appropriate. 


III. BUILDING PARTNERSHIPS AND COALITIONS 


The ability to explain, advocate, and express facts and ideas in a convincing manner; negotiate 
with individuals and groups within and external to the organization; develop a network of pro- 
fessional contacts; and recognize the key internal and external political factors that influence 
the work of the organization. 


A. Oral Communication—Skill in making clear and convincing oral presentations to individuals 
or groups, listening effectively and clarifying information as needed, facilitating an open 
exchange of ideas; and fostering an atmosphere of open communication. 


B. Written Communication—Ability to express facts and ideas in writing in a clear, convinc- 
ing, and organized manner. 
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C. Influencing / Negotiating—Ability to persuade others, build consensus through give and 
take, gain cooperation from others to obtain information and accomplish goals, and facilitate 
“win-win” solutions. 


D. Partnering—Ability to develop networks and build alliances, engage in cross-functional 
activities, collaborate across boundaries, find common ground with a broad range of stakehold- 
ers, and utilize contacts to build and strengthen internal support bases. 


E. Political Awareness—Ability to identify internal and external political factors that affect the 
work of the organization, approach each problem situation with a clear perception of relevant 
political factors, and anticipate the political impact of alternative courses of action. 


F. Organizational Communication—The ability to manage information within an organization 
to ensure collaboration; provide the level and frequency of communication necessary to success- 
fully support work across organizational boundaries; and provide an accessible record of chang- 

ing priorities, decisions, and commitments. 


IV. PRODUCING RESULTS 


The ability to make effective decisions and produce results through the timely implementation of 
programs and policies, and to hold self and others accountable for achieving results. 


A. Accountability—Ability to develop and maintain management controls to ensure the opera- 
tional integrity of the organization, hold self and others accountable for results and responsibili- 
ties, ensure that tasks within areas of responsibility are completed in a timely manner and 
within budget, and monitor and measure attainment of planned outcomes. 


B. Problem Solving—Ability to identify and analyze problems, distinguish between relevant 
and irrelevant information to make logical decisions, and provide solutions to individual and 
organizational problems. 


C. Decisiveness—Ability to make sound and well-informed decisions; perceive the impact and 
implications of decisions; and make reasoned and timely decisions, even when data are limited 
or solutions entail unpleasant consequences. 


D. Customer Service—Ability to balance the interests of a variety of customers, adjust priori- 
ties to respond to changing client needs, anticipate and meet the needs of clients, produce qual- 
ity deliverables, and continually improve services. 


E. Technical Credibility (for Group Directors and Deputy Group Directors)—Ability to under- 
stand and apply procedures, requirements, regulations, and policies governing the work of a 
multifunctional business unit; make sound hiring and capital-resource decisions; integrate the 
work of the group with that of other organizational components; and achieve results through the 
direction of management and technical staff. 


F. Technical Supervision (for Division Directors and Deputy Division Directors)—Ability to 
provide technical oversight to staff members on complex or unusual duties, and monitor and 
direct the progress of the work group to ensure that work is completed on time and accurately. 


V. MANAGING RESOURCES 


The ability to acquire and administer human, financial, material, and information resources in a 
manner that instills public trust and accomplishes the organization's mission. 


A. Financial Management—Ability to understand principles of financial management in gov- 
ernment; estimate appropriate funding levels; prepare, justify, and/or administer the budget for 
a program area; use cost-benefit analyses to set priorities; monitor program expenditures; and 
identify cost-effective approaches to administration.

B. Human Resources Management—Ability to apply Merit System principles to ensure staff 
are appropriately selected, developed, deployed, appraised, rewarded and, if necessary, disci- 
plined. 


C. Personal Organization—Ability to manage time, coordinate, and schedule work; and fully 


utilize staff to accomplish the workload of the organization. 


D. Project Management—Ability to use project-management concepts and methods to struc- 
ture and manage the work of a group to accomplish a complex activity within time and resource 
constraints.

NPS Operations— This competency encompasses a general comprehension of the basic opera- 
tions of the NPS, especially at the park level; how these operations interact to fulfill the Mission 
of the NPS; and why visitors come to parks and how the NPS “manages” them. 


Fundamental Values—This competency focuses on an employee's ability to exhibit certain 
attitudes and behaviors to accomplish an assigned job and to contribute to the overall health of 
the organization. These include leadership and teamwork behaviors, ethical behavior towards 
people and the organization, support of cultural diversity and fairness issues in the workplace, 
support of accessible parks and workplaces, an attitude towards safe behavior for one’s self and 
for others, and mental and physical fitness. 


Communications Skills—This competency encompasses the ability to communicate effectively 
with the public and employees in writing and speech, use interpersonal skills to be an effective 
employee, and exhibit basic computer abilities. 


Problem-Solving Skills—This competency deals with the ability to analyze a problem, build 
consensus, make decisions, and practice innovation in various aspects of one’s job. 


Individual Development and Planning—This competency considers an individual's being able 
to work with one’s supervisor and agency to plan a course of action for one’s performance, 
career, and, ultimately, retirement.

Presenting Your Educational 
Background and Trainin 


educational background is an important part of your Federal resume. The amount of 
information you provide, the way you present the information, and the organization of this 
section can impress HR professionals and hiring managers. HR professionals are looking for specific 
degrees, majors, courses, and specialized training to determine whether you are qualified for the 
position. Some Federal jobs require degrees; other Federal positions will accept specialized or gener- 
alized experience in place of college degrees. The Federal job announcement is clear about the 
qualifications for the position. Read the “Specialized or Generalized Qualifications” section of 

the vacancy announcement to see whether you have the necessary educational qualifications for the 
position. If the qualifications require that you have 25 credits in accounting for a Staff Accountant 
position, you must have these credits. List them in your resume and add up the credits. 


Here is the education information that must be on your Federal resume, according to OPM 


brochure OF-510: 
x High school (name and address, date of diploma or GED) 


x College or universities (name and address, majors, type and year of degree; if no degree, show 
total credits earned and whether semester or quarter hours) 


Considerations for Organizing Your Educational Background 


The personnel staff will appreciate reviewing your entire educational background in a concise, 
organized format. One of the best features of a Federal resume is its formatting flexibility. If you 
want to highlight a recent degree or course work, you can do so by the way you position it. Recent 
and returned college graduates can include with each college listing their educational honors, 
awards, scholarships, grade-point average, activities, significant courses, major papers or thesis, and 
assistantships. 


Education is usually a separate category from Training. In the Education category, you will list your 
high school and college education and degrees. Your Training, Professional Development, or 
Continuing Education (three suggested headings for this section, all with similar meanings) can be 
listed separately. You can combine the Education and Training sections to improve their presenta- 
tion if you want. If you possess extensive job-related training, you can create functional headings for 
the training. Many Federal employees receive considerable training in computers, management, 
leadership, supervision, accounting, budget, contracts, and project management, and they can group 
their training under subheadings that indicate their areas of focus. 


No College Degree 

According to Dennis Damp in The Book of U.S. 
Government Jobs (Bookhaven Press), 63 percent 
of all Federal workers do not have a college 
degree. The required education level depends on 
the position. In many cases for general adminis- 
trative and management positions, you can 
replace a college degree with a certain number of 
years of specialized or generalized experience. 
You can read the education qualifications for 
each position in the vacancy announcement. 


Example 1: Applicant for GS-5 Border 
Patrol Agent 

This high school graduate worked as a border 
patrol agent on a contract basis in his senior year 
of high school and is seeking a permanent posi- 
tion with the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. This resume uses a combined Education 
and ‘Training section. You can simply write the 
year you completed the training (represented 
here by xxxx). 


<J y> Part 2: Writing Your Federal Resume 


The vacancy announcement might mandate the 
inclusion of classroom hours. Read the 
announcement to determine the information 
required, or include the hours just in case. Some 
announcements require you to provide tran- 
scripts; others don’t. You can attach a course list 
if you feel that your courses are significant in 
showing your qualifications and performance for 
a particular Federal job. (See Example 5 later in 
this chapter for a sample course list.)

CC of your 9 to 5 position, you might have another life. That's what “Other Qualifications” 
is about: the experience and qualifications youve gathered outside of work and formal educa- 
tion. Among the many possibilities are specialized skills, other languages, honors and awards, 
accomplishments, publications, professional memberships, community involvement or leadership, 
and public speaking. HR professionals might be impressed or interested in what you do above your 
job description. Theres no guarantee that this information will qualify you for a position; however, 
many outside activities demonstrate leadership, communications skills, planning, and the ability to 
manage time and resources. It is important to present the whole picture! 


Be sure to notice, however, the number of times the phrase “job-related” is repeated in government 
requirements. Your Federal resume should emphasize recent and job-related information. Federal 
HR professionals are looking for skills, accomplishments, and professional involvement that qualify 
you for a specific Federal position. 


A Federal vacancy announcement might ask for “Other Qualifications” in the following way: 


Other Qualifications 


Job-related training courses (title and year) 
Job-related skills (language skills, computer skills, tools, machinery, typing speed) 


Job-related honors, awards, special accomplishments (publications, memberships in 
professional or honor societies, leadership activities) 


Note: Individuals applying for the first time to the Federal government have an advan- 
tage: The “Other Qualifications” section is typical and might already be included in your 
current private-industry resume. You can copy and paste this information from your 
private-industry resume into your Federal version. 


Other qualifications might also include the following:

certifications. Some examples in this chapter show separate Skills sections; others use training 
and certification lists that demonstrate specialized skills.

Job-Related Honors, Awards, 
or Special Accomplishments 


Your honors, awards, and special accomplish- 
ments might be important in qualifying you for 
certain positions. This section on your resume 
can include such items as publications, member- 
ships in professional or honor societies, leader- 
ship activities, public speaking, and performance 
awards, as well as the dates you received them. 
Here is an overview of the items you might list 
and describe in this section on your Federal 
resume: 


x Honors and awards demonstrate career or 
educational excellence and recognition. 


x Professional memberships demonstrate 
involvement, motivation to learn about 
specific industries, and knowledge of state- 
of-the-art industry information through 
reading newsletters and attending confer- 
ences and meetings. 


x Public speaking and presentations show 
communications skills before groups and 
the ability to write and present information

to add.

The Other Information section can add to your “likeability factor.” But the next chapter, “Writing 
Your Work Experience,” can actually get you ranked “best qualified,” and even hired. Keep reading 
and soon you will have your Federal resume completed. 
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CHAPTER 8 


Writing Your Work Experience 


NT you are ready to start writing the most important and difficult part of the Federal resume— 
your Work Experience section. This chapter covers writing about work experience for the 
Federal resume based on the following: your current resume, OF-612, or SF-171; your private- 
industry resume; part-time and small-business positions; and unpaid experience. All of the sample 
resume excerpts include “duties” and “accomplishments” so that you can remember to cover both 
types of information in your most relevant positions. 


You will also be introduced to the “writing partner” concept. Brainstorming with a colleague or 
friend can help you talk about your work in more detail and with more enthusiasm than you would 
write. You'll learn how to get feedback and expand your job experiences to include specifics, accom- 
plishments, and a more clear description. Finally, this chapter will teach you how to make your job 
descriptions follow the HR professional's Factor Evaluation System (FES), ensuring you have cov- 
ered all important elements for the human resource professional's review. 


Since the 1999 edition of the Federal Resume Guidebook, there has been one major change in writing 
the Work Experience section. In 1999 most Federal resume writers were converting their long, 
detailed work experience sections into more succinct, shorter descriptions. Recently, resume writers 
have gone to the other extreme. The descriptions are usually too short and do not include all of the 
job elements, FES factors, and accomplishments that can get applicants selected as “best qualified” 
for a specific job. 


This chapter is dedicated to helping you write just the right amount of copy for your work experi- 
ence descriptions—not too short, not too long. We'll help you recognize important details and 
specifics about diverse experiences and spell out accomplishments that will “sell” you to the decision- 
maker. You'll also learn the right keywords to include for your particular occupational series. 


Allow plenty of time to write your Work Experience section. This one section could take you 5 to 
10 hours to write, edit, and rewrite. 


Why is the Work Experience section so important? Steve McGarry, an official with the OPM, says 
that the first goal of the Federal resume is simply to show that the candidate meets the basic qualifi- 
cations for the vacancy announcement (for example, academic degrees, years of experience, areas of 
expertise, and technical capabilities). The KSAs tell whether a candidate is qualified to perform the 
specific position (see chapter 14 for more on writing KSAs). HR professionals want the hard facts— 
not a life story—that allow them to screen the resume quickly and see basic qualifications. 
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What the Work Experience Section Should Include 


Here is the Federally required information for the Work Experience section, taken from OPM 


brochure OF-510: 


WORK EXPERIENCE 


Give the following information for your paid and nonpaid work experience related to the job 


at all. The best way is to include a clear, 
point-by-point description of what you do 
and a separate section that identifies several 
accomplishments. 


How far back should I go? Focus on the 
last 10 years. You will need to cover 10 years 
of work experience and include all compli- 
ance details. Positions you held 15 to 20 
years ago will not be of interest to the busy 
readers. 


Should each description be the same 
length? Summarize or write shorter 
descriptions of jobs prior to the last 10 
years. You can include these jobs if they are 
relevant to your objective; otherwise, leave 
them out. Gaps in dates are okay. The HR 
professionals want to read the relevant and 
recent positions. 


x What if the most important job I held in 


relation to my current objective was 10 
years ago? If you are returning to a 
job/career you held 10 years ago, emphasize 
that job, even though it was 10 years ago. 
Many people return to previous careers. 
Develop that job as though it were your cur- 
rent position. Play down the other jobs that 
are not as relevant to your current objective. 


you are applying for (do not send job descriptions): 


Job title (include series and grade if Federal job) 


Duties and accomplishments 
Employer's name and address 


Supervisor's name and phone number 


Check out the OPM’s only official instruction 
on how to write the Work Experience: “duties 
and accomplishments.” Those three words trans- 
late into hours of thinking and writing, and 
pages of text. Those three words are what you 
do at work and are a major part of your resume. 


As you think about and possibly get over- 
whelmed with writing your work history, you're 
probably wondering how much you have to 
write, how many years you have to go back, and 
how many jobs you should include. Here are 
quick answers to a few typical questions and a 
review of what's most important to include in 
your Federal resume: 


x How much should I include in a descrip- 
tion of a job? Now that the long “life- 
history” descriptions that people had to 
include for the SF-171 have pretty much 
disappeared, applicants have gone to the 
other extreme, writing very short job 
descriptions. After the HR person reads 
them, he or she really has no idea what the 
applicant does. Some job applicants write 
work experience descriptions that focus 
only on achievements, giving the reader no 
clear idea of what the applicant's job was, 
and others do not include achievements 
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follow the format of the preceding list for 
these positions—just give compliance 
details and a few descriptive lines. At the 
end of the chapter, you'll see examples 

of how to format these types of work 
experiences. 


x What about jobs I held prior to the last 
10 years? It’s your choice whether to show 
a short chronology of your early career. If 
this experience is job related, you need to 
describe the positions in detail so that you 


will qualify for the position. 


Know Your Audience: Who's 
Going to Read Your Resume? 


In the private sector, the audience of a resume is 
the hiring official. Personnel staff might do some 
preliminary screening, but that’s all. The hiring 
official hires whomever she or he wants, and the 
personnel staff simply process the paperwork. In 
the Federal government, the personnel function 
is much more important. 


HR Professionals 

There are at least two audiences for your resume. 
First the HR professional will review your 
resume to determine whether you are qualified 
for the job. Since the founding of the Civil 
Service and the overturning of the “spoils sys- 
tem,” a goal of the Federal personnel process is 
to ensure that the most qualified candidate is 
selected and that political and personal influ- 
ences on the process are minimized, at least for 
so-called “statutory” positions. You must take 
seriously the role of personnel staff in the 
process and realize that your Federal resume 
must meet this audiences needs. 


The HR professionals will determine whether 
your stated qualifications fit the formal require- 
ments of the position and, if so, will classify you 
as “qualified.” Depending on the number of 
qualified applicants, they usually perform a 
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x How long should my current job 
description be? Most of your time and 
energy will be spent writing this description 
(if it is your highest level and is most close- 
ly related to your objective). You could 
budget one to five hours for writing it. The 
description will be from three paragraphs 
to several pages long. If you have been in 
your current position for five years, most of 
the difficult, important writing will be over 
when you finish this description. 


x Is the Work Experience section the most 
important section? Yes, this is the section 
that will get you rated as qualified or best 
qualified for the job (in addition to your 
KSAs). You generally can use the following 
list, but you won't necessarily use all of 
the headings. You can adapt this list for 
writing about your major and most recent 
positions. 


x Job Information and Compliance 
Details (title of job, agency, office, 
address, supervisor, supervisor's phone, 
salary, hours per week) 


x Introduction (overview of the office’s 
mission and service) 


x Duties & Responsibilities 
x Accomplishments/Projects 
x Teams/Collateral Duties 


x How long should my second job descrip- 
tion be? This description will be approxi- 
mately half as long as the first position, 
unless it is your most job-related position. 


x Can I include community service and 
volunteer positions or unpaid experi- 
ence? Remember to include both paid and 
unpaid work experience related to the job 
for which you are applying, for positions 
within the last 10 years. You can include 
the following: community and civic leader- 
ship positions, association or nonprofit 
leadership positions, teaching, consulting, 
and small-business experiences. Don’t 


Do Your Research 


Before you can start writing, it is vital that you 
do your research, both on your own work expe- 
rience and on the agency that you are targeting. 


Researching Your Work Experience 
Go to your computer, your files, your book- 
cases, and your briefcase and gather your latest 
resume, KSAs, SF-171, OF-612, and any other 
agency employment form. This will be helpful 
information for the chronology, overview, and 
compliance details. Also look for the following 
information: 


x Position descriptions (PD) for your last 
two positions. Beware of depending on the 
PD for the duties and responsibilities of 
your job. Is the PD up-to-date? Does it 
really say what you do? You should not 
write directly from the PD—this could 
result in a 171 life-history document. Use 
the PD to ensure you include the most 
important aspects of your jobs. 


x Supervisory evaluations. Look for the text 
and keywords used in the evaluations. Read 
the evaluations to find out where your 
strengths are. If your evaluations are 
“pass/fail,” look at the key elements of the 
evaluation—these probably reflect your 
major duties. 


x Independent Development Plans. Many 
critical skills, keywords, and accomplish- 
ments included in IDPs can be used in 
your resume. 


x Annual Achievements List or Yearly 
Annual Reports (if you write one). This is 
great information for the accomplishments 
portion of your job description and also for 
KSA statements. 

x Agency brochures and mission state- 
ments (from the Web site or your office). 
This description can give you insight into 
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deeper evaluation to select the “best qualified” 
candidates. Only the best-qualified candidates 
are forwarded to the selecting official (your 
potential supervisor). 


Do not assume that the staffing specialist is an 
expert in your career field, although many are 
quite knowledgeable. Help the specialist under- 
stand and interpret your qualifications by 
writing your work experience descriptions in 
language they can understand. If you make the 
specialist's job easier, you will get more benefit 
of the doubt. Confuse or obscure your qualifica- 
tions and you will earn a lower score than your 
experience merits. 


The Selecting Official 

The second reader will be the selecting official, 
who has some discretion in choosing the candi- 
date she or he likes best from among the best 
qualified. 


When the hiring official sees your Federal 
resume, it is in a folder along with resumes from 
other highly qualified candidates (your competi- 
tion). The hiring official does not normally have 
to interview all highly qualified candidates. Who 
gets interviewed? Qualifications are important, 
of course. But so is the feel” the hiring official 
gets from the resume. Is there a likeability fac- 
tor” in your resume? Does your resume appeal to 
the hiring official in terms of your experience, 
expertise, accomplishments, and writing style? 


The official might also be asking him- or herself 
such questions as “Is the applicant a positive per- 
son?” “Is he hard working?” “Will I like him?” 
“Will she fit my team?” “Is she going to be a 
threat to my job?” You can deal with these issues 
in a resume by watching your writing’s tone. 
Show your final version to friends and ask how 
they feel about the person on that piece of 
paper. Read your resume out loud to see 
whether it seems positive and interesting. 
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a current Federal employee, read your job 
description in the Qualifications Standards and 
your agency’s Web site to review its mission. 


Here are more details on where to find informa- 
tion on Federal government jobs and agencies: 


x Qualifications Standards. A list of the 
classification standards for each occupation- 
al series is online at www.opm.gov. Or if 
you have time or access to your local 
Federal Agency Personnel Office or Federal 
Job Information Center, you can find The 
Qualifications Standards Operating Manual 
(formerly called the X-118). This lists basic 
descriptions of each major government 
position, which can help you write your 
Work Experience section and KSAs. 
Another reason to check the official stan- 
dards is for keywords and skills. If you use 
the same language as the official standards 
for your series, it’s easier for the staffing 
specialist to determine that you possess the 
needed experience. 


x Classification Standards. Also available on 
www.opm.gov is the Introduction to the 
Handbook of Occupational Groups O 
Families. You can find your occupational 
series in this file. 


x Agency Web sites. At agency Web sites, 
you can read and print the mission state- 
ment to gain an understanding of the 
organization. You can find information 
about agency programs, services, and cus- 
tomers so that you can focus your Federal 
resume and KSAs toward meeting the 
agency’ goals. Read recent press releases 
and any “what's new” items so that you can 
be prepared for an interview as well. 

x Other Web sites. Search other sites 
such as www.washingtonpost.com and 
www.govexec.com for articles and informa- 
tion on specific agencies. Sometimes you 
can read about customers, problems,

customers, services, programs, and future 
plans that you can use in your work experi- 
ence writeup. 


x Letters of commendation and apprecia- 
tion awards. Hopefully you saved these let- 
ters and awards to remind yourself of your 
value as an employee. The awards and let- 
ters are written by others about you and 
your accomplishments. These descriptions 
can be great resume and KSA material. 
Remember that you are trying to “sell” 
yourself. If you have received recognition 
for outstanding service, this is a demonstra- 
tion of your work excellence! 


x Vacancy announcements. The announce- 
ments include keywords, skills, and infor- 
mation that you can use to build your 
Federal resume and KSAs. 


x ‘Transcripts of college courses and college 
course catalog descriptions. If you are a 
recent college graduate or a returned col- 
lege graduate, you might need to describe 
your courses. You can find wonderful 
keywords and language in the course 
descriptions that might help you write your 
critical skills. 


Researching Federal Agencies 
Know your agencies before you apply. Check 
out the following resources so that you can tar- 
get your Federal resume and KSAs, and prepare 
for an interview. 


Background information on your potential 
employer can be very helpful. Information about 
Federal agencies will help you write your Work 
Experience section with more confidence, and 
your interviews will go much more smoothly. If 
you are seeking your first government job, read 
the U.S. Government Manual (available online at 
www.access.gpo.gov), agency Web sites, and the 
Federal budget to get a good perspective on 
departments, agencies, and programs. If you are 


You have reasons why you are writing a new 
Federal resume. Check off the motivating factors 
from the following list that will inspire you to 
write your new resume in the best possible way: 


O My job series is being discontinued, so I 
have to change series. 


û My agency is relocating, so I have to find 
another job so that I can stay in this geo- 
graphic area.

If any of these motivating factors works for you, 
it could drive you to get this resume rewritten, 
work with your “writing partner” (see the next 
section), research jobs (see chapter 4), and get 


hired! 


When you write the descriptions of your posi- 
tions, think about impressing the HR profes- 
sional and the decision-maker. Be positive, 
upbeat, and enthusiastic and sell your accom- 
plishments. If you need help getting motivated 
and inspired, enlist a writing partner to get you 
moving. 


Getting Help from a Writing 
Partner 

Recruit a friend to help you brainstorm about 
your work experience write-ups. Most people 
have trouble remembering everything they do. 
Or they just can't stand to think about all of 
their work—“since they do so much.” I use the 
“writing partner” approach in my office and 
workshops. I have found that people talk about 
their work duties much better than they write 
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challenges, and success stories of agencies 
that can give you insight for writing your 
package and preparing for an interview. 


x The United States Government Manual. 
This is a giant guideline and resource for 
agencies and programs. It is available from 
the Government Printing Office (GPO; 
www.access.gpo.gov to download a PDF 
version). 


x The Federal budget. If you are willing to 
work harder than the average person and 
really want an edge, get a copy of the 
Federal budget (available online at 
http://w3.access.gpo.gov/usbudget/fy2002/ 
fy2002_srch.htmD. This hefty tome is 
packed with information, although it’s hard 
to extract. Among the information in the 
budget is a table of expected employment 
levels in agencies and programs. You can 
discover which agencies are getting more 
people and which are scheduled for major 
shrinking. 

What if you're just answering a specific 
announcement or two? ‘Iry to research the agen- 
cies so that you can integrate specific terminolo- 
gy into your package. You will be far more 
impressive on paper and in an interview if you 
have done your homework on an agency’s mis- 
sion, programs, and future. 


More Preparation Before 
Writing 

You've done your homework and now you're 
almost ready to write. But first you should get in 
the right frame of mind for writing by looking 
at your reasons for writing your resume. You 
might also enlist the help of a writing partner to 
help you brainstorm for your resume content. 


Getting Psyched to Write 
Writing a great resume for yourself requires 
determination, motivation, and positive thinking. 
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x How do you communicate with others? (By 
telephone, e-mail, fax, in person, travel.) 

x Do you use a computer to do your work? 
(List specific software programs that you 
use.) 

x What is the hardest part of your job? (You 
know this one.) 


x What kind of challenges do you face at 
work? 


x What do you like the most about your job? 
(Think hard about this.) 


x Have you done anything at work this past 
year that makes you really proud? 
(Important: This is the accomplishments 
question for your resume now and for your 


KSAs later.) 


Converting Your SF-171, 
OF-612, or Private-Sector 
Resume into a Better, 
Expanded Federal Resume 


You've gathered your information, reviewed it 
for relevancy, and been interviewed by your 
writing partner. It’s time for you to start writing. 
The first step in writing should be to get every- 
thing on paper. A famous newspaper editor told 
a young reporter, “Don’t put more fire into your 
work. Put more of your work into the fire.” 
Write it all, go into excruciating depth, and cut 
from there. Your first draft should be a life-story 
approach, which you will edit profusely. Write 
everything, but be sure not to send it yet. Here 
is an example of how to start. 


What the Job Was or Is 


Write like you speak, at least in this draft. You 
might write something like this: 


about them. The feedback you will receive from 
your writing partner will be empowering and 
will help you build confidence. PLUS, this is 


great interview practice! 


Find someone who will interview you about 
your job. It would be better if this person were 
not a coworker. A coworker will know the job 
too well and might overlook important duties 
that they assume are there. Your writing partner 
can interview you about your job and write the 
answers on a separate sheet. Soon you will start 
talking about your job’s challenges and problems 
(that you fix— potential KSA material), the new 
programs, the customers, meeting the organiza- 
tion’s mission, and so on. If you get excited 
about your job and recognize that your work is 
important and valuable, you will write an inter- 
esting description of your work. 


Here are some suggested interview questions 
that you and your writing partner can ask one 
another: 


x What does your organization do? (What is 
its mission?) 

x What do you do all day long? (This infor- 
mation is for the Duties and Responsi- 
bilities section. An example is, “Talk to 
customers, use the computer, travel, and 
write.” Write percentages following the 
major areas of their work; for example, 
“telephones 20%; administrative 50%; 
writing and e-mail 30%.”) 

x Are you really busy? (The answer to this 
implies the level of work you handle. Can 
you quantify this in any way?) 

x Who are your major customers? (The 
answer should be titles rather than people's 
names and descriptions of who they are. 
Include both internal and external cus- 
tomers.)

Imagine your daily routine and write it all down (youll edit later). Explain this as if you were writ- 
ing for a stranger who knows nothing about what you do:

Did you leave out any steps? Reread your draft and add to it if necessary. 


Next, Quantify Everything 
Put in numbers that help flesh out the picture. Tell the reader how many, how big, how much, and 
so on. 


The warehouse and parts facility that | manage is 100,000 square feet with more than 10,000 
items. | supervise, plan projects for, and train 10 skilled tradesmen, including heavy mobile equip- 
ment repairers, preservation servicers, tire repairers, material handlers, and a tool and parts 
attendant. We generate $1.5 million in billings per year for Marine Corps repair services. Our cus- 
tomers are located throughout the world, some in preparation for war, others in training exercis- 
es and bases. | keep track of time for chargeable billings to the various base functions. | have 
improved efficiency and time for completion of major projects by 30% by improving reports, the 
availability of parts, and the management of inventory and the warehouse. Our safety has 
improved by 70%. 


Organize and Add Accomplishments 

Now that you have a good general description, organize your content into the major functions of 
your job. Add accomplishments separately so that they stand out. Have you received awards or 
recognition?

The Factor Evaluation System 
(FES) 


tain key elements are covered. Although you 
might not need to cover all nine of the FES fac- 
tors, it is a good idea to include small elements 
of several of these factors in each of your job 
descriptions. 


The key to using the FES factors as a guide in 
writing the job description portions of your 
resume is that human resources professionals in 
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Human Resources Professionals use the FES to 
evaluate work and to determine its proper level 
of monetary compensation—in other words, its 
proper title, series, and grade level. The nine 
FES factors are useful to you because they form 
a handy and logical checklist to ensure that your 
job descriptions are effective, persuasive, and 
written with the mindset of the reviewer in 


8. Physical demands (the physical require- 
ments of the position; for instance, “PHYS- 
ICAL EFFORT: Required to climb, bend, 
stoop, and work in strained and cramped 
positions. Subject to prolonged standing, 
walking, and kneeling and must be physi- 
cally fit to perform daily duties.”) 


9. Work environment (where work is per- 
formed; for example, “WORKING CON- 
DITIONS: Works inside and outside in 
inclement weather. Work areas may be 
drafty, noisy, and have toxic fumes present. 
Exposed to danger of cuts, burns, shock, 
strains, and broken bones.”) 


Analyzing Your Work Experience 
Section to Make Sure It Covers AII 
FES Components 

Compare each of your position descriptions 
against the following criteria. 


Knowledge required for the position. What 
level of knowledge is required? Knowledge can 
be general (“Respond to and assist dire-need and 
hardship inquiries by underserved Medicare/ 
Medicaid beneficiaries referred by the office of 
the Administrator and CBC front office. Act as 
an advocate for beneficiaries by accessing 
Medicare and other health care benefits, obtain- 
ing pro-bono work, and rectifying insurance 
issues”) or specific (“Iranslate broad agency poli- 
cy, legislation, regulations, and directives into 
new policies or methodologies. Serve as subject 
matter expert in program and operational 
areas.”). This is a powerful factor. It explains, for 
example, why a Health Insurance Specialist (or 
other Federal employee) should receive a promo- 
tion because of subject-matter expertise. 


Supervisory controls. If you perform your work 
independently, lead teams, use judgment, make 
decisions, use initiative, or plan and execute, it 
will be clear that you work independently to 
perform your job. 


Guidelines. What guidelines are there for you 
to use? Are there general agency guidelines, 
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Federal agencies are sensitive to these factors as 
methods of “sizing up” the importance of your 
job experience. Although you should not use 
the FES factors to aid you in exaggerating the 
importance of your experience, you should defî- 
nitely use them as a means of helping HR offi- 
cials give you full credit for the “grade level” of 
the work you accomplished in each of your jobs. 


The FES Criteria 
The FES criteria for each position are the 
following: 


1. Knowledge required for the position (the 
specific knowledges you applied to do your 
work) 


2. Supervisory controls (the level of supervi- 
sion you received while doing your work; 
for instance, “Performed the duties of 
Administrative Assistant with a high degree 
of independence, and sought the advice of 
my supervisor only on rare occasions...”) 


3. Guidelines (the written guidelines you fol- 
lowed in doing your work, particularly if 
they were complicated and required a great 
deal of independent interpretation on your 
part) 

4. Complexity (the level of complexity that 


best describes the work that you accom- 


plished) 


5. Scope and effect (the scope and impact of 
your work on the agency, particularly if 
your work impacted the expenditure of 
dollars or influenced the use of resources 
across your organization or agency) 


6. Personal contacts (the kind of contacts 
and the purpose of the contacts you made 
on a regular basis; for instance, “regularly 
had contact with members of 
Congressional offices staff”) 


7. Purpose of contacts (the reason for the 
contact; i.e., “for purposes of clarifying or 
exchanging information, scheduling and 
arranging meetings, and making travel 
arrangements”) 
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talk with on the phone and receive e-mail from? 
Congress? The Office of the Secretary of 
Defense? The Office of the Department 
Secretary? Regional Directors? The American 
public? Ph.D. professors? Other agencies? Why 
do they call or write to you? 


Physical demands and work environment. Do 
you travel? Do you work in the field and in the 
office? Do you lift lots of boxes? The HR profes- 
sionals need to know about your work environ- 
ment so that they can understand and envision 
you at your work. 


Congratulations! You have now completed a first 
draft. It's probably too long and not written 
powerfully, but it’s the first step. Take the rest of 
the day off and start again after your draft has 
had a chance to cool down. Believe it or not, 
you can make it better! 


The Rewriting Stage 


James Michener once said, “There are no great 
writers—only great rewriters.” Use a small para- 
graph format for rewriting the material you have 
gathered so far. Begin your job description with 
a general overview paragraph (one to two sen- 
tences) to describe the work and follow it with 
small paragraphs, each helping to make the case 
for your qualifications. Remember to address the 
components of the FES in your copy. You don’t 
have to address each FES factor—only those 
that are key to your goals. 
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detailed technical manuals, or vendor instruc- 
tions? Are the guidelines current, or are they 
inadequate and frequently inapplicable? Do you 
need to apply independent judgment and make 
difficult decisions? 


Complexity. What factors make this work com- 
plex, or is it really a simple job? Remember, sim- 
ple and complex are in the eyes of the beholder. 
If you have 15 years experience in highly techni- 
cal work, hold a Ph.D., and are generally consid- 
ered a national expert, you might think the 
problems and situations in your work are simple. 
An outsider, comparing your work to that of 
other people, would conclude that your job was 
highly complex. Do not sell yourself short. You 
will deal with some of your complexity issues in 
the knowledge and guidelines criteria. Specific 
complexity issues include having to make deci- 
sions with insufficient data, dealing with com- 
peting interests and demands, changing of basic 
systems, and responding to congressional or 
public controversy or pressure. Complexity can 
relate to office politics, but you have to be care- 
ful in choosing your words when you write 
about complexity arising out of office politics. 


Scope and effect. Scope and effect tell the reader 
how vast the work is. Do you support a local 
office, regional offices, global customers, govern- 
ment, industry, or academia? Give a good 
description of the scope and effect of your work. 


Personal contacts/purpose of contacts. This is 
the “customer service” factor. Write about your 
internal and external customers. Who do you

The accomplishments, numbers, contracts, and prob- 
lems solved are impressive and will result in interviews and discussions with selecting officials.

You can spend your job-hunting time bet- 
ter by using it to uncover more job leads. 


What About Really Old Jobs? 

As you move back in your career, write less and 
less about each position. Jobs more than 10 
years old can be summarized as is done in the 
following three examples: 


What if I Am Applying for Jobs in 
Lots of Different Series? Do I Need 
to Rewrite My Federal Resume 
Each Time? 

In general, one properly thought-out Federal 
resume will work for just about every job for 
which you apply. I once had a client who had 
two career ideas: a spy for the CIA or a career in 
military music. If your career goals are that 
diverse, write two (or more) Federal resumes, 
each with the appropriate focus (see chapter 10). 
For most people, however, one resume is suffi- 
cient. Remember, the KSAs are your primary 
opportunity to tailor your background to the 
specific position.

‘The easiest way to write about your accomplish- 
ments is to make a list of projects and tasks that 
you have worked on and completed over the 
past few years. Begin with an outline like this: 


1. Project or task—what problem did the 
project or task solve? 


2. What you did (the steps you took to solve 
the problem). 


3. The results (what happened as a result of 
the steps you took). 


Make a list of 5 to 10 projects or tasks you 
have worked on over the past few years. Then 
write and apply three-to-four-line accomplish- 
ment statements to your resume and KSAs (see 


chapter 14). 


How to Write About Your 


Accomplishments 

As you can see from the preceding samples, the 
best accomplishments are specif7c descriptions. In 
every case, they describe a specific action or steps 
you have taken to resolve a problem or to do 
your job. You will also note that the applicants 
used numbers, dollars, and percentages to 
describe what they had accomplished. This is 
important because, by describing your accom- 
plishments and projects in measurable and quan- 
tiftable terms, you give prospective employers the 
tools they need to figure out the scale and scope 
of your accomplishments and see how your 
accomplishments relate to the job they want to 
fill. For example, in the preceding Chief 
Planning Branch example, how much of a differ- 
ence would it make in your mind if the operat- 
ing budget the applicant had been responsible 
for was only $5,200 per year instead of $5.2 
million? Would you be more or less impressed 
with the applicant's ability and experience? 
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Guidelines for Writing Job-Winning Accomplishments 
There are three major things to keep in mind when you are writing about your accomplishments: 


1. Be specific. For example: 


Supervisory Contract Specialist, GM-1102-14: Nominated for the Secretary of the Army 
Award for Excellence in Contracting for developing and implementing the Acquisition 
Development Assistance Team (ADAT) concept and for developing the Customer, 
Contracting, and Commerce {C3) industry partnership initiative.

The next chapter teaches you how to polish your 
whole resume by writing in plain language. You 
will never write “responsible for” again! You will 
learn how to use more verbs and nouns in an 
active-voice writing style. 
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As you can see from these project examples, the 
form the lists take can vary considerably because 
they are targeted to specific audiences. What 
makes sense for a senior IT person might not 
make sense for an auditor, architect, or social 
services executive. 


As with your accomplishments, make sure your 
project statements relate directly to the vacancy 
you are applying for and that you use words you 
identified in the vacancy analysis.

CHAPTER 9 


Plain-Language Resumes: 
Writing Well 


Hr” do you look on paper? It’s high time for civilians and current Federal employees to learn to 
write about their career accomplishments in a concise, clear, and nonbureaucratic writing style. 
You need to communicate your skills and accomplishments, and even brag a little, but a three- to 
five-page resume does not allow the space to write every little detail of your work. Now you have to 
select the most important experiences and write the resume in a new style, which I call plain lan- 
guage. 

This chapter might be one of the most important in this book. Following the 10 resume-writing prin- 
ciples spelled out in this chapter will result in a well-written, easy-to-read, likable, factual, concise, and 
marketable resume. And a well-written resume will help you get selected for a promotion, increase 
your salary, and add to your retirement fund. All of the writing and editing effort will pay off! 


Most of us dort give ourselves enough credit in our resumes. Sometimes this is due to misplaced 
modesty. Sometimes it's because of the “I can’t take full credit for that because we do this work as a 
team” attitude. More often, though, it’s either a failure to recognize the significance of our perform- 
ance or an inability to articulate our performance in a way that sounds meaningful. 


Fortunately, writing a good resume can be manageable, simple, and even easy, if you follow a few 
guidelines. Although theres no substitute for experience, even a first-time resume writer can produce 
a perfectly fine resume. And the more you practice, the better you will become. 


‘To write a good resume, you have to be able to do three things: 


x Write well. Face it: you can't make a good resume out of poor sentences. You will learn how to 
write well by following the principles in this chapter. If you work at it, you can do it. 


xk Perceive your abilities and accomplishments clearly and objectively, neither diminished through 
false modesty nor exaggerated through undue pride. 


x Assemble the well-written and accurate description of your qualifications into a compact, 
focused package. 


Many people feel that their writing is not good. Even famous writers struggle with this feeling. And 
many people who need to put together a resume don’t do much writing and have had little practice. 
At the same time, however, most people are good at telling a story to a friend—perhaps a funny 
thing that happened at the market, or an interesting program they saw on television. This ability is 
all you need to write a good resume! Your resume is really just a story about you. 


First Principle: Use Plain Words 


The purpose of a resume is to impress the 
reviewer with your qualifications for the job. 
Many people think fancy writing is impressive. 
There are three problems with this. First, such 
writing is usually a turn-off. (Are you impressed 
by someone who uses a lot of flowery words? Or 
do you just think he or she is pompous?) Second, 
your resume should demonstrate how impressive 
YOU are—not your resume. Third, if you use 
boastful words incorrectly, not only do you fail to 
seem impressive; you seem downright dumb. 


Heres an example of some overblown writing: 


<J y> Part 2: Writing Your Federal Resume 


You start with good content. If you are a poor 
worker and have accomplished little, your 
resume will not be impressive. But the fact that 
you are reading this book means that you are 
dedicated to improving your situation, and that’s 
a sign of a good worker. If you have been read- 
ing and working with the chapters in Part II of 
this book, you have some good content by now. 
Now let's make it work for you. 


I have identified 10 principles of good writing. 
They are neither hard nor complicated to learn 
and follow, and they work. Apply them yourself 
and see! 


My current employment situation encompasses the deployment of a duly licensed motorized 


vehicular conveyance in furtherance of conducting various personnel via local service routes 
from their place of location to their intended destinations. 


This atrocious sentence means: “I drive a taxi.” 


Tip: Here's a simple way to test whether your resume contains any bad, overblown writ- 
ing. Read it aloud to a friend. Can you keep a straight face? Or are you embarrassed? 
Plain language is the single most important key to good resume writing. But if your 


resume does not pass the “straight face” test, how do you go about making it simple? 
You must look critically at every single word in your resume. Every word must pull its 
weight. You must mercilessly chop out every word that does not pack a punch. Use the 
fewest words possible to say the most. 


consists of just 10 short sentences. What is true 
of speeches is even more true of resumes. The 
last thing you need in your resume is a string of 
long sentences that take the reviewer a lot of 
time and effort to figure out. 


Ideally, a sentence conveys only one clear 
thought. It flows logically from the preceding 
sentence and leads into the next sentence. There 
is no magically prescribed length for a good sen- 
tence. Good writing generally alternates between 


Second Principle: Use Short 
Sentences 


Long sentences are confusing and boring. They 
do not belong in your resume. Short sentences 
crackle with excitement! Abraham Lincoln once 
made the statement, “If you need me to give a 
long speech, I am ready now. If you want me to 
give a short speech, it will take me some time to 


prepare.” No wonder the Gettysburg Address 
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If your sentences have grown too long, you can 
break them into smaller sentences. Each small 
sentence can convey one piece of the full 
thought. Dont put a “laundry list? of ideas into 
one sentence. Heres an example:

Third Principle: Do Not Use “I” 


There is no I in resume. Avoid writing your 
resume with the personal pronoun “1.” Resumes 
are a unique breed of writing in which sentence 
fragments are preferred, as long as their meaning 
is clear. Omit the first-person pronoun and most 
other pronouns and articles whenever possible. 
Doing so will keep all your descriptions from

Resumes simply cannot be colloquial, chatty, must know the audience. If you are applying for 
cute, clever, or otherwise casual—especially in a position in finance or other fields that demand 
the civilian DoD agency environment.

The complex, 
long, multiple-thought sentences won't impress 
readers if they can’t understand the meaning. 


Seventh Principle: Tell a Story 
or Describe a Project 


The best resumes flow with well-written, inter- 
esting prose—almost like a story. Many Federal 
employees are involved in major projects in their 
work. Their entire resumes can be composed of 
descriptions of projects. 


On a resume, you can tell a story this way: 
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flexibility in the direction of the casual might 
not hurt. The bottom line: Better to be too pro- 
fessional than too colloquial, no matter what the 
position is. 


No Technobabble 


Computer professionals are a good example of 
resume writers who typically write either too 
much or too little. Either way, it is a challenge for 
them to write a full, clear sentence that a non- 
technical person can understand. An Information 
Technology (IT) professional in today’s working 
world must be able to communicate verbally and 
in writing with customers who are struggling to 
use information technology systems efficiently. 


I met an IT entrepreneur on an airplane who 
told me that he never hires a computer person 
who does not include the word “customer? in 
his or her resume. In fact, he says he hires IT 
professionals for their ability to communicate

Eighth Principle: Tell the Truth 
and Don’t Exaggerate 


An attorney once served on a committee to 
assess the qualifications of applicants for an elite 
unit. Each applicant submitted a resume and a 
writing sample. As he was reading one of the 
writing samples, it struck him as being well writ- 
ten, but familiar. This is no surprise because it 


This story shows that you are hard-working and 
conscientious, punctual (even coming in one 
hour early), organized, and more—all of the 
qualities you wanted to convey. You can also use 
a special title for this position. The title sounds 
important and says exactly what you did. You 
can use such a title to good effect, even if the 
Office Manager never officially bestowed it, as 
long as it is true. Speaking of which.... 
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a knowledgeable person. Example: “My super- 
visor has praised me as being the most efficient 
office manager he has ever known.” Though sub- 
jective, the opinion of a supervisor is meaningful. 


Ninth Principle: Be Consistent 
with Verb Tenses 


‘The rule about tense in resumes is to use the 
present tense for all present responsibilities and 
skills and the past tense for all past responsibili- 
ties. Here are a few samples:

write” is the verb, but it is passive rather than 
active. Who is writing the sentence? We don’t 
know. The passive voice is vague and elusive 
because it raises a question (who is writing?) but 
does not supply an answer, which is annoying. 


Identifying passive sentences is sometimes con- 
fusing in resumes because the subject is often 
“I,” and is often omitted from the sentence; for 
example, I handled over 75 complex litigations. 
“TP is the subject and “handled” is the verb. 
Remember from the Third Principle earlier in 
this chapter that you should not use “T? in your 
descriptions. Therefore, the sentence is written 
like this: Handled over 75 complex litigations. All 
of the sentences here could start with “I,” but 
we have deleted “T” so that the sentences empha- 
size the action rather than the subject. 
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Tenth Principle: Avoid the 
Passive Voice 


Human resources professionals write vacancy 
announcements in the passive voice. Many civil- 
ians became accustomed to writing their SF- 
171s in the passive voice. Now, however, you 
should avoid doing so. Use the active voice 
whenever possible. This means that your sen- 
tence has a subject and a verb, and the subject is 
performing the action indicated by the verb. 


A sentence written in the passive voice has a 
subject and a verb, but the subject is not doing 
the action of the verb. Rather, the subject is hav- 
ing the action of the verb done to it by someone 
or something else; for example, The sentence is 
being written. “Sentence” is the subject. “To

Because your resume reflects who you are, you 
should feel comfortable with it. Can you speak 
it out loud without embarrassment?

CHAPTER 10 


The Magic of Page I: Focusing YOUN 
Resume Toward an Announcemenl, 
Promotion, or New Career 


WT job seekers ask me or my resume-writing staff whether they should have more than one 
resume, we always say, “Most likely you can have just one resume, as long as you focus it 
toward your career objective on page 1.” Because writing a resume takes many hours, it helps 
Federal job seekers to know that one good Federal resume is really the best approach. You can focus 
your resume toward your objective using the various special “focusing” sections illustrated in this 
chapter: 


x Profile statement (or Summary of Skills) 
x Critical Skills List 
x Accomplishments List 


You can write a new Profile or Summary of Skills in about one hour and then have time to work on 
writing your knowledge, skills, and abilities narratives (see chapter 14) and finding more vacancy 
announcements (see chapter 4). You place these focusing sections on page 1 of your resume—the most 
important “real estate” on the page. The busy human resources representative will look at the first page 
of your resume hoping to see some of the skills and keywords from the vacancy announcement. 


You can choose to write one or all three of these focusing sections. They are challenging to write, 
especially the Profile statement. If you are on a tight deadline and cannot take the time to write the 
focusing sections, they are not mandatory. You can come back and write these sections when you 
have time to focus your application and objectives. Even though you place these three sections on 
the first page of your resume, you write them last because they summarize your skills and experience 
in relation to the vacancy announcement. 


Later in this chapter you will see examples of Profile statements, Skills Summaries, and 
Accomplishments Lists. Pve also included a writing strategy for each focusing section. 


Overview of the Three Types of Focusing Sections 


Here is a brief description of each of the three focusing sections that I recommend for your resume. 
You can choose to use one or all of the focusing techniques. 
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statement to introduce the reader to the appli- 
cant’s qualifications and background. This sec- 
tion can save the human resources professional's 
time. Do you want the reader to be interested in 
you and keep reading your resume? Then you 
need a Profile statement on your resume. 


Here is an impressive Profile for a GS-5 
Accounting Aide who is emphasizing adminis- 
trative and professional support skills rather than 
accounting and clerical work. She wants to 
change her job series so that she can be promot- 


ed to a GS-7 position. 


Profile Statement 

The Profile statement is an abstract of your 
career. It addresses the interviewer’s inevitable 
statement, “Tell me about yourself.” The Federal 
resume format allows you to strengthen your 
application by summarizing your qualifications 
in an opening Profile statement, an option that 
the OF-612 did not give you. You can use this 
profile of your career to feature your experience 
and skills, as well as keywords directly from the 
vacancy announcement. Private-industry 
resumes almost always include a Profile 


Secretary/Administrative Assistant/Accounting Aide with seven years’ solid experience in Federal 
government offices. Experienced in Taxpayer Services, Quality Assurance, and Planning and 


Special Programs Departments. Able to effectively support 5 to 15 professionals with projects, 
word processing, correspondence, and schedule and telephone management. Completed 10 


months of professional secretarial training. 


The following is a Critical Skills list that sup- 
ports the Profile statement for the GS-5 
Accounting Aide that you saw in the preceding 
section. From this list, she looks very qualified 
for a GS-6 or -7 position as an administrative 
assistant or secretary. Because the candidate is 
determined to leave the accounting field, she has 
left out the basic accounting skills. 


Critical Skills List 


‘The Critical Skills list is easier to write than the 
Profile statement. This is a list of skills that you 
have that are also in the vacancy announcement. 
This simple list of skills should be easy to read. 
The Critical Skills section is especially useful for 
technical positions where certain skills are 
mandatory. Do you have specific expertise that 


is required for your desired position? Make a list 
and place it on page 1. 


Critical Administrative Skills: 


Providing programmatic and technical support. 

Producing accounting and budget reviews and reports. 

Utilizing computerized data management system for input, research, and updating. 
Tracking information to support programs. 

Monitoring and maintaining client files. 

Solving administrative and computer problems; researching discrepancies. 

Editing, formatting, and proofreading written documents in WordPerfect and Word. 
Coordinating prejects; monitoring deadlines. 

Handling multiple projects. 


Detail oriented, efficient, able to design administrative systems to improve location of 
information and accessibility. 


Word processing with WordPerfect 8.0, Windows, Lotus 1-2-3, keyboard 70 wpm.

Would 
you like this accomplishment to stand out? Do 
you want to impress someone with your abilities 
and experience in a particular area? Then you 
can write a three-to-five-line statement focusing 
on the results of your accomplishment. You can 
include between three and five statements before 
the list becomes too long. 


Here are two examples of accomplishments that 
could be featured on page 1 of the resume so 
that the resume will stand out: 
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Accomplishments List 
Accomplishments can be included in two places 
in your Federal resume. They can be included in 
your “Work Experience” section, as we discussed 
in chapter 8, or they can be featured at the top 
of your resume to emphasize significant accom- 
plishments.

Received Letters of Appreciation from my supervisor and the vendor 
for streamlining the process and meeting the acquisition and budget deadline. (Position: 
Procurement Specialist) 


Targeting Your Resume to 
Each Announcement 


You should target each announcement by chang- 
ing your Profile statement. It takes only about 
an hour or so to customize each Federal resume 
for each vacancy announcement. 


Reading, understanding, and valuing the infor- 
mation in the announcement are important 
when you are focusing your resume. Read and 
analyze the Duties and Responsibilities section 
of the announcement. Read between the lines, 
too! If you don’t understand the position 
description, go to the agency’s Web site and find 
out the agency’s functions and programs. Think 
about the agency’s and the hiring manager's 
needs. You are applying for this job—you will be 
the person who will perform this job. Whatever 
problems or special situations exist in this office, 
you will be person who will solve them. Chapter 
4 reviews how to analyze the announcement in 
more detail. 


Your resume accomplishments can be the same 
as your KSA accomplishments, except that your 
accomplishments will be longer and more 
detailed in your KSAs. As you are writing 
accomplishments, be aware that your resume’s 
Accomplishments section must be brief and 
written differently than the same examples in 
your KSAs. Chapter 14 on KSA writing gives 
examples of the narrative writing style of a KSA. 


The resume Accomplishment section should 
include the following for each accomplishment: 
x Description of the situation or project 
%x Result

a significant award or recognition that would be 
impressive.

You can 
use the focusing sections to do all this and more.

For instance, one Federal applicant would be 
qualified for and interested in the following 
positions: training director, educational special- 
ist, and human resources specialist. Each Profile 
would be slightly different, highlighting the spe- 
cific language of the announcement. It’s possible 
that one person can apply for jobs as Training 
Specialist, Webmaster, Human Resources 
Professional, and Writer-Editor. The Profile 
statement and Summary of Skills would certain- 
ly be different for each of these career objectives. 


Another example is the following Security 
Technician. Her job is being contracted out to 
private industry and she needs to change occu- 
pational series. Before taking her DoD job, she 
had extensive accounting and administrative 
experience. I have highlighted her accounting 
and administrative skills in this electronic DoD 
resume format. This skills-based resume was 
successful; a database query picked up 120 
accounting-related skills. You’ll learn more about 
electronic resume writing in chapter 12. 
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Highlighting Skills from Prior Jobs 
It’s easy to emphasize the skills from the second 
job on your resume by using the Profile state- 
ment and Summary of Skills. Using this more 
creative presentation, you can list the relevant 
skills on page 1. One Federal job seeker wanted 
to return to Contract Specialist work, which she 
performed for 10 years before her current job. In 
her Profile statement she featured her contract- 
ing skills rather than her accounting skills so 
that she could be deemed “best qualified” for 


jobs in her former series.

Y7 will need to package your Federal resume in two ways: as a “paper” Federal resume and as an 
electronic resume. Each resume type has a distinctive look. Paper resumes are formatted with 
embellishments such as bold type, bullets, indentations, and borders. Electronic resumes, which are 
covered in more detail in chapter 12, are flush left and ragged right with no bold type or bullets. 
Both of your resume versions need to be readable and impressive. With all of the competition and 
the piles of Federal resumes human resources professionals receive, your resume needs to look good 
to stand out. 


So get ready to make your Federal resume package look like a million dollars! Now that you have 
written your Personal and Job Information (chapter 3), Education and Training (chapter 6), Other 
Qualifications (chapter 7), Work Experience (chapter 8), and focusing sections (chapter 10) and 


learned how to word them clearly (chapter 9), you need to put it all together and make it look great. 


This chapter gives you suggestions for organizing your resume sections and designing your resume 
for maximum effect. 


There is always a debate about what is more important in a resume—content or presentation. For 
government jobs, the content has to be more important. But if the content is excellent and the pres- 
entation is terrible (as it was on the old SF-171 application), the package might not be successful. 
The presentation of your total document is what impresses your audience and sells your skills. 


Be sure to refer to the samples in the appendix. You can follow them as a formatting guideline for 
your own Federal resume. There are samples of both paper Federal resumes and electronic resumes. 


Organizing Your Resume Sections 


Federal resumes are chronological resumes, with the most recent information listed first in all 
sections. Here are two suggestions for the order in which to present your resume sections: 


Resume organization for technical applicants, where the emphasis is on licenses, certifications, 
and educational training: 

x Personal and Job Information 

x Profile 

x Critical Skills and/or Accomplishments

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page 1. If your education is not recent and your 
experience is more impressive and relevant, put 
the Experience section first. You will have to 
look at the two sections and your job objective 
to decide which section you will list first. 


Formatting Your Federal 
Resume 


An attractive yet readable resume is an impor- 
tant part of your Federal job search. The fol- 
lowing sections outline the main points to 
consider as you design and format your resume. 


Type Font and Size 

The most popular resume type fonts are Times 
New Roman and Arial. However, if you have 
access to or prefer another type font (such as 
Bookman, Souvenir, or Century Gothic), you 
can use it to make your resume distinctive. You 
should create your entire package in the same 


type font.

Justified Versus Flush-Left Text 
Whether to format your text as justified or 
flush-left is a matter of personal preference. 
Justified means that the text is even on both the 
right and left sides. Flush left means that the 
text is flush on the left side and uneven on 

the right. Here are the pros and cons of each: 


x Justified text is neat in appearance but can 
leave large white spaces between words if 
you are not using hyphenations. 

x Flush-left text does not have the large 
white spaces between words, but you will 
not have the neat appearance of justified 


paragraphs. 


Here is an example of justified text: 


Also be careful that one, two, or three lines don’t 
hang over to the next page from the preceding 
paragraph. There are many things you can do to 
the resume to edit one or two lines: 


x Check for and fix widows. 


x Delete white spaces (but be consistent 
throughout the resume). 


x Consolidate two lines if they can be 
combined. 


x Change the page margins to expand the 
line length. (If you have the right and left 
margins set to 1.25 inches, change them 
to 1 inch.)

The best resume paper is a 20- or 24-pound- 
weight paper. Use a good-quality paper that is 
100 percent recycled or 25 percent cotton bond. 
A light ivory or bright white makes the best 
presentation. Grays, blues, and speckled sheets 
will not fax, scan, or copy well. The color names 
to look for include Colonial White, Ivory, White 


Wove, and many others. 


The best styles of paper are called linen, wove, 
laid, and so on. Linen has a nice linen-textured 
effect. Wove is usually very flat and type prints 
very clearly on it. A laid finish has lines in it that 
create a unique look. You can examine each style 
and decide which you like the best. 


Use envelopes measuring 9 xX 12 inches so that 
you dort have to fold the contents. Any color 
of envelope will work. It is not necessary to pur- 
chase colorful envelopes. They will not be seen 
by any decision maker. Important: Type or 
neatly print the vacancy announcement at the 
bottom-left corner of the envelope so that your 
application can be routed properly.

Read the resume for context line by line with 

a ruler to review the spelling of your name, 
addresses, ZIP codes, telephone numbers, proper 
names, and supervisor's name; and to find inap- 
propriate words and inconsistencies with gram- 
mar and punctuation. 


If you are not a good proofreader or editor, find 
a person who can do this for you. Even if you 
are a good proofreader, it is helpful and valuable 
if someone else can read the resume, too. Finish 
your package a day ahead of your mailing dead- 
line so that someone else can read it and you can 
still make corrections.

overnment agencies used to receive stacks and stacks of thick paper applications every day that 

had to be stored in physical file cabinets. Today, Federal human resources professionals are 
reviewing resumes and searching for best-qualified candidates in databases at their computers. The 
resumes are printed for the selecting officials to review actual paper versions for interview and hiring 
decisions. 


More than 70 percent of all Federal vacancy announcements request applicants to submit an elec- 
tronic resume format through an online resume builder. This chapter will help you write an effec- 
tive electronic resume that you can submit online into a database instead of mailing it to the human 
resources office. 


In general, an outstanding resume has always been synonymous with a good resume design that is 
visually appealing and beautiful. With electronic resumes, you have little control over the presenta- 
tion or look of the resume because you will copy and paste your resume text from your file into an 
online resume builder or template. 


The final resume output (which a human selecting official will eventually read) will be in a strictly 
text format (flush left, ragged right), or in a format designed by the automated HR system. You 
won't be able to impress personnel or the selecting official with a beautiful resume presentation with 
varying type fonts, indentations, bullets, shading, or other stylizing of presentation. So, with elec- 
tronic resume submission, the actual words, skills, and organization of information are critical for a 
successful electronic resume. This is true of both government and private-industry electronic resume 
applications. 


The words and writing in an electronic resume are the only way you can present your career experi- 
ence to the hiring official. This creates a more level playing field because a person cannot be per- 
suaded with presentation—only writing style, experience, and skills. Writing is difficult for most 
people, so the electronic resume is more difficult to write successfully. 


In this chapter, you will learn how to write and format an easy-to-read electronic resume without 
special formatting and stylized type, but with the right skills, impressive content, and accomplish- 
ments. You will also learn how computers process resumes, which Federal agencies are using com- 
puters to process resumes, and the differences between a resume builder and an online form for 
submitting your resume.

Ten Steps for Preparing and 
Writing a Successful Electronic 
Resume 


It takes research for keywords, concise writing, 
impressive accomplishments, and the right 
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As you can see, the paper Federal resume offers 
the greatest opportunity for the applicant to 
make a personal statement because of format 
and length flexibilities. However, applicants 
must recognize the reality that the trend is clear- 
ly toward requiring electronic submissions in as 
many cases as possible, as HR offices continue 
to seek ways to improve the accuracy and effi- 
ciency of these systems. In order to remain 
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x For resume builders, you can present some 
information in paragraph format if neces- 
sary to meet character length limits (for 
example, awards, training, and so on). 
However, you can also list entries in a “left- 
justified” format with a carriage return 
between lines. 


x List all multiple entries in reverse- 
chronological order for consistency: work 
experience, education, training, licenses and 
certificates, awards, honors, recognitions, 
publications, military service, and other 
information. However, if your early experi- 
ence is more relevant to your current career 
objective, you can list information in 
straight chronology (earliest entry first). 


2. Include Your Most Relevant 


Work Experiences 

Concentrate on your most recent and relevant 
work experiences that have occurred in the past 
10 years. The exception to this is if you have 
experience that is particularly relevant to the tar- 
get position that occurred prior to that (such as 
earlier supervisory experience when lately you 
have occupied a nonsupervisory senior specialist 
position). 


In some cases, you might find it appropriate to 
combine related work experiences, particularly if 
there has been an agency reorganization, you 
transferred with the function, and the responsi- 
bilities of your job are substantially the same. In 
such a case, you would list the current or most 
recent organizational information for prior work 
experiences. 


Similarly, if you performed similar positions at 
different grade levels, you can combine the posi- 
tions into one job description. 


Learn how 
to write the best possible electronic resume by 
following these steps. 


1. Use the Proper Format for an 


Electronic Resume 

Read the announcement instructions of the 
agency's job kit if there is one available. In most 
cases, however, you can follow these general 
guidelines: 


x Use a minimum margin of one inch on all 
sides of your printed resume. 


x Use any font at 10 or 12 points. You will 
copy and paste the text into the online 
form, so the type style will become text 
when it goes into the database. 


x Use CAPITAL LETTERS for section head- 


ings and major functional skill areas. 


x Do not use any of the following highlight- 
ing features: vertical or horizontal lines; 
graphics; boxes; two-column format; or 
fancy treatments such as italics, underlin- 
ing, shadows, or bullets. 


x Avoid acronyms or abbreviations. Use only 
acronyms that are well established and 
commonly understood. If you use an 
acronym, spell it out completely the first 
time. Because you should avoid parentheses 
in most resume builders, you can “set off” 
the acronym with commas or hyphens (for 
example, “the Americans with Disabilities 
Act, ADA, was enacted...”). 


x Unless otherwise required by a job kit, list 
dates using the format mm-yyyy. 


x Avoid symbols and certain punctuation 
marks such as *, #, %, &, /, <, >, and ^. 

x Use white space and line breaks between 
sections or topics. For eventual readability 
by the human eye, keep paragraphs to a 
limit of eight lines. 
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3. Remember That You Have Two (Maybe Three) Readers: The Computer

Consider this brief example from the resume of 
an IT specialist that follows the CCAR formula. 
You do not need to use the words “context, chal- 
lenge, and results” in the example. But you 
should keep the word results. 


9. Write About Accomplishments 


and Special Projects 

The way your resume can stand out from a 
stack on the selecting official's desk is to include 
accomplishments. Your accomplishments, proj- 
ects, and results will help the hiring official select 
your resume for an interview or job offer. If the 
manager sees that you have accomplished 
impressive things in your last job, he or she 

will envision your quality performance in the 
organization. You can use the word “ACCOM- 
PLISHMENTS” in the Work Experience 
write-ups and lead the reader's eye to your best 
stories. 


For the most effective presentation of an accom- 
plishment or special project, consider following 


the CCAR format: 


ACCOMPLISHMENT: [Context] Installed and tested Computer Aided Dispatching on Windows 
2000 utilized by 200 users in 12 police and fire departments throughout the U.S. [Challenge] 


CAD initially failed to run properly. [Action] Successfully identified and solved operating prob- 
lems. RESULTS: Debugged and fixed over 300 bugs for CAD systems with high and low priori- 
ties to support important emergency management dispatch services in the State of Maryland. 


Another good source for ideas of accomplish- 
ments and special projects is in the justification 
for a performance award. These frequently are 
concisely written—usually 25 words or less— 
and can be the basis for a powerful entry on the 
resume. 


Many applicants sell themselves short in this 
area, perhaps thinking “I was just doing my 
job.” However, you might be doing some 
remarkable things that make a difference. You 
can review your past performance reviews, CUS- 
tomer satisfaction letters, and e-mails concerning 
projects and special work efforts. 
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complete flexibility on organization of resume 
sections. 


The Bottom Line: Read the 
Directions Carefully 


There are two resume formats for Federal appli- 
cations: the “paper” Federal resume and the elec- 
tronic resume for online submissions. Read the 
vacancy announcement directions carefully. 


At the writing of this book, there are multiple 
resume builders and online forms available for 
submitting resumes to Federal agencies for jobs. 
You will read in chapter 13, “Applying for a 
Federal Job,” about the online resume systems 
that the Office of Personnel Management and 
Federal agencies use. At some point in the future, 
all agencies could be using only one resume 
builder—the one at www.usajobs.opm.gov. 
“Recruitment One Stop” is a planned electronic 
initiative that will make it easier to apply for 


Federal jobs. 


For an up-to-date report on Recruitment One 
Stop (ROS), visit www.resume-place.com/ 
USABJOBS.ROS for the latest information on 
applying for Federal jobs online. 


Finally, you should note any special assignments 
in the Work Experience section. These can be 
the result of a temporary detail to different 
duties, or if you assumed additional duties dur- 
ing a period of short staffing until the vacancy 
could be filled. A formal detail that was docu- 
mented, particularly if it involved a promotion 
to a higher-level position, could appear as a sep- 
arate work experience. Additional duties for a 
short duration due to “doubling” an assignment 
could be captured as a “special assignment” para- 
graph in the corresponding Work Experience 
section. 


10. Follow Job Kit Instructions 


Because the application and resume-building 
instructions are different for each agency, it is 
important to follow vacancy announcement or 
job kit instructions. For example, the Army 
allows 2,000 characters for each job description 
and three pages total for your resume, plus the 
additional Supplemental Data Sheet. The Navy 
allows 6,000 characters per work experience 
block and five pages. You may not include any 
more than six work experiences for any DoD 
Resume Builder. The QuickHire online submis- 
sion provides space for 16,000 characters with

CHAPTER 13 


Applying or a Federal Job 


NT that your Federal and electronic resumes are drafted (with great effort), you are ready to 
apply for many Federal jobs. The approach that most determined Federal job seekers take to 
the Federal job application process is to apply to many positions—not just one or two, but more 
like 20 to 30 positions. Because the application review process is fairly long, it is better to submit 
your application to many agencies and databases, and basically “play the numbers.” 


You've already been reading vacancy announcements, so you know that the How to Apply instruc- 
tions are different for each announcement. Now that you are ready to start applying for the jobs, it’s 
time to learn how all of the agencies are receiving resumes, as well as a few details about the selec- 
tion process. 


When you get to the How to Apply section of the vacancy announcements, you will see brand 
names of automated human resources systems such as QuickHire, Resumix, Avue, PeopleSoft, 
COOL, and EZ-Hire. You will be curious about how these different systems will handle the appli- 
cation process and resume submission. Youll also see that some agencies and announcements are 
still asking for paper Federal resumes and Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities statements to be mailed 
or faxed. This chapter reviews the various methods of submitting your resume to Federal agencies so 
that you can apply correctly. 


USAJOBS and Recruitment One-Stop—The Near Future 


Before reviewing the various agency HR automated systems, however, heres big news about 
improvement in the future of Federal application processes through www.usajobs.opm.gov, the offi- 
cial Office of Personnel Management Jobs Web site. In the near future, applying for Federal jobs 
will be much easier and less time-consuming. 


An outside vendor has been contracted to design and manage an improved USAJOBS Web site 
with better search capabilities and nicer-looking and shorter vacancy announcements. The Office of 
Personnel Management's Recruitment One-Stop e-Gov initiative is a collaborative effort among the 
outside vendor, Office of Personnel Management (OPM), and Federal agencies to design an 
improved USAJOBS Web site to simplify Federal job search and application systems. 


Current features of this site include the following: 


x One portal advertising thousands of Federal government job opportunities across the nation 
and around the world. 

x One job search engine that allows you to search for jobs by job family, job location, salary, or 
level of experience. 
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personnel announcement instructions state that 
they prefer electronic submissions. Occasionally, 
a Resumix announcement requests a paper sub- 
mission with Federal resume and KSAs for a 
special job announcement. 


Federal agencies have quickly jumped on the 
bandwagon, recognizing that automation could 
offer significant efficiencies to this labor- 
intensive process. Many have opted for the 
QuickHire system. A recent statistic developed 
by Monster Government Solutions states that 67 
percent of Federal vacancy announcements and 
instructions are QuickHire customers. 


Most of the automated resume-collection sys- 
tems will not accept SF-171s or OF-612s. The 
www.usajobs.opm.gov announcements state that 
you can submit any application format, but a 
resume is preferred because the content will have 
to be manually input into the database by 
administrative staff. This could be a problem 
with tight announcement deadlines. Technically, 
the government has a policy that any of those 
formats should be acceptable; but if the agency 
is an automated agency, it can request only elec- 
tronic resumes. 


Some agencies are still requesting and accepting 
paper applications, which include a Federal 
resume and Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities 
statements, but the paper application agencies 
are becoming fewer. However, the “paper” 
Federal resume with formatting will still be an 
important resume format for job seekers for 
interviews, faxing, networking, mailing, and 
other people-related job search activities.

In the future, job seekers looking for a job with 
the Federal government can look forward to the 
following key features on the Recruitment One- 

Stop site: 


x One method of applying for positions that 
provides immediate feedback on basic 
eligibility. 

x One site to build and store an online 
resume (for multiple agency submissions). 


x One place to check on the status of your 
application. 


x Seamless movement of job applicants’ 
resumes from USAJOBS to the agency 
databases and assessment systems. Your 
resume will be forwarded to all (or most) 
of the agencies that are of interest to you. 
When your resume arrives at the selected 
agency, the agency's selected automated 
human resources systems (QuickHire, 
Resumix, Avue, PeopleSoft, or other pro- 
prietary systems) will manage the resume 
selection and database processes. 


The Present Situation: Several 
Different Automated HR 
Systems Manage Resumes for 
Federal Agencies 


The Defense Department’s Civilian Personnel 
Offices for Army, Navy, Marines, and Air Force 
(home to half of the Federal government's civil- 
ian employees) started using an automated 
human resources management system called 
Resumix to manage resumes in 1997. They have 
made significant strides in simplifying and cen- 
tralizing their processes and achieving unifor- 
mıity. The vast majority of these civilian

When managers are looking to fill a position, 
the USA Staffing HR recruiters post an 
announcement, receive the resume through the 
Resume Builder, review your answers to the 
online questionnaire, receive your faxed or 
mailed supplemental information (transcripts, 
performance reviews, DD-214s), and review and 
select the best-qualified candidates for the 
agency customer. A “certified list? of candidates 
is sent along with the applicants’ resumes to the 
agency hiring manager for interviewing and hir- 
ing decisions. 


QuickHire 

Many agencies use QuickHire. To apply for a 
QuickHire announcement, here's what you have 
to do: 


1. On the “Personal Profile” page: 


Copy and paste your resume. Scroll down 
to the online template or field where you 
can copy and paste your entire resume in 
one block. 


How Automated Human 
Resources Systems Manage 
Resumes 


As stated in the preceding section, the Office of 
Personnel Management, Federal departments, 
and civilian agencies have chosen different auto- 
mated human resources systems for receiving, 
storing, and rating resumes. Be ready to apply a 
variety of ways as you study the instructions 
under How to Apply in the vacancy announce- 
ment. This section discusses four major auto- 
mated and nonautomated resume application 
systems: the USAJOBS, QuickHire, Resumix, 
and paper Federal resume and KSA narratives 
application processes. 


USAJOBS 

The Office of Personnel Management provides a 
recruitment, selection, and resume review service 
for some Federal agencies that are customers. To 
apply for an Office of Personnel Manage-ment, 
USA Staffing announcement, here’s what you 
have to do: 


1. Fill out the Occupational Questionnaire. 


Complete answers to the Occupational 
Questionnaire or Form C. 

Answer up to 151 multiple-choice, yes-or- 
no, and essay questions about your skills 
and qualifications. 


Note: It takes just a minute or two to copy and paste your entire electronic resume into 


one field. 


The resume will determine whether you are 
qualified for the job, but the questions are 
important to determine your ability to per- 
form the job. You will need to make sure 
your resume reflects the skills covered in 
the questions. 
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2. On the “Application Questions” page(s): 
You will respond to 15 to 50 application 
questions with multiple-choice, yes-or-no, 
and narrative examples in some cases. The 
questions are similar to interview questions 
and help the human resources and selecting 
officials “rate and rank” your application. 
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Builder (this is the preferred submission 


method). 


You can also submit your resume to the 
database by e-mail or regular mail. Follow 
the announcement directions for regular 
mail submission. 


2. Fill out the Supplemental Data Sheet: 


You will answer personal profile informa- 
tion in the supplemental data section 
(located at the beginning or end of the 
Resume Builder). The supplemental ques- 
tions (up to 20 questions) involve selection 
of particular occupational series (possibly 
two or three series), grades and geographic 
locations, military status, and past Federal 
positions. 


Be sure that your information matches the 
series requirements. 


3. For particular occupational series or special- 
ized jobs, you will need to “self nominate.” 


When managers are looking to fill a position, 
the HR recruiters perform a database query in 
the specific occupational series database. The 
system then ranks applicants based on how well 
their resumes match the manager's requirements. 
The more matches (or “hits”) a manager’s search 
makes with your resume, the higher you appear 
on the manager's list. If you've written your elec- 
tronic resume following chapter 12s instruc- 
tions, you will have a better chance of coming 
up at the top of the manager’s search results. 


You can find a more detailed explanation of the 
Resumix system in the Electronic Federal Resume 
Guidebook, by Kathryn Kraemer Iroutman. 


Paper Federal Resume and KSA 
Applications 

Some Federal agencies are still accepting only 
paper applications, which usually involve a 
Federal resume that is formatted for human 
review, as well as Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities 
statements. 


When managers are looking to fill a position, 
the QuickHire HR recruiters post a vacancy 
announcement and write a list of applicant ques- 
tions. The HR professionals find the resumes 
that are submitted for this announcement and 
review the answers to the applicant questions. 
The HR staff develops a “certified list” of best- 
qualified candidates to forward to the selecting 
official for interviewing and hiring considera- 
tions. They send print copies of your electronic 
resume along with the “cert.” 


You can easily edit and update your resume in 
the QuickHire systems so that the resume 
reflects the duties in each announcement and 
the questions in the online application. 


At this point, you will need to copy and paste 
your resume into each agency’s database for 
consideration for that agency's jobs. QuickHire 
services approximately 60 Federal agencies at 
this point. 


The QuickHire application management system 
is zot a “keyword system” as is Resumix (see the 
next section). In QuickHire, your resume is sim- 
ply stored in a database and retrieved by appli- 
cant name, target job announcement, and other 
data rather than by keywords and skills. 


Resumix 

The Department of Defense agencies are using 
the Resumix automated human resources 
staffing system, which is now owned by HotJobs 
and Yahoo!. The Resumix system is used by 
Disney, MCI, other corporations, and munici- 
palities to manage and retrieve resumes in data- 
bases. The Resumix system is a “keyword/skill? 
system where the HR recruiter searches for the 
best-qualified candidates with a short list of key- 
words and skills that are identified by managers. 


Here's how to submit your resume with Resumix: 


1. Use the Resume Builder: 


First you submit your resume by copying 
and pasting your text into the Resume 
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x Your KSA narratives 
x Your most recent supervisory evaluation 


x Iranscripts, DD-214, and other informa- 
tion that might be requested in the 
announcement 


‘To submit your package, mail the package flat 
in a 10 x 13 envelope. Write the vacancy 
announcement number and job title on the 
front of the envelope. Be sure to send the pack- 
age with a return receipt so that you can track 
the acceptance of the package. 


‘These vacancy announcements give you a street 
address, mailing address, fax, and sometimes 
e-mail address so that you can send the package 
by e-mail. Carefully read the announcement 
instructions on how to apply. The closing date 
can mean the package must be postmarked by 
the closing date, or the instructions might state 
that the package has to be at the office by close 
of business on the closing date. 


The paper application package is usually com- 
prised of the following: 


%*x A cover letter 


x Your Federal resume 


Note: Fewer and fewer agencies are accepting paper applications. 


Database-Building/Open- 
Inventory/Open-Continuous 
Announcements 

These announcements work like large resume- 
collection job sites. These announcements are 
posted so that you can submit your resume to a 
specific occupational series announcement and 
database. For instance, for the Navy Northeast 
Region (www.donhr.navy.mil), the Engineer, 
Interdisciplinary vacancy announcement is open 
for the following job series: 0801, 0806, 0819, 
0830, 0850, 0854, 0855, 0893, 1310, and 0894 
for the following locations: Vacancies at Naval 
Surface Warfare Center, Carderock Division, 
Philadelphia, PA; Bath, ME; Arlington, VA; and 
Washington, DC. 


‘The Human Resources Service Center— 
Northeast (HRSC-NE) is soliciting resumes to 
fill current and/or future vacancies in this occu- 
pational series. Resumes accepted will receive 
consideration as vacancies occur within geo- 
graphical areas identified by applicants on the 
Additional Data Sheet (ADS) form available on 
the Resume Builder. 
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When managers are looking to fill a position 
with paper applications to review, the HR 
recruiters will review the Federal resume first to 
determine whether you are basically qualified for 
the job based on education and generalized 
and/or specialized experience. If you are quali- 
fied, they will read your Knowledge, Skills, and 
Abilities statements. The KSAs are rated and 
ranked based on a personnel standard. The 
scores are reviewed and the highest-scoring/best- 
qualified candidates are forwarded to the select- 
ing official or hiring panel. You will receive 
excellent scores if you write KSAs based on the 
instructions in chapter 14. 


Two Typical Kinds of Vacancy 
Announcements—Open 
Inventory Announcements and 
Current Job Announcements 


With different automated resume systems, the 
vacancy announcement instructions also are dif- 
ferent. There are basically two different kinds of 
announcements: Open inventory announce- 
ments and current job announcements. 
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Specific Job Openings 

Many people think of these as “real job open- 
ings.” Many agencies post specific vacancy 
announcements written for particular positions. 
These announcements have a closing date that is 
one to three weeks in the future. A job applicant 
applies to each position as it is posted and follows 
the application directions in the announcement. 
The application instructions vary for each agency, 
depending on their automated HR processes. 


Summary 


At this writing, there are multiple resume 
builders, online forms, databases, and other 
methods of applying for Federal jobs. Read the 
How to Apply directions in the vacancy 
announcement. Read any job kit, if one is avail- 
able at the agency's Web site, for more instruc- 
tions. When you are familiar with the various 
automated systems, you will be able to apply for 
many positions correctly and successfully. 
Initially, there is a learning curve to becoming 
familiar with the application systems. 


At some point in the future, you might be able to 
submit one resume through the resume builder 
found at www.usajobs.opm.gov and apply for all 
Federal jobs through that site. For an up-to-date 
report on the Recruitment One Stop (ROS) 
initiative, you can visit www.resume-place.com/ 
USABJOBS.ROS for the latest information on 
applying for Federal jobs online. 


HR personnel are building an “inventory” of 
candidate resumes for future searches when posi- 
tions are open. Federal job seekers sometimes 
think that these are not “real” job announce- 
ments where people can really be hired, but they 
are real. HR recruiters search these databases 
everyday on behalf of managers who are looking 
for qualified candidates. 


Open-inventory or database-building vacancy 
announcements can save HR departments sig- 
nificant time and costs by avoiding the expense 
and time lag associated with advertising an 
opening. These vacancy announcements could 
have a closing date of 2099 or some other 
far-off date. If you are a serious job candidate, 
you should submit your resume to a database- 
building announcement so that your resume 
will be waiting when a search is performed. 


If you see a specific new job with a closing 
date, you would follow a two-step process. For 
step one, your resume must be in the database. 
If you submitted it previously for an Open 
Continuous announcement, step two will be to 
self-nominate for the position. For most 
announcements, you will scroll to the bottom 
of the page and then click on “Application 
Express” or “Self-Nominate.” A short form will 
appear and you can just fill in basic information 
about the announcement. That's it. You have 
applied for the job! You will receive an e-mail 
back stating that the database has received your 
self-nomination. 
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CHAPTER 14 


Boosting Your Employment CManCes 
wilh (real KAS 


he best part of putting together a Federal resume is doing your KSAs! Most people dread even 

the thought of having to write four to six one-page essays, but the truth is that this is the part 
of the Federal application process that gives you a really unique opportunity to reach out in a per- 
sonal way to your “interviewer.” Think of the KSAs as being your first interview; only in this case, 
you aren't put on the spot and required to answer the questions without preparation. You actually 
get to think them through thoroughly and in advance. For this “interview,” you can entirely avoid 
the regret of “I wish I had thought about telling them that!” 


What Is a KSA? 


KSA stands for Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities. KSA statements form the second part of most appli- 
cations for a Federal job or promotion. In the resume, you tell about your specific job history and 
skills and how they relate to the position you are seeking. In the KSAs, you tell why you can do the 
job! In devising which KSA statements it asks for, the government takes the time to analyze each 
position and pull out the essential elements needed to succeed in the job. In most cases, they are 
not the straightforward and obvious skills, such as “Can you program in C?”, “What are your com- 
puter skills?”, or “Can you put together a project plan?” The KSAs usually touch on the more 
intangible, complex abilities that the position requires. They require you to answer questions such 
as “Can you get disparate groups of people to work together?”, “Can you handle multitasking?”, 
“Can you thrive in a stressful environment?”, or “Can you solve complicated, multifaceted prob- 
lems?” Good interviewers know that past performance is the best indicator of future behavior. The 
KSAs are your opportunity to show that you have what it takes to succeed in the job! 


You might have heard rumors about KSAs: what they are, how human resources people “grade” 
them, and how to write them. In this chapter, Tll give you the real heads-up on KSAs; show you 
how to identify requests for KSA statements in job vacancy announcements; explain how to write 
KSA statements with basic rules, helpful tips, and examples; and show you how to format your 
KSAs. Remember that an excellent set of KSAs puts you in the final heat of the job race. No KSAs, 
or poorly written KSA statements, mean you won't even be on the starting block! 
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The Office of Personnel 
Management's (OPM's) Definition 
of Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities 
Here's how the government defines knowledge, 
skills, and abilities: 


x Knowledge. An organized body of infor- 
mation, usually of a factual or procedural 
nature, which, if applied, makes adequate 
performance on the job possible. 


x Skills. The proficient manual, verbal, or 
mental manipulation of data, people, 
or things. Observable, quantifiable, and 
measurable. 


x Abilities. The power to perform an activity 
at the present time. Implied is a lack of dis- 
cernible barriers, either physical or mental, 
to performing the activity. 


Sometimes announcements request KSAOs, 
which means “Other” Personal Characteristics. 
According to the government, the O stands for a 
special, specific personality factor or aptitude, or 
a physical or mental trait needed to do the work, 
which appears either in addition to, or to a 
greater extent than, what is generally expected of 
all employees in all jobs. 


How Agencies Grade KSAs 

Federal personnel staffing specialists have a “rat- 
ing and ranking” system for each KSA state- 
ment, called a crediting plan. The crediting plans 
vary from job opening to job opening and are 
used by the reviewer as an objective tool to rate 
your submission. Your statements will be rated 
from “Superior” to “Not Acceptable.” By writing 
your statements with sufficient detail so that the 
reviewer can determine the level of your knowl- 
edge, skill, or ability, plus using an effective pres- 
entation, you can convince the hiring staff to 
rank you as “Superior.” Here is an example of 
what a crediting plan might look like for a GS-7 
secretary position. The points can range from 5 
to 25, depending on the importance of the 


desired skill. 


An In-Depth Look at KSAs 


KSAs are supplemental statements to your appli- 
cation that give specific examples of paid and 
nonpaid work experience, education, training, 
awards, and honors that support each major 
work area of an announced position. There 

are usually four to six KSAs listed in each 
announcement. KSAs are written in the first 
person (J did this and that), and are typically 
one-half to one full page each. In one sense, the 
KSAs are a selection tool, and often an elimina- 
tion tool. KSAs are initially graded, or “rated,” 
by first-level personnel reviewers. You have to 
pass this first level for your application to go on 
to the hiring panel or hiring manager. 


You can also think of your KSAs as a writing 
test. They require you to interpret the details of 
the announcement, research the agency’s mission 
and purpose, organize and relate your experience 
to the special needs of the hiring organization, 
follow directions closely, and apply good com- 
puter and writing skills to develop a document 
that clearly articulates your job knowledge, 
skills, and abilities. 


As it is for any author, your goal is to engage 
your reader. The successful KSA not only pres- 
ents a good account of how your experience 
closely matches what the hiring agency is look- 
ing for; it also tells a “good story.” Put yourself 
for a moment in the rater’s shoes, with possibly 
hundreds of applications to evaluate. After read- 
ing KSA after KSA comprised of laundry lists of 
“I did this” and “T did that,” how refreshing to 
happen upon one that tells an interesting, 
maybe even thought-provoking tale. Would your 
reaction be to slow down for just a minute, 
wonder about the individual who is telling the 
story, maybe even think about following up to 
learn more about this person? That is exactly 
what you are hoping for. The reader should 
enjoy reading your KSAs. A good set of KSAs 
sets you apart from your competition and show- 
cases the unique qualities you bring to any job. 
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„ Ability to maintain and plan schedules, respond to changes in scheduling in order to

„ Skill in utilizing word-processing programs and other automated programs in order to pre-

to three to five elements; factors; or knowledge, 
skills, and abilities statements. 


Each announcement will be different in content, 
instruction, detail, format, and font type. Look 
carefully for any KSA requirements. Look partic- 
ularly at any length restrictions, format require- 
ments, or other instructions detailing how you 
should present this information. Even if the 
announcement indicates that the KSAs are 
optional, you should consider them mandatory. 


Federal Job Announcement 


Examples with KSA Requirements 
Here are parts of three Federal job announce- 
ments that give requirements for KSA state- 
ments. I have placed footnotes in each 
announcement where I want you to notice par- 
ticular instructions and information. Analyzing 
the instructions and responding correctly can 
make a difference in your candidacy for the 
position.

Because the crediting plans are a personnel tool, 
they are not public information. So you proba- 
bly won't know which KSAs the hiring managers 
consider to be the most important. Just remem- 
ber when you're writing the KSAs that you are 
being graded and that you want to achieve maxi- 
mum points for each KSA. 


A KSA by Any Other Name Is Still 


the Same 

Deep in the text of the dense Federal vacancy 
announcement, you will find instructions for 
writing additional statements that will further 


describe your ability to perform the job. You 
already know what they're called: KSAs. 


Agencies don’t always call these statements 
“Knowledge, Skills, and Abilities.” Sometimes 
agencies refer to them as “Quality Ranking 
Factors,” “Narrative Factors,” “Supplemental 
Statements,” and so on. Announcements might 
ask for a separate sheet of paper with a response

For each of the criteria listed below, describe specifically and accurately the relevance of each of 
the following: experience, training, education, and awards. 


You should include specific tasks performed,* the dates you performed them, and where you 
were working at the time. 


Knowledge of FSA farm programs and operations. 

Knowledge of the FSA county office workload and work measurement system. 
Ability to analyze and interpret written material. 

Ability to communicate in writing. 

Ability to communicate orally. 


Notes: There are no special forms for these statements. They may be submitted on plain paper 
with your name and the announcement number at the top. Candidates who do not submit the 
supplemental statement will not be considered. 


Supplement on plain paper, in narrative format, information that concisely addresses each of the 
knowledge, skills, and abilities listed under Ranking Factors. Include work experience, education, 
and training that clearly demonstrates how well you possess each element.

A significant part of my day 
involves greeting office visitors either in person or on the phone. Although most callers present 
matter-of-fact queries, | have also been in the position to handle difficult situations and upset indi- 
viduals. | have learned that many tense situations in the office can be defused by imagining 
myself on the side of the irritated party.

Challenge: What was the specific task you 
had to resolve? What obstacles did you 
have to overcome?

In other cases, you might 
have received an award or at least a per- 
sonal thank-you from your supervisor or 
another party. You might even be able to 
use an example in which the resolution was 
not ideal, but in which you made the best 
decision in a difficult scenario and at least 
mitigated the outcome. 
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What's different in this example? First of all, it 
includes details—what your job is, what class 
you taught, and the details of a problem or two 
that you had to deal with. It still lists essentially 
the same elements as the first example but por- 
trays you as an individual. It also recognizes that 
the workplace does present problems and that 
you are up to solving them! Best of all, it pro- 
vides some insight into the type of person you 
are—what you think, how you handle chal- 
lenges, and how you deal with other people. 
This is exactly what the hiring manager is look- 
ing for. 


The first example is too short and generic, but 
this second example could work as a KSA state- 
ment. Now let's study the CCAR formula and 
expand this KSA even further. 


Driving Your KSAs with the CCAR 
Format 

OPM recommends that if you are writing an 
accomplishment-based KSA (which we recom- 
mend that all KSAs should be), you should 
include the Context, the Challenge, your Actions, 
and the Result (CCAR) for each example that 
you cite. Here are more details on each of these 
elements: 


x Context: What was the specific circum- 
stance that led to the task or challenge you 
are going to describe? Where were you 
working? Had you just started the job, or 
had you been there for quite a while? Were 
you assigned the task, or did you show ini- 
tiative by identifying a problem yourself 


Note: You can use this same CCAR model for writing SES Executive Core Qualifications 


(see chapter 16 for more on applying for SES positions). 
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that you truly accomplished what you are 
recounting. 


Of course, the level should be appropriate to the 
level of the position you are applying for. KSAs 
for senior-level positions should use examples 
that illustrate division- or agency-wide initia- 
tives. It is good to think of recent examples. You 
can include some that are ongoing—the prob- 
lem might not yet be resolved fully, but at least 
you have a course of action defined. It is even 
alright to select an example that did not have a 
positive outcome, as long as you impose the 
right slant, illustrating that sometimes getting 
100 percent consensus is not possible and that 
you took the necessary steps or made the appro- 
priate decision given the difficult circumstances. 


How do you decide which examples to use? If 
you have a choice, select those in which you 
truly had a problem or a challenge to resolve, 
you showed initiative, you had to take multiple 
steps to complete the task, and you can show 
some measurable results. 


4. Select Two Examples for Each KSA and 
Work on the CCAR Details 

Now you need to plan out the CCAR details 
you will include for the two best examples you 
have for each KSA. At this point, you still 
should not have written anything. So far you are 
just outlining! For each example, follow the 
CCAR format: Context, Challenge, Actions, and 
Result. Consider each of these and jot down 
anything that comes to mind. Don't be judg- 
mental—just put it down and decide later 
whether you will use it. 


x Context: What was the situation when you 
received this task? Where were you work- 
ing? What group were you participating in? 
Did you just start a new job? 

x Challenge: How did you receive this task? 
Was it assigned, did you walk into it, or 
did you see a problem and take the initia- 
tive to resolve it? 
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Ten Steps to Writing Really 
Effective KSAs 
Now you are ready to start writing. Here are 


the 10 steps I recommend to build truly effective 
KSAs. 


1. Pick Your Announcement Wisely 

If you are truly qualified for a position, you 
should be able to come up with good examples 
for all, or almost all, of the KSAs. If you find 
that you really do not have good examples for 
many of the KSAs in an announcement, you 
should honestly question whether you are quali- 
fied for the position. 


2. Read the KSAs and Associated 
Instructions Very Carefully 

How long should the statements be? Exactly 
what is the announcement asking for? Refer 
back to the full description in the job announce- 
ment and relate the KSAs to what is in the job 
announcement. This should give you some idea 
of what the agency is looking for and why these 
particular factors are important. 


3. Brainstorm Several Detailed Examples 
for Each KSA 

You might have some examples that work for 
more than one KSA. List the examples by each 
KSA they apply to and come back later and 
determine which you will use for each KSA. 
Avoid repeating any example. The only excep- 
tion, and orly if you cannot think of a separate 
example, is that you can use a different aspect of 
the same situation for two different KSAs. For 
example, you could emphasize the written docu- 
mentation that you did for a task for one KSA, 
and more of the organizational or people inter- 
actions of that same example in a different KSA. 
Remember, your examples do not have to be 
Nobel Prize-winning examples; they just have to 
be related to the required job knowledge, skill, 
or ability, and you have to have really done what 
you say you have done. The details will show

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x Actions: What steps did you take to 
research, prepare, resolve, and/or report on 
the task? Again, these don’t have to be 
award-winning—just walk through the 
step-by-step actions you took. For example, 
you might have read the existing documen- 
tation, interviewed people, set up a meet- 
ing, put together an action plan, built 
consensus, gained approval, ordered sup- 
plies, reported on the milestones, celebrated 
at the end, and so on. 


x Result: Now try, if possible, to quantify the 
result. You saved $30 million, you reduced 
the time to implement by six weeks, you 
pumped out 50,000 widgets in record time, 
you identified 25 improvements in your 
office that were implemented, you complet- 
ed the budget on time despite setbacks, you 
received an award, you got a pat on the 
back, and so on. 


5. Start Writing the Opening 

Now you are finally ready to write. I find it 
helpful to go ahead and write the opening as 
opposed to doing the examples first because I 
want to make sure it all flows together. My best 
advice is to remember that writing and editing 
are two separate activities. Dont try to get each 
sentence perfect before you go on to the next 
sentence—that is your editing job, which you 
will do in a later step. Sit down and just write. 
Write it like you would say it out loud to a 
friend or family member: Ramble, put some- 
thing down, and make no corrections! You will 
come back later to organize and edit. Start with 
a short paragraph that leads into your theme, 
such as “Here is what I think is my special skill 
or approach in this area.” Here are some good 
examples of opening lines that you can cus- 
tomize to the theme that you have selected: 


x Iam the kind of person who does what it 
takes to get the job done. 
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x I have also authored a wide range of....

7. Write the Ending 

Now you might think that you are done with 
your initial brainstorming draft, but I purposely 
left out a very important part of the outline: the 
ending. The best time to compose this is after 
you have written your first rough draft for your 
opening and two examples. The full outline is 


really this: 
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6. Write the Two Examples 

Now, do the same in writing your two 

exam ples—just write! Keep in mind the CCAR 
approach, but look at your notes only in passing. 
Mainly just tell the story. Think about a good 
transition between the two examples. How 
would you do this in conversation at a party? 
You wouldn't just stop one example and start the 
next; you would lead from one to the other 
example to keep your fellow partygoers interest- 
ed. Here are a few sample transition lines to get 
your creative juices flowing: 


x On another occasion, I was faced with a 
very different [or similar] challenge... 
x Many of the projects I led have involved.... 


x Frequently during budget cycles, I have had

x One of the more interesting experiences I 
had was.... 


x Very recently, I have been involved with....

will scan your document and search for words 
that coincide with what is being sought after for 
the position. When the raters review KSAs, they 
also look for keywords that will jump out to 
them and demonstrate that you are familiar with 
the terminology and job-related lingo. Are you 
using words that are job-related and position- 
specific (without being overly technical)? Have 
you included well-known acronyms? Do you 
have phrases that are associated with the posi- 
tion? Have you listed specific technical skills that 
would be expected of someone applying for the 
position you are interested in? A good test is to 
once again scan the announcement, and position 
description if you have it, and make sure you 
have similar words listed within your KSA. 
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I don't recommend that you summarize every- 
thing you've said so far. Quite the contrary—this 
is where you provide a thoughtful comment that 
provides closure or insight for the “story.” Do 
not think of this as the “moral” of the story. It 
can be, but it can also provide a “twist” that 
might be even more effective. Read what you 
have thus far and summarize it as concisely as 
you possibly can in your head. Ask yourself: 
What is the point of all of this, or what have I 
really learned from all of this? 


8. Include Keywords 

With the number of applications that are initial- 
ly reviewed electronically, it is important to 
include keywords in your KSAs. The computer

9. Edit Your Writing 

Are you done yet? No, but hopefully it hasn't 
been too painful so far. Remember that we have 
purposely avoided working for beautiful prose. 
You should have been concentrating on just get- 
ting something down on the paper in plain, sim- 
ple, everyday language that tells your story. 
That's the key of just typing— your personality 
will come out if you don’t bottle it in by trying 
to make each sentence perfect. 


But alas, now the time has come to edit. Leave 
your work, hopefully for a day, and then come 
back and read what you have and start the edit- 
ing. You will find that having a brainstormed 
document actually removes the stress. You 
should be able to edit what you have to make it 
sound better and flow more clearly. Feel free 
to—in fact you should—move whole segments 
around to make the statement flow better. 
Maybe that second example makes more sense 
first. 


Edit as well to shorten your document down to 
the required length, or to around one page if 
you are not given a specific required length. 
Force yourself to do this. If you make yourself 
get this down to one page, you will get rid of the 
fluff and verbiage that really add nothing to the 
overall value of the story. 


10. Proofread Carefully 

Well, we have to have 10 steps! The last step is a 
careful, close proofreading. Look for spelling and 
grammatical errors that your spell-checker might 
have missed. Have a friend, colleague, or relative 
read your KSAs and consider their suggestions 
and corrections. 


The effective use of keywords can also result in 

a higher grade on your application. The verbs, 
nouns, and proper names that you select to 
describe your knowledge, skills, and abilities can 
demonstrate your level of expertise. Look at a 
few ways to describe your responsibilities, skills, 
and abilities, and the ratings that will result from 
each: 


KSA statement: Ability to use regulatory 
material. 
x Superior: Interpret regulatory material. 
x Good: Research regulatory material. 
x Satisfactory: Apply regulatory material. 


x Barely acceptable: Recognize regulatory 
material. 


KSA statement: Ability to schedule work. 
x Superior: Schedule work to accomplish 
agency mission. 
x Good: Schedule work to accomplish proj- 
ect goals. 


x Satisfactory: Schedule work to accomplish 
unit objectives. 


x Barely acceptable: Schedule work to accom- 
plish own work. 


KSA statement: Ability to communicate in 
writing. 

x Superior: Write technical reports. 

x Good: Write critiques. 

x Satisfactory: Write letters. 


x Barely acceptable: Write internal communi- 
cations. 


KSA statement: Ability to plan, organize, and 
schedule work. 


x Superior: Process action to meet project 
goals. 


x Good: Process action to meet given 
objectives. 
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x It is okay (and desirable) to show a little 


flair pizzazz, and zing! Remember, the 
point is that you want to illustrate that you 
are not only qualified for the position, you 
are the best person for the job! You want to 
come across as friendly, down-to-earth, 
thoughtful, interesting, energetic— 
someone they want to have on their team 
and definitely want to interview! Big, 
erudite words don’t convey this. Standard, 
plain English that clearly demonstrates 
your point does convey the right impres- 
sion. (There might be some exceptions—if 
you are applying for a nuclear physicist or 
other highly technical or scientific position, 
a little erudition is a good thing. See chap- 
ter 18 for more on applying for technical 
jobs.) 


Its good to brag, but do so tactfully. Avoid 
terms such as “my vast knowledge,” “my 
exceptional communication skills,” “my 
excellent facilitation skills,” and so on. Let 
your actions speak for themselves. Put self- 
compliments in impersonal terms. Here are 
some examples: 

e “My job frequently requires the ability 
to think on my feet.” 

e “Managing multiple priorities is a core 
requirement of my job.” 

e “Communicating effectively in a variety 
of situations is essential in my position 
as the....” 

Another way to brag smartly is to provide 
statistics—to quantify the results of your 
actions in dollars and time saved, projects 
delivered on time, quantifications of out- 
put, or even the size and scope of the oper- 
ation you support. 


You can also quote supervisors, CuUStOMEIS, 
or team members who have written you 
complimentary awards, faxes, e-mails, or 
letters regarding your performance. Let 
them brag about your strengths and value 
to the mission. 
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A Few Extra Pointers 


x Write in the first person (TT). This is one 
of the few occasions where using T in a 
formal document is appropriate. Your 
resume and your KSAs are about you and 
your experience. Personalize them by writing 
in the first person. You should even avoid 
referring to your group (we”) excessively. 
The reviewer wants to know what “you” did! 


What if you really do not understand 
what the KSA is asking for—or what if it 
looks identical to another KSA? Go back 
to the job announcement and read it care- 
fully. Are there any hints there? Get anoth- 
er individual to read the KSA description 
and brainstorm on the meaning and possi- 
ble approaches. Look at the Web site for 
the agency or organization. Are there any 
clues there? Should you call—probably not; 
it's doubtful that you will get in touch with 
the person who wrote the KSA. Just try to 
come up with good examples that are along 
the lines of what the announcement is ask- 
ing for and that show off your skill set. 


What if you really do not have any back- 
ground or an example that fits this KSA? 
If it is just one KSA, the best advice is 

to read up on the topic. Go out to the 
agency’s Web site and read everything you 
can find on this question. Then build a 
KSA that truthfully indicates that you have 
studied up on the topic, points out a few 
interesting challenges that apply to this 
position, and relates any similar experience 
you can think of in your background. If it 
is reasonable that you would not have the 
required experience (in other words, only 
someone in government would, and you 
are coming from industry), it is okay to 
mention that specifically and again relate 
something in the corporate world that is a 
similar challenge. If there are multiple 
KSAs that do not ring true with your expe- 
rience, you should seriously reconsider 
whether this job is a good match for you. 
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x Use their lingo, but don’t copy verbatim. x Give an example of relevant education or 
Religiously avoid talking “down” to your training. 
reviewer! Merely copying the announce- x Describe an award given for specific 
ment verbatim might not convey the accomplishments.

For over 17 years, in the military and private industry, | have consistently sought more 
efficient ways of doing business by learning specialized job procedures and becoming 
proficient in numerous computer software programs.

wvhile assigned to the Marine Fighter Attack Squadron 321 at Andrews Air Force Base, | 
became aware of a new computer program, Survival Equipment Asset Tracking 
System/lncreased Capability Program (SEATS/ICAPS), designed to enhance the ability 
to track time-sensitive components and explosive devices used in aircraft. The program 
had not yet been distributed throughout the Navy and Marine Corps. Recognizing the 
benefits of SEATS/ICAPS, | contacted a representative at the Indian Head Naval 
Weapons Center and arranged to have a copy sent to my squadron. After installing the 
program on the department's computers, | trained work center personnel on its uses. 
Once implemented, the program permitted the user to calculate and track life 
expectancies of survival gear and cartridge actuated devices electronically, rather than 
manually through the use of paper records. The program also allowed the user to print 
data concerning explosive devices installed in aircraft and to install data directly into the 
aircraft's permanent logbook. The installation of SEATS/HCAPS on department 
computers reduced the staff-hours necessary In maintaining survival equipment records 
by as much as 75%. 


At American Airlines, | learned to use the Sabre reservation system. Once assigned an 
aircraft to work on, | would first go into Sabre and search the aircraft's history, going 
back at least 30 days to identify whether there were any related discrepancies. If there 
were, | would make note of all maintenance actions and the outcomes. This additional 
information reduced my troubleshooting time by telling me what had been previously 
attempted. After finding a solution to the aircraft discrepancy, | would return to Sabre to 
cross-reference part numbers, check availability, and determine the location of parts 
needed to correct the aircraft discrepancy. As a follow-up, | always used Sabre to check 
the status of the aircraft after its next flight to ensure there were no repeat faults in any 
system | had signed off on.

Cover Letlers WIN a MISSION 


hould you include a cover letter with a public service application? Yes, if you can. Any vacancy 

announcement that tells you to send a resume, KSAs, and other paperwork to the agency implies 
that you can send a cover letter as well. You might also be able to include a cover letter when you 
apply for Federal jobs online. There are basically two types of resume builders, one of which allows 
you to include a short cover letter and one of which doesn’t: 


x The Defense Department's Resume Builder has specific fields for every piece of resume infor- 
mation. There is no place to write a cover letter, however. 


x The EPA, USGS, Department of Commerce, and other agencies use the QuickHire system for 
automated selection and management of candidates. This builder has one field where you can 
copy and paste your entire resume and a short introductory letter. Be aware, however, of the 
limit on the number of characters allowed in the field: 3,000 characters without spaces. The 
cover letter will have to be very short. 


Sending a cover letter gives you the opportunity to 


x Introduce yourself informally and summarize the best you have to offer. 
Write about your interests or passions in a certain field or job. 
Highlight your expertise and qualifications that fit the job. 


Mention your knowledge of the agency’s mission.

x Create a compelling rationale for why you are an outstanding candidate. 


All this in one page! A well-written cover letter can help your application stand apart from the 
others. 


Why Should You Include a Cover Letter? 


There are many special reasons for including a cover letter with your application. Its an important 
part of your sales pitch. It can also help you get across your sincere interest in the position, which is 
very important to hiring personnel. A cover letter can also be considered your “proposal” for doing 
the advertised job. If necessary, you can use it to explain your special situation or any accommoda- 
tions necessitated by a disability. 
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worth at least $200,000 to you, plus benefits. 
This is a serious proposal and investment of time 
and resources for both you and the employer. 


To Explain Special Circumstances 
Hiring managers want to understand your 
application. People have special situations and 
interests that should be explained early in the 
application process. Comfort the readers by 
telling them certain things that will help your 
application make sense. If you are in Baltimore 
and the job you are seeking requires a complete 
career change, decrease in salary, and a move to 
Seattle, the entire application will not make 
sense without an explanation. They will not take 
the time to figure it out, call you and ask for 
your rationale, or try to use intuition to under- 
stand. You must explain what you are doing in a 
reasonable way. For example: 


x If you are relocating to be near family, it’s 
good to say so. 


x If you have purchased a second home in a 
beautiful region of Tennessee and hope to 
move there and eventually retire in this 
area, tell them what your goals are. 


x If you want to leave the Washington, D.C., 
metro area and live and work in the West 
because it has been a dream of your life, 
say so. 


x If you are currently in a job making 
$27,000 and you were making $35,000 in 
your previous job, explain in the letter what 


happened. 


x If your current job is outside your career 
path because of a corporate reorganization 
rather than your own choice, explain this 
change. 


If it isn't obvious, tell the personnelists and man- 
agers why you are seeking the job you are seek- 
ing. Do not wait for the interview to explain the 
situation because you might not even get an 
interview if your application is not clear. 
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To Strengthen Your Sales Pitch 
Remember that in your application package, you 
are selling yourself to the potential hiring man- 
ager. Sales guru Tom Hopkins advises people on 
mastering the art of selling. “You don’t sell some- 
thing by telling your customer what the features 
and benefits are one time. You repeat these items 
of interest several times in your sales pitch by 
introducing the product, reviewing the features 
and benefits, giving a demonstration, and telling 
the customer how the product will help achieve 
their business goals.” 


The same goes for you when you are selling 
yourself to a public-service personnelist, hiring 
manager, or panel: 


1. In your cover letter or letter of interest, tell 
them what you are going to tell them in 
the rest of your hiring package. 


2. Tell them again with facts and information 
(features and benefits) in your Federal 
resume. 


3. Tell them again in a different way by 
including your knowledge, skills, and abili- 
ties in your KSA statements (see chapter 
14) or with accomplishments and examples 
in your resume. 


To Express Your Interest in the Job 
A cover letter or “letter of interest? is not manda- 
tory for a Federal or private-industry application. 
However, this is a meaningful letter because it 
truly needs to convey your interest in the job. If 
you can't demonstrate your interest in the job in 
a one-page letter, you won't be considered for it. 
You must demonstrate interest in the company, 
agency, mission, organization, or office. 


To Propose Your Services 

Your letter and application package is your 
“Services Proposal” to the organization. If you 
earn $40,000 per year and you hope to be 
employed at least five years, this proposal is

third section of the letter, write about the special 
accommodations you will need to perform at the 
highest level of your capability.

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CHAPTER 16 


Applying Ior ihe

[۲ an effort to develop a corps of executive managers with the talent, foresight, and flexibility 
required to lead a soon-to-be-reformed Federal service through a new era, Congress, through 
enactment of the 1978 Civil Service Reform Act, created the Senior Executive Service (SES). 
Congress envisioned the SES as a cadre of exceptional leaders recruited from the top levels of gov- 
ernment and private industry, who would move among agencies and share their broad backgrounds 
and experience to create new efficiencies and innovations government-wide. 


Managerial experience gained solely in the Federal government would no longer be the most impor- 
tant criterion for gaining a senior position in an agency, nor would the “best qualified” new leader 
necessarily be the career civil servant who spent his entire career in one agency. The reality, however, 
is that the majority of SES positions continue to be filled by career civil servants. Nonetheless, it is 
remarkable that unlike virtually all other governments around the world, high-level professional 
positions within the United States government still remain open to those who have gained their 
experience outside the Federal civil service. 


A Profile of the SES 


The SES has changed in many ways during the past 20-plus years, but it is still the leadership cadre 
of the Federal service. Of the 6,600 members of the SES, 92 percent are career civil servants. The 
remainder are noncareer appointments (usually political) or appointments for a limited term. 
Almost half of SES positions are based in the Washington, D.C., metropolitan area. The composi- 
tion of the SES reflects various Federal agencies’ functional requirements. Forty-two percent are in 
administrative or management fields. Another 13 percent provide legal services. Engineering, sci- 
ence/math, and other fields each account for 12 to 14 percent. Twenty-five percent of the SES are 
women, and nearly 14 percent are minorities. 


The first word of “Senior Executive Service” is appropriate: It is a senior service, with 30 percent of 
its membership eligible for retirement between now and 2005. Retirement remains the primary 
method of attrition in the SES. 


‘Ten years ago, the National Performance Review formally recommended that the SES develop a “cor- 
porate perspective” that supports government-wide cultural change. This recommendation might have 
been a veiled acknowledgment that Congress's vision of the SES as a mobile corps of flexible execu- 
tives had yet to be implemented in practice. Several years later, the Office of Personnel Management 
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Environmental Protection Agency’s water pro- 
gram, for example, is more likely to come from 
within that program than from any other pro- 
gram in the EPA. Although most agencies have 
SES attorneys, an immigration law attorney is 
unlikely to transfer into an SES position in the 
antitrust division at the Department of Justice. 
Demonstrating relevant skills is the surest route 
to entering the SES, and that is usually done 
most credibly at the agency where the position 


will be filled. 


There is no substitute for substantial experience. 
Entrants who rise through career ranks to the 
SES frequently have 15, 20, or even 30 years of 
experience, most of which was gained within 
their own agencies. They typically have at least a 
college education, and frequently possess gradu- 
ate degrees and other forms of professional 
development training. Many will be identified 
and nurtured—or mentored—through their 
agency’s SES candidate-development programs 
or through other well-recognized channels, such 
as the Federal Executive Institute and the 
Women’s Executive Leadership Program. Their 
experiences will include broadening through a 
number of detail assignments at other agencies. 
Nearly all successful SES applicants will have a 
succession of outstanding performance evalua- 
tions and demonstrate a record of developing 
other people to ensure that their organizations 
continue to work well in their successors’ hands. 
In addition to this sustained superior perform- 
ance, it usually helps to have pulled one or two 
major projects out of the fire under emergency 
or adverse circumstances. 


An important dimension of an SES application, 
as with most Federal positions, responds to the 
question, “What have you done lately?” Federal 
personnel officers and selecting officials are look- 
ing for progressively responsible performance at 
or near the level for which one is applying, 
‘Typically, the SES applicant will be able to 
describe five to seven years of experience at the 


GS- or GM-15 level. 
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revised the Executive Core Qualifications (known 
as ECQs, listed later in this chapter), which are 
the five main rating factors used to evaluate an 
SES candidate's “corporate perspective.” The 
OPM currently has no plans to modify these 
ECQs, which is a reflection of the OPM'’s com- 
mitment to guide the SES toward the model orig- 
inally envisioned by Congress. 


The Changing Competition for 

SES Positions 

Competition for SES positions will become 
more intense in the next 10 years. It is not 
unusual for HR professionals to report receiving 
55 to 60 applications for each SES announce- 
ment. Not only are numerous baby boomers 
seeking the promotions that will cap careers that 
began in the late 1960s, but agencies reduced 
the number of SES positions during the mid-to- 
late 1990s as a result of the National Partnership 
for Reinventing Government—the successor to 
the National Performance Review. 


Most SES reductions were achieved by cuts in 
the Department of Defense (closures of major 
installations resulted in many workforce cuts) or 
by eliminating positions that were on the books 
but had not been filled. In other instances, agen- 
cies eliminated one position only to create 
another— redesigning jobs to align with “rein- 
vention” initiatives. Such restructuring, however, 
tended to be at the margins of the SES. Most 
executive positions lead core agency programs 
that would require statutory changes to modify 
or eliminate. In an era of divided government, 
such changes are difficult to effect. 


Who Should Apply? 


In most cases, new SES members rise through 
career-development ladders within single agen- 
cies or departments. They might serve within 
different agency components during their 
careers, but the Federal service generally still 
adheres to the principle of advancement within 
a profession. A new SES manager in the 


ties. Agencies can post their SES vacancy notices 
on the site and read SES candidates’ resumes. 
SES candidates can post their resumes and view 
other agencies’ vacancy notices. This system 
offers SES candidates and recruiting agencies an 
additional opportunity to review their options 
outside the formal recruiting and staffing process. 


Requirements for Successful 
Applicants: Remember the 
Basics 


As you begin to develop your SES package, keep 
in mind that, regardless of the Federal agency to 
which you apply, staffing an executive position is 
much more complex than staffing other types of 
Federal jobs. Because of the high visibility and 
broad impact to the agency, nearly all SES selec- 
tions require agency-level approval. Before you 
can even hope to get an interview, your applica- 
tion must survive the initial and secondary 
screening phases it will pass through in the 
agency’s HR office. One seasoned HR profes- 
sional who has staffed many SES jobs and has 
reviewed hundreds of applications offers the fol- 
lowing advice to those applying from both with- 
in and outside the government. 


Read and Follow the Instructions 
Follow the application instructions. As obvious 
as this might seem, an appalling number of 
applicants are eliminated at the initial screening 
phase because they simply fail to submit the 
required documents. 


“We received 55 applications for our agency's 
SES General Counsel position last year,” our 
HR professional reports. “Of those 55, over half 
were eliminated because they did not submit 
proof that they were licensed to practice before a 
state bar—even though the announcement stat- 
ed clearly that applicants who did not submit 
such documentation would receive no further 
consideration.” 


<J > Part 4: Resumes and Guidance for Specific Federal Careers 


Successful SES applicants must demonstrate an 
ability to think at least two bureaucratic levels 
above the advertised position. An SES appoint- 
ment usually requires the approval of an agency 
head, so a Senior Executive applicant must be 
able to speak that executive's language. 


An SES opening in any agency signals some 
organizational change—maybe an experienced 
executive is retiring or agency leaders are creating 
a new position to address a perceived problem. 
Knowing the agency and its needs is critically 
important. You can strengthen your SES applica- 
tion if you know what the agency leadership 
believes its problems to be and can demonstrate 
that you have the experience to tackle those 
issues. You need not be an insider to gain famil- 
iarity with an agency’s mission and requirements; 
however, you bear the burden of demonstrating 
that the experience and knowledge you gained 
elsewhere provide enough background for you to 
perform effectively. 


Finally, senior executives at or above the SES job 
level being filled usually rate SES applicants. You 
will be a stronger candidate if these executives 
already know you and are familiar with your sig- 
nificant accomplishments, and if you effectively 
represent these accomplishments in your ECQ 
statements. 


If the preceding description fits you, consider 
applying for the SES. Vacancies for SES posi- 
tions are listed on the www.USAJOBS.opm.gov 
Web site. The vacancy list is updated regularly. 
Many individual agencies also advertise SES 
positions on their Web sites. 


If you are already a member of the SES, an SES 
reinstatement eligible, or an OPM-Certified 
Candidate Development Program graduate and 
are looking for new job challenges, visit the 
OPM'’s Senior Opportunity and Resume Systems 
Web site (SOARS). This site is an online 
exchange between government agencies seeking 
to recruit candidates for SES jobs, and SES 
members who are interested in new opportuni- 
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better.” In the meantime, external candidates 
must take the time to describe their experience 
in-depth and explain how it relates to the vacant 
position. Otherwise, HR professionals simply 
will not have enough information to determine 
that an external candidate is highly qualified for 
the job. 


Balance the Strengths and 
Weaknesses of Your Background 
Both internal and external candidates need to 
balance the inherent strengths and weaknesses of 
coming from either a Federal or private-sector 
background. To be effective as a senior leader, 
SES positions require a mix of both worlds: 
Candidates must know the internal workings of 
government systems—how the bureaucracy 
works—but they also must have the ability to 
bring new ideas and approaches to the agency. 


What Does the SES 
Announcement Require? 


The normal SES package contains a cover letter 
(see chapter 15), a strong Federal resume (study 
parts 1 and 2), special statements addressing as 
many as three sets of technical and managerial 
factors listed in the vacancy notice, and most 
importantly, statements showing that the candi- 
date possesses the five Executive Core Qualifi- 
cations (ECQs) established by the OPM—the 
managerial skills that are the prerequisites for 
entry into the SES. Unless the resume and the 
statements demonstrate that you possess the 
Executive Core Qualifications, even exceptional 
technical qualifications will not be enough to 
develop a successful SES application. 


The five Executive Core Qualifications (ECQsS) 
are as follows: 

x Leading Change 

x Leading People 

x Results Driven 

%x Business Acumen 

xX 


Building Coalitions/ Communication 
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If you're an attorney applicant with many years 
of service, you might think such a requirement is 
unnecessary, or perhaps even nitpicky: After all, 
you've worked as a civil-service attorney for 30 
years. Surely the personnel office “knows” you're 
licensed to practice before a state bar. Or, at 
worst, if they don’t have record of this, surely the 
personnel office will call you or your agency's 
personnel office and ask for it. Remember this: 
Forty to sixty candidates are applying for only 
one job. It is an enormous task for the HR spe- 
cialist to review these applications and whittle 
them down to a manageable number of candi- 
dates for senior managers to interview. If you fail 
to include the information required in the vacan- 
cy notice, it is an easy way for them to disqualify 
you from further consideration. Don't let this 

be you. Follow the application instructions to 
the letter. 


Make the Length “Just Right” 
Think Goldilocks. Or maybe Procrustes (the 
mythological host who adjusted his guests to the 
size of the bed). Make sure the length and sub- 
stance of each document in the package is nei- 
ther too long nor too short. “Internal applicants 
tend to submit way too much information,” our 
HR advisor says. “They've been with the govern- 
ment a long time and think they have to include 
everything they've done since they were a GS-5.” 
On the contrary, statements should describe 
experience that is directly relevant and closely 
focused to the job requirements. “On the other 
hand,” our advisor continues, “external candi- 
dates tend to submit only one-page resumes, 
often with no cover letter, and seem to feel we 
are lucky to get even that.” 


The SES selection process, a very daunting one 
even for internal candidates who are familiar 
with lengthy staffing procedures, is often incom- 
prehensible to external candidates. “The govern- 
ment loses a lot of good talent because of the 
process,” our advisor notes. “They simply get 
frustrated and go away. OPM is working on 
streamlining the process, so we hope it will get 


Nearly one-third of SES applications are 
rejected for not describing the advertised qualifi- 
cations for the position. Of the remaining 
two-thirds, the quality of the ECQ statements 
determines who will be grouped among the 
“well qualified,” and ultimately, who will gain 
interviews for the position. It is not unusual for 
agencies to report a final list of only 3 to 12 
“well qualified” candidates from a pool of 60 
applicants. With competition this intense, your 
core qualifications statements must stand above 
the crowd. 
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In addition to the five ECQs, each agency can 
define both mandatory and desirable technical 
qualifications for any SES position advertised. 
These qualifications vary according to the posi- 
tion. For example, an applicant for Assistant 
Administrator of the Federal Aviation Admini- 
stration for airway facilities must be able to 
demonstrate professional knowledge of the 
design and engineering of radio navigational 
systems. Firsthand flying experience using this 
system might strengthen those qualifications, 
but that would be a desirable, rather than a 
mandatory, technical requirement. 


Are All ECQs Created Equal? 


A frequently asked question we receive from SES candidates is “Are some ECQs more 
important than others?” In a recent government-wide survey, the OPM asked career senior 
executives how the ECQs ranked in order of importance to their current Federal jobs. The 


majority responded as follows: 
. Leading People 


. Building Coalitions/Communication 


. Results Driven 

. Leading Change 

. Technical Competence 
6. Business Acumen 


These results confirm that communications and “people skills” continue to be the most 
important characteristics required of senior leaders in the Federal service. The survey went 
on to conclude that Business Acumen was also emerging as a more desirable characteristic 


concrete examples of the problems you faced, 
how you solved them, and how your effort 
improved the organization. As one personnel 
officer responsible for SES positions comment- 
ed, “I want to know not merely what the appli- 
cant claims to have done; I need to know when 
and where it was done to make the case credi- 
ble.” In short, to be a successful SES applicant, 
you must master the art of writing powerful 


ECQs. Let's get started! 


of future government leaders. 


The core qualifications demand more than 
managerial experience. A candidate must 
demonstrate keen business acumen, the ability 
to foresee and overcome challenges to successful- 
ly lead change, and the ability to gain others’ 
support and cooperation to reach results. It is 
not enough to discuss the duties of positions 
you have held or to make conclusory statements 
that you have managed large staffs or held jobs 
that gave you these abilities. You must provide 
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the effects you and your work have had on 
other people, other organizations, and 
agency policies. If you have held a job that 
required interagency coordination, bring it 
to the evaluators’ attention. 


. Demonstrate executive performance. This 


is not the place to write about how you 
gained your skills. Many of the KSA state- 
ments written for lower-level positions are 
effective because they show “progressive 
responsibility”—that is, they describe how 
increasingly complex work assignments pre- 
pared them for the next job up the ladder. 
The SES needs people who can demon- 
strate through what they have already done 
that they are in a position to take charge 
now. Well-qualified applicants must be able 
to describe how they used or obtained 
available resources to bring about signifi- 
cant changes or accomplishments while 
heading agency programs. In addition, 
OPM suggests explaining how recent edu- 
cation or training enhanced your skills in 
particular factors. If you mention education 
or training courses, detail work assign- 
ments, or other skills-enhancement efforts, 
make the link specific and stress the recent- 
ness of the information or experience 
gained. 


. What have you done for me lately? The 


SES needs people who are ready to lead in 
today’s environment. Use recent examples 
as much as possible. Examples within the 
past three years are fine, but if you have to 
go back more than five years, the achieve- 
ment must be spectacular. If an applicant's 
responses to Executive Core Qualifications 
dwell on accomplishments at the GM-13 
level, the description will be less favorably 
received than comparable accomplishments 


at the GM-15 level. 
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Writing Executive Core 
Qualifications 


Writing Executive Core Qualification statements 
is like writing KSAs for other types of Federal 
jobs. Unlike the KSA statements, however, the 
ECQs are exactly the same government-wide. 
Consequently, the statements will be applicable 
to virtually any SES position for which you 
apply. Although writing and polishing the state- 
ments require significant time and effort, your 
initial investment will pay off, particularly if you 
apply for more than one vacancy. 


Writing ECQs is no different from any other 
writing challenge: Well-written material that 
keeps the reader's interest gets more attention 
than sleeper prose. Still, the challenge of consoli- 
dating 20 years of accomplishments into five 
pages is significant—especially if you have had 
too many successes to fit in the allotted space. 


Basic Principles 
Here are some basic principles that will help you 
write successful ECQ statements: 


1. The basics of effective writing still apply. 
Use the active voice. Your responses must 
convey what you did and what difference it 
made. Avoid passive constructions and 
bureaucratic phrasing: Say “I decided and 
directed” instead of “I was given responsi- 
bility for.” 

2. Demonstrate the application of your 
knowledge. Whereas KSAs require you to 
state what you know (knowledge) and what 
you have done or can do (skills and abili- 
ties), Executive Core Qualifications require 
you to demonstrate effective application 
of what you know. Effective statements 
require more than an explanation of your 


personal growth. In each ECQ, describe 
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Helpful Hints for Developing ECQs 


Executive Core Qualifications are most effective if they are consistent continuations of the 
resume and any other documents in the application package. They should summarize— 
concisely—a record that demonstrates that you are ready for SES responsibilities. Effective 
statements of the Executive Core Qualifications combine breadth of accomplishments, a 
record of supervising other people in the successful completion of substantial tasks, and a 
record of applying current skills and training to challenging circumstances. 


In describing your achievements, try to give different examples for each of the ECQs. A candi- 
date with a true likelihood of success will have numerous achievements in each category. As 
you sift through your experience, you must ask yourself, “Will this example will be a better 
illustration of Leading People, Results Driven, or Building Coalitions/Communications?” 
Review the core qualifications as a group, sort through your resume and supporting notes, 
and make the hard choices about where your achievements best fit into the factors. 
Remember that most SES applications are reviewed by agency Executive Resources Boards, 
whose members are familiar with your accomplishments and the conditions facing the agency 
at the time. Your responses need to remind people of these achievements in a credible, con- 
sistent way. 


5. Be concise. The OPM seeks one to one- with the results and how they were 


achieved so that your reader can under- 
stand the environment you were working 
in and the significance of the accomplish- 
ment. 


. Keep the scanner in mind. Some automat- 


ed resume scanners are programmed to 
read nouns that identify key skills. If you 
believe that an SES package might have to 
pass through a scanner, use more nouns 
and skill categories than you might other- 
wise include. See chapter 12 for details on 
writing a scannable resume. 


Here’s an example of a nonscannable Profile 
statement from a Federal resume: 


and-a-half pages for each qualifications 
statement. You are writing executive suM- 
maries, not autobiographies. If you need 
more than one page, make certain that 
every word is important to convey your full 
leadership abilities. As much as possible, 
avoid repetition and use different achieve- 
ments for each of the ECQ statements. 


. Be specific. Use precise numbers to 
describe budget, personnel, dates (time 
frame), and other factors. Avoid the “vari- 
ous,” “numerous,” and “several” quantifiers 
that make people guess about how much. 
You need to show that you are familiar

x The problem should require redefinition of 
goals, changes in conditions, or the need to 
persuade other people/organizations to 
comply with your changed direction. 


x Be specific about factors that made the chal- 
lenge substantial: resources, people, laws, 
regulations, deadlines, and complexity. 


Actions 
What did you do that made a difference? 


xk Express your achievement in a team envi- 
ronment, but focus on your leadership role 
with the team. 


Result 
What difference did it make? 


x Performance and accountability are the key 
factors. Your participation must be seen as 
the critical factor in realizing some goal or 
action that someone else wanted and/or 
needed done. 


As we take an in-depth look at the five ECQs, 
keep the CCAR format in mind. The format 
will prompt you to write about specific results 
instead of citing general information about job 
responsibilities. 


The Anatomy of an ECQ 


Now that you're familiar with the fundamentals 
of writing the ECQs, let's take an in-depth look 
at the five ECQs and the specific types of infor- 


mation you should include in the statements. 
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Use the OPM's Recommended 
Format 

The OPM recommends that SES applicants use 
a structured format to address each Executive 
Core Qualification factor. Using this format 
helps candidates focus the relevancy and impact 
of their own experiences on the five ECQs all 
agencies expect their senior leaders to bring to 


the table. The format is known by the acronym 
CCAR, which stands for 


x Challenge 
x Context 
x Actions 
* Result 


Let's analyze the components of this format to 
learn the best way to write your ECQs. 


Challenge 
What was the specific problem you faced that 
needed to be resolved? 


x ‘The problem should have existed at a large 
organizational level, with agency-wide, 
government-wide, or national effects. 


x Resolution of the problem should have 
required more than one individual's 
actions. Leadership means, at minimum, 
that you have the ability to get other peo- 
ple to follow when you set direction. 


Context 

Define the other factors or limitations (people, 
institutions, procedures) that made the challenge 
of executive caliber. 
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ECQ 1: Leading Change 


The ability to develop and implement an organizational vision that integrates key national and 
program goals, priorities, values, and other factors. Inherent to it is the ability to balance 
change and continuity—to continually strive to improve customer service and program perform- 


ance within the basic government framework; to create a work environment that encourages 
creative thinking; and to maintain focus, intensity, and persistence, even under adversity. 


x External Awareness: What is or was hap- 
pening outside your agency that affected 
your programs, or how did your agency's 
programs affect others, and what did you 
do to improve the situation? 

x Flexibility: Did you identify and work dif- 
ferent options to reach a desired result? 
Was it possible to use one authority versus 
another to get around a longstanding 
problem? 


x Resilience: Did you overcome obstacle 
after obstacle to change an agency policy, 
program, or operating procedure? 


x Service Motivation: Did you identify a 
problem and take responsibility for doing 


whatever needed to be done to solve it? 


x Strategic Thinking: Did you develop and 
execute a long-range plan to improve the 
agency? 

xk Vision: Did you predict a cause-and-effect 
situation and then act to take advantage of 
changing circumstances? Or, did you pro- 
pose and then implement a change? 


The questions attached to each of these sub- 
factors are not the only way to address the 
ECQs; they are just examples to get you think- 
ing about how you can describe what you've 
done to lead a substantive change in your 
agency. 


Your Leading Change statement needs to articu- 
late an understanding of the mission and vision 
of the organization that you have led. Think up 
the organizational ladder. Describe your achieve- 
ments in terms of how the head of the agency 
would have seen the challenge and why it should 
have been considered important. 


If you have participated in a major transforma- 
tion of an organization—for example, taking a 
nuclear weapons program from a production 
focus to an environmental clean-up mission— 
this is the time to highlight your account of how 
you achieved the change. 


Emphasize the continuity factor here. It is 
important to realize that sometimes missions 
change even when authorizing laws and regula- 
tions stay the same. Convey the scope of the 
challenge and describe your role in transforming 
the organization. 


Sub-factors of the Leading Change ECQ are the 
following: 


x Continual Learning: Have you acquired 
recent education, training, or interagency 
assignments that have helped you lead 
change? How did you apply that newly 
acquired knowledge? 

x Cıreativity/Innovation: Have you imple- 
mented a new way to solve an old 
problem? 
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ECQ 2: Leading People 


The ability to design and implement strategies that maximize employee potential and foster 


high ethical standards in meeting the organization's vision, mission, and goals. 


Diversity also should highlight the need to inte- 
grate a complex range of professional skills. 
Scientific, human resources, legal, public affairs, 
and other talents need to be melded to achieve 
complex missions. If you are a mathematician, 
how did you get your public affairs office to 
understand the importance of what you accom- 
plished? If your skill is legal, how did you devel- 
op a mastery of the technology that your agency 
uses? 


Sub-factors of the Leading People ECQ are the 


following: 


x Conflict Management: Have you effective- 
ly resolved conflicts between working 
groups, either within or outside your 
organization? What happened to cause the 
conflict, and how did you resolve it? 


x Leveraging Diversity: Have you used the 
diverse makeup of your staff to understand 
the perspective and needs of both your 
incumbent work force and the customer 
base the agency is designed to serve? 


x Integrity/ Honesty: Have you and your orga- 
nization’s dealings with others resulted in 
high credibility for the agency's programs? 

x ‘Team Building: Have you been able to fos- 
ter trust and support among staff members 
to achieve a better program? 


Leading people includes supervisory responsibili- 
ties—but you should express these in terms of 
coaching, mentoring, and motivating for suc- 
cess. Stress good communication skills, the abili- 
ty to convey instructions, the ability to delegate 
responsibilities, and your success in planning for 
the professional career development of your 
subordinates. 


Working across organizations is vital. Your 
ability to reach out, gain the support of other 
organizations, integrate the working of other 
managers, and represent your organization is 
critical. Your description of this ECQ should 
signal the reader to expect a strong statement 


about coalition building in the fifth ECQ factor. 
Workforce diversity is part of the Leading People 


factor. Government requires an ability to work 
with all races, creeds, sexes, colors, religions, and 
nationalities. This factor should affirm a solid 
commitment to the professional development of 
women and minorities, describe affirmative 
employment achievements, and discuss over- 
coming challenges in this arena. Recruiting and 
retaining highly qualified people is one dimen- 
sion of the presentation. Demonstrating your 
ability to train other team members who are 
highly regarded in the organization is also a 

big help. 


ECQ 3: Results Driven 


Stresses accountability and continuous improvement. It includes the ability to make timely and 
effective decisions and produce results through strategic planning and implementation and 


evaluation of programs and policies.

What changes or processes did you institute— 
for example, monitoring mechanisms—to 
identify future opportunities for improvement 
and to provide incentives to sustain improved 
performance? What measures did you take to 
correct performance problems that preceded 
your leadership? 


Sub-factors of the Results Driven ECQ are the 
following: 


x Accountability: What did you do to ensure 
that performance or outcomes could be 
measured or quantified? What happened? 

x Customer Service: How did you improve it? 

x Decisiveness: Were you forced to make a 
difficult decision? How did you decide 
which option was best? What happened as 
a result of taking that approach versus 
another? 

x Entrepreneurship: How have you shown 
your ability to make smart business 
decisions? 

x Problem Solving: What was the problem 
and how did you resolve it? If various solu- 
tions were possible, don’t forget to discuss 
why you used the approach you selected 
and why the outcome using this particular 
approach was superior. 

x ‘Technical Credibility: Why did this partic- 
ular result work better than other alterna- 
tives? Did the solution help give customers 
confidence in your program or agency? 
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This factor relies on presenting strong numerical 
achievements. When possible, cite before- 
and-after data. In defining challenges, use 
performance indicators that were considered 
unsatisfactory (that is, things you had to 
change). When describing results, compare the 
differences and describe the resources that you 
brought to bear to make a difference. 


You dort need to base changes solely on program 
results; they also can be brought about in terms of 
context. If your actions built alliances, strength- 
ened relationships, or overcame resistance, that 
too is a result. 


Mention successes during organizational changes 
—for example, sustaining productivity despite 
reduced resources. Mention policies and proce- 
dures you developed to incorporate new assign- 
ments while sustaining the organization’s current 
productivity. 


Describe methods you developed to define 
nonessential factors and reduce or eliminate 
bureaucracy while sustaining results. For exam- 
ple, if OSHA currently measures an agency’s 
performance by how well it complies with rules, 
and you are successful in changing that approach 
to now measuring agencies in terms of reduc- 
tions in accident rates or reductions in time lost 
due to illness and injury, you should highlight 
this change in focus here. 


ECQ 4: Business Acumen 


Involves the ability to acquire and administer human, financial, material, and information 
resources in a manner that instills public trust and accomplishes the organization's mission, 


and to use new technology to enhance decision-making. 


Demonstrate the effective use of information 
technology for your activities. The critical fac- 
tors here are not the abilities to use word proces- 
sors and spreadsheets, but to define System 
Development Life Cycle strategies and other 
factors associated with the acquisition and 


Highlight budget data, numbers of people, size 
of the constituency served, and methods of 
reducing costs/increasing efficiency here. You 
should also discuss your familiarity with proce- 
dures for establishing and justifying budgets, 
securing resources, and managing finances.

The 
Executive Review Board must be able to see that 
you know how to apply information technology 
to the design and management of the organiza- 
tion that you will supervise. 


If you have corrected major administrative 
weaknesses—financial management and 
accounting procedures, security deficiencies, or 
potential vulnerabilities of organizations—this is 
the place to discuss those achievements. 


Sub-factors of the Business Acumen ECQ are the 
following: 


ECQ 5: Building Coalitions/Communication 


The ability to explain, advocate, and express facts and ideas in a convincing manner, and nego- 
tiate with individuals and groups internally and externally. It also involves the ability to develop 


an expansive professional network with other organizations and to identify the internal and 
external politics that impact the work of the organization. 


This factor asks you to convey that you are in 
charge of an organization and that you can con- 
vince others that your agency's positions on criti- 
cal issues are well based. If you have testified 
before Congress or other legislatures, have spo- 
ken to state and local governments, or have rep- 
resented the U.S. on international working 
groups, these are the experiences to include here. 
Again, the focus needs to be on the results that 
were realized from your efforts. 


Sub-factors for the Building Coalitions/ 
Communication ECQ are the following: 


x Influencing/negotiating: How were you 
able to bring together two or more factions 
to reach a mutually acceptable resolution to 
a problem? 


x Interpersonal skills: How has your ability 
to relate to diverse groups with diverse 
needs impacted the organization? 


x Oral communications: Have you delivered 
presentations to high-level audiences both 
within and outside the organization? 
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Just as the Leading People factor addresses your 
ability to communicate down the organizational 
chart, this one emphasizes your ability to reach 
out to other organizations. This factor should 
highlight your ability to work with nongovern- 
mental organizations, the media, professional 
associations, and at least other substantial orga- 
nizations within your agency. 


Written and oral communications are both 
required here. The question should not focus on 
your ability to write, but on your ability to set 
direction for others who will draft the corre- 
spondence, memoranda, speeches, and other 
material. 


Working on interagency committees and coordi- 
nating multi-agency policy development and 
reporting groups are examples of achievements 
that you should describe in this factor. Effecting 
change might require bringing other agencies’ 
perspectives back to your organization and win- 
ning support for something that serves the pub- 
lic interest, even if it generates resistance within 
the agency.

Which cate- 
gory do you think it fits best? The answer might 
depend on the resume, the technical qualifica- 
tions statements, or other types of accomplish- 
ments the candidate plans to use in the 
application package. The answer might also 
depend on the problems or perceived problems 
the senior leaders in this specific agency will 
expect the selectee to address: Does this program 
already operate behind the power curve and 
need leadership to bring it up to speed, or have 
agency plans been in place for several years and 
now agency leaders need to see results? This is 
where knowing the agency and its needs is 
critical. 


qualifications statements developed for various 
jobs. Some are actual statements taken verbatim 
from SES applicants. Others are composites of 
various statements. Study these samples to get 
an idea of how to compose your ECQs. 


Two Examples in the CCAR Format 
You will notice in the first two examples that 
the statements are broken out into the CCAR 
format. The later examples, however, drop the 
specific “challenge-context-actions-result? labels. 
They flow as one narrative describing the chal- 
lenge the candidate faced within a limiting con- 
text and the action(s) the candidate took to 
reach the desired results. 


[BRIEF INTRO]: | led major organizational changes to improve the agency’s performance in meet- 
ing its EEO and Civil Rights goals. 
[CONTEXT]: As Branch Chief for Equal Opportunity and Civil Rights, National Institutes of Health, 


[CHALLENGE]: | discovered that the agency needed to establish the parameters for, design, and 
implement a comprehensive study of the agency-wide affirmative-action program. 


[RESULT]: Within six months, | was able to develop a multiyear employment plan for the central 


(headquarters) EEO Office. 


[Action 1]: | directed a staff of six specialists to elicit and analyze information from 22 component 
organizations that comprised the National Institutes of Health. The information was consolidated into 
a comprehensive document, which outlined a long-range plan for increasing minority representation 
by 10% within a five-year period. | presented this plan to key agency officials, who approved the plan 
and submitted it without changes to the Public Health Service for implementation. 
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[ACTION 2]: In carrying out this project, | established strong and compatible working relation- 
ships with agency managers and staff in the 22 components (Personnel, EEO, and Executive 
Officers in each component). (Provide specific examples of what you did to establish these 
relationships.) 


[ACTION 3J: | also led a similar effort for the preeminent Biomedical Research Institution, gar- 


nering the respect of key management officials in the agency, the Public Health Service, and the 
Department of Health and Human Services. 


[RESULT]: As a result, the agency established a series of employment objectives for a five-year 


period between xxxx and xxxx. During the first two years of the plan, employment of women and 
minorities rose 6% agency-wide. 

[RESULT]: As senior agency leadership continued to emphasize the importance of affirmative 
action and hold the 22 components accountable through interim assessments and annual eval- 
uations, the NIH was lauded by the OPM for its successes and has since served as a model for 
the rest of the department. 

[RECOGNITION]: As a result of my efforts, | received the Public Health Service’s EEO Special 
Achievement Award.

[INTROJ: Throughout my career, | have recognized the value of motivating and rewarding 
employees. For the past 15 years, | have developed performance plans, training plans, profes- 
sional development plans, and counseling; taken disciplinary actions; worked with unions; and 
hired and promoted employees. 

[CONTEXT]: As the Director of the Office of Affirmative Action and Human Resources Special 
Programs, Library of Congress, my initial assignment was to 

[CHALLENGE]: completely restructure and refocus the entire organization. | was advised that the 
organization was not productive, lacked skills, and had low morale. 

[ACTION]: | developed a plan to identify the organization’s resources and needs, analyze the 
work flow, increase productivity, improve service, enhance communication, and improve morale. 
My challenge was to get the staff to buy into the study and contribute to its development. 


| worked hard to get the staff involved. Using positive feedback and active listening techniques, 
| was able to establish good rapport with all staff members and get them to buy into the process 
fully. Together we identified specific staff responsibilities. | worked with staff to increase their 
understanding of the tangible benefits of an organizational assessment. For example, | was able 
to persuade each staff member that assessing individual and overall program responsibilities and 
resources would provide critical information for future budget requests. 


[RESULTS]: | was able to complete the study and achieve major organizational changes within 
three months. The major changes were | (1) established an automated work-flow analysis and 
tracking system to manage, measure, and monitor responses to requests; (2) strengthened inter- 
nal communications by establishing regular staff meetings; (3) strengthened external com- 
munications by providing monthly briefings on programs and activities to clients and agency 
leadership; (4) developed an interactive, dynamic Web site to further communicate goals and 
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(continued) 


advertise accomplishments; (5) promoted team-building activities to strengthen group cohesive- 
ness and maximize organizational resources; (6) trained staff in their new responsibilities and 
arranged for cross-training to enhance flexibility and mobility; and (7) established production stan- 
dards and submitted staffing proposals to supplement existing resources. 


[RESULTS]: Over a two-year period, and based on documented surveys and feedback | received, 
| measured a 65% improvement in service to clients. My staff exceeded the established production 
standards by 25% in all critical functional areas. As a result, morale went up, customer service 
improved, and | was able to regain our organization’s credibility with our agency’s senior managers. 


The Author's Own Leading Change ECQ 


Coming from private industry and wondering how to compete with Federal applicants on the 
ECQs? Here's an example of the “Leading Change” ECQ from my own experience. Can you see 
the CCAR format in this writeup? 


Leading Change 


My track record as a leader of change and an innovator is characterized by one success story after 
another. | have a reputation as an entrepreneur who thinks “outside the box.” Consequently, my thought 
process as | approach a problem is guided by creativity and strategic vision. During my three decades 
as a successful change agent, | have eagerly accepted challenges—often working with large Federal 
organizations that required substantial change in their human resources processes. In this regard, | am 
one of the few private innovators who can truthfully boast that | have brought about change in the 
Federal personnel system from the outside! 


As a small-business owner specializing in Federal careers with an emphasis on writing and word pro- 
cessing the long, verbose, cumbersome, and unflattering SF-171s, | was prepared to take on the 
challenge of making the Federal application process better. Consequently, when the door opened to 
significant change in the mid-1990s, | was thrilled with the news and was anxious to see what the new 
resume would look like. To place my challenge into its proper context, what opened the door to change 
was when, in 1995, Vice President Gore and his reinvention of government organization, National 
Performance Review (NPR), enacted an important piece of Federal personnel legislation. One of the by- 
products of this legislation was that resumes would be accepted in government, and the badly outdated 
Standard Form 171 (SF-171) would be eliminated. In light of this critical legislative step forward, | took 
the following actions: 


e | spoke with personnel expert Betty Waters at the United States Department of Agriculture (USDA), 
who was on the panel that determined that resumes would be accepted. She told me that the panel 
had authorized the development of a small brochure with printed guidelines for the new resume, the 
Optional Form 510, or OF-510. Although this brochure would affect almost 2 million Federal employ- 
ees and their careers, it would NOT contain a sample format for the new resume. 


| met with Dick Whitford, Director of Employment Information Services at the Office of Personnel 
Management (OPM), to discuss the format of the new “Federal resume.” He had no specific ideas 
as to how the resume should be formatted and presented. | then waited for the OPM to create a 
style guide, or manual, for employees to follow. Nothing was forthcoming. 


As an expert in the “old style” Federal application process (i.e., SF-171s), | decided to take matters 
into my own hands and design a “user-friendly” model of the Federal resume that would meet the 
required OF-510 guidelines referred to above. | wasted no time in setting up interviews with Federal 
human resources experts concerning their preferences for the new Federal resume. | compared the 
SF-171 and the instructions in the Optional Form 612 (OF-612) with the conventions of a standard 
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private-sector resume and designed the new resume for the Federal government. This new Federal 
resume would be different from the private-industry resume in that it would be longer, include more 
details, and have a consistent, conservative chronological format. This consistent style would please 
Federal human resources professionals, who were accustomed to systematic forms that contained a 
great deal of “regulatory compliance” information. 


After | developed the first Federal resume format, | proceeded to write a book to support my theories 
about the new Federal resume, along with its features and benefits. The book included 10 hard-copy 
samples as well as a cutting-edge PC disk, with Word samples/templates. | mortgaged my house for 
$50,000 to finance publication of the first 5,000 copies of my 250-page book in July 1995. The 
copies sold in two years (despite severe Federal cutbacks and two separate government furloughs 
during the same time period). | subsequently negotiated a publishing agreement with JIST 
Publishing of Indianapolis, a successful career book publisher. The book, entitled Federal Resume 
Guidebook, is now utilized in human resources offices, libraries, and career centers throughout the 
U.S. to help job seekers apply for Federal jobs. JIST will publish the third edition in 2003. 


As a direct result of my initiative, | brought about a major change in a critical Federal process that 
Federal insiders were essentially unable to achieve. Specifically, the large and cumbersome Federal 
human resources bureaucracy saw the need for major change in hiring practices when the Clinton/Gore 
administration announced the National Performance Review. But, despite their awareness of the need 
for rapid systemic change, they were unable to act quickly from “within” the system. In contrast, my 
entrepreneurship and desire to help Federal employees write their first Federal resumes enabled me to 
move out and develop the process that is used across the Federal government today. | am now recog- 
nized as the pioneer designer of the Federal resume throughout government, including the Office of 
Personnel Management, Federal human resources offices, career centers, and training offices. | am 
introduced in a variety of forums as the “Federal resume guru,” and am regularly hired as a “sole-source 
trainer” in more than 100 government agencies. Since 1995, | have written six books on the subject and 
have been published or quoted in more than 150 national newspapers, Web sites, and columns. | am 
interviewed on radio stations more than 200 times per year and travel extensively in the U.S. and 
Europe, conducting training on the subject of Federal resume writing. Finally, | am now a keynote speak- 
er for Federal training; professional associations on careers, resume writing, and training; and human 
resources recruitment conventions. 


Thousands of Federal employees and first-time applicants have now gained the confidence as well as 
the tools to write consistent Federal-style resumes to apply for jobs as a result of my books, training, and 
media presence. In recognition of the outstanding results of my innovative approach, countless Federal 
human resources experts now see me as an unofficial government spokesperson for recruitment and 
Federal jobs. My ability to communicate on the subject of Federal hiring procedures, and my ability to 
sell audiences on the need for excellent employees and high morale in government, is both unique and 
understandable to the average person who wants to serve his/her country through Federal employment. 
| am an advocate on behalf of working for the Federal government and continue to support recruitment 
while advocating for the applicant, making the hiring process easier through a streamlined, systematic, 
and flattering resume format and career-motivation printed materials. 


Finally, in recognition of the long-term and significant impact of my writings on the Federal hiring 
process, Mr. Paul Light, Vice President and Director of Government Studies, The Brookings Institution, 
recently wrote the following about my latest publication, Ten Steps to a Federal Job: 


“Despite all the efforts to the contrary, finding a Federal job is still a tough climb. Ten Steps to a Federal 
Job is the best guide you can find for the challenge.”

Note 
that the candidate includes the definition of 
each ECQ before addressing it. Although there 
is nothing technically wrong with doing this, it 
takes up valuable space you might need to elab- 
orate on your own experiences. You must stay 
within the page limit specified in the vacancy 
announcement.

‘Through active inyolyement in the operations ofthe Forest Service in the Held and through major reform programs 
coordinated by the Washinzton office, I have consistently demonstrated the stratezic vision necessary to assess the 
strengths and weaknesses of an organization and then to develop a course of effective change that improves 
substantial vulnerabilities affecting both Mic agency and the public it serves, 


Cuntext ind Chillenge: While sery ing in he Arapabo-Rouscvell Nalioual Forest (ARNF), 1 conducled risk 
analyses of fire-prevention eforts and identified key system vulnerabilities in two areas. First, we had not dedicated 
sufficient resources to the treatment of sections of the forest that had especially high rîsk of fires. Second, even 
Ihough the National Forests surrounded significant urban developments. lhe Forest Service bore disproportionate 
risks assucialed wilh Dre prevention and excessive costs of Hshling the Tires Lhal did occur. 


Actions: lo improve our [ire-prevenlion efforts, I betan more syslemalic idenlificalion of the fuels invenlories and 
established land-management programs—incluıding measures to improve treatments at a landscape scale—that 
would reduce risks in areas that the Forest Service controlled directly. T then initiated discussions with the Colorado 
Stale Forest Service: local sovcernmenl agcncics; afecled Linaber induslry orsanizalions: and conseryalion, willie, 
hunting, and olher organizations to idenlify Hre-management priorities and to refine previous strategies [or 
preventing and managing forest fires that might endanger the urban-forest interface. | involved wide participation in 
the revision of the Forest I.and Management Plan and the associated Environmental Impact Statement, enabling the 
ARNF to adopt a state-of-the-art document that has since become a ınodel replicated by other forests, 


RESULTS: Our new plan reduevcs risks lo furvfizhlers and te lhe public. improves the allocation of cost sharing in 
fighting fires, and strengthens the community ’s sense of "ownership? of both the forest and its responsibilities for 
etfective treatment and firefighting procedures. This service earned a T'orest Service award for Hxemplary Team 
T.eadership that led to the Torest Plan Revision. 


ConLext: ln addition lo this inilialive, | also demonstrated cTeelive lvadership in ihe adoplion of hg new Financial 
Foundation Information System (FF1S) al lhe nalional level. Challenge: During lhree delall assignments Ww lhe 
national office during |999, I led task groups contributing to the development of the Primary Purpose policy within 
TTTS, which will standardize major portions of the agency’s financial-manageıment practices. Using expertise that T 
had deycloped inaplencnling lhe Liified Budgel system al lhe local level, I developed and delivered prescntlalions lo 
Waslinslon-levcl Sialf Dircclors. budgsvt and accounting managers, and regional budgcl oliccrs, RESULTS: These 
briefiîngs—of the Primary Purpose Task Group (May xxxx) and the Vlulti-Funding and Prozram Management Task 
Group (June xxxx—earned me stature as the agency's leading expert on Primary Purpose. In addition to eaming 
tiyo certificates of merit, T was selected to lead the national training Yidce supporting im plcıncntation of he Primary 
Purpose componenl of lhe FFIS inplementation. This new nancial system strengthens our use of technology, 
linking policy priorities and our financial-manazement capabilities, and thoroughly demonstrates my ability to link

I contribute to a Federal workforce that reflects the nation’s diversity while sustaining the commitment to merit in 
our ciyil-servige sysicın. Î am a member of lhe Creek Tribe, Muskogee Nalion of Oklahoma, and work cfeelively 
wilh Lice Native Amcrican comuiupilics whe live in aml ncar nalional forcsts, 1 sucecssfully cooperated wilh not 
Forest Service families to house minority students in communities where they were working on the district during 
TYXX {four students) and FY XX (five students) field seasons. The student program is a central clement of our 
efforts lo imuproye diversily within Lhe Foresl Serv ice, 


Nly supervisory experience includes a variely of foresls, and I have eKeclively blended the temporary, seasonal. 
contracl, and full-time employees who are imporlantl lo Forest Service operalions. 


Challenge and Actions: As District Ranger and Ecosystem Groltp Leader from xxxx te the present, ] have 
maintained the temporary workforce to include 20 to 25% ıninoritics, an additional 25% women, and 5%% disabled. 
Nly Supervisory responsibililies lave inclurlcd managing a workforce as large as 55 full-line cmployces and 75 
seasonal staff, RESULTS: The professional development that 1 provide to all components of the workforce has 
assisted several employees to convert into the permanent workforce and enabled other employees to develop 
effective skills for use in other employment. 1 have mentored three employees to District Ranger positions in other 
rezions and three olhers onto Forest Level staff.

years, including seven females and lao minorilies (one female‘minurity). I have ensured diversity in each work 
group and promoted effective upward-mobi lity programs for numerous employees, including women, minorities, 
and persons with disabilities.

3. Results Driven 


T.arge national forests invariably require a balance of a multitude of cconomic, recreational, resour'ce-managcincnt, 
cnyironmenlal, ard conırmunily inlervsLs, During Lhe pust 10 scars, iu several different Forests, 1 have organized and 
relied heavily on teams representing the full range of interests served by these forests i1 accomplishing a variety of 
objectives. 


Context and challenge: I have managed large forests where communities depended upon substantial tim ber 
production lo sustain lhe local ¢conomy:, In {hese circumstances, developmen and implementation of an cMeclive 
sales stralety requires personal commitment by key stall and myself working closely wilh olher agencies and lhe 
public, and using a wide variety of both routine and innovative procedures to achieve understanding, compromise, 
and satisfaction and to avert costly and acrimonious appeals and litigation. 


Aetions: During fiscal ¥cars xxxx—xxxx, the Ternan District tcam produced 21 major Decision Naticcs, including 
two Environuculal lInpacl Stalcicrıls (E1S), and analyzed approximately 150,000 acres llal provided a potenlial 
125 NIMBF of timber. RESULTS: From those plans, the Forest Service realized sales of more than 100 MMBF. 
One of the LISS required during this period covered a roadless area with extensive habitat for wildlife and fish 
resources, Turing these years, the Forest Scrvice achieved a harvest of 160 MIMBTF, carefully planned to include 
long-lerm ceological goals. Revenue from these haryvesls Financed numcrous miles of read closures, and 5,000 
10.000 acres of wildlife improvement and security’. Ay’ the ezel of my tour as District Ranger, 1 had alse tastitutecl 
watershed rehabilitation projects valued at $30, HOU to š?} miftion per J'ear. These performance levels were 
uncommon even In the carly ‘90s, and ranked Ternan District among the top 10 districts in the nation in 
accomplishments in Liniber sales and watershed rehabilitation, This performance tnel or exceccdled all Idaho Forest 
Praclices AcLlregulalions, as well as Forest Plan Slandards and Guidelines, 


In addition to harvest and sales performance measures. 1 work with community organizations to develop and 
implement sustainable activities within forests’ capabilities. Some of this success results from my ability to 
recognize opportunities based on my cxtensive and varicd background. Challenge: For cxamplg, a cornmunity of 
Laolian iuımigrants living near onc forest wanled beargrass which we considered a weed lo use in weaving. 
Actions and RESULTS: Using experience gained elsewhere, my negotiations led to a resolution that enabled the 
T.antians to successfully begin harvesting the beargrass for weaving and significantly enhanced 

reverumes returned to the forest, more than any ather miscellaneous-products program in the region. 


Frequently, vcgclalion management on lands adjacent lo urban areas requires complex assessmcnls of lhe seenit 
values associated wilh vislts; and we coordinate slrulesies wilh cormmunily' inleresls in hese areas. Context nd 
Challenge: While on the Ferman Ranger District, | developed an outstanding vegetative management plan for a 
hillside that was visible from nearby population centers. We went the extra mile to ensure full coin munity’ 
participation in all stages of the planning. Our outrcaclh enabled full understanding of the purpose of the chosen 
miunugemenl stralesies, RESULTS: Wu achieved Lhe projecu’s Lull range of goals, and lhe public was pleased ils 
vistas were not damaged. I received the Forest Supervisor ’s Award for Excellence in Implententing Neu 
Perspezrives for this project. These interactions with the interested communities provide the sustained feedback 
necessary lo mcasure the success of performance and lo anticipate communily concerns when we Initiale new 
projecls, 


Hhese communitr-centerecd approaches t0 forest management reflect Well mv conmitment to developing mtd using 
hoth performative measures and feedback mechanisms essential to aitain effective resulis in Federal programs.

Actions: In addition 
developing hizhly effective teams, employees whom I have supervised are recruited actively and sought by other 
T'orest Service managers for the breadth of their skills. RESULTS: In addition to serving aş career mentor te several 
proftssionals who have advanced to supervisory ranks, T work effectively in partnership with all employees througlı 
their desigualedl representatives in lhe National Federation of Federal Employves. 


In managing forests, 1 work closely with community organizations to establish objectives for sustainable. 
comprehensive management of forest resources. My leadership has been demonstrated through innovative methods 
of incorporating performance measures to monitor wildlife, rehabilitation, scenic vistas, and other con munity 
concerns, In addition 10 innûvalive, communily-based performance goals for operations, I have a solid busincss 
seuse in managing fiscal resources, 


Context and Challenge: ] have developed and justitied budyet-execution plans of as much as $4.2 million per year. 
Actions: My financial-management abilities are reflected through my ability to manage forests to make effective use 
of appropriated funds while generating a diverse stream of revenues te support a comprchensive plan for managing 
cach forest consisıcnl wilh sustainable management principles. 1 ani widely rceognized as Llc regional expert on Lhe 
unified budget system and have delivered nearly 20 training presentations on the unified budget in uther district 
offices. My knowledge of the unified budget and skill in presentations provided a strong foundation for the 
Washington Office to rceruit me for participation on the national tcaın devcloping the Financial Foundation 
Information System (FFIS). RESULIS: This syslem is essential 0 inlcgralc our oeperalions wilh severnmcrl=w id¢ 
aceounling and cash-mandtement requiremenls overseen by lhe General Accounling Office, dnd is essential lo Tull 
implementation of the Chief Financial Officers Act. I chaired three of the Task Groups participating in FFIS 
development and played a leading rale in the videotape, distributed nationally. to explain a key component of the 
syslem, Prinary Purpose policy.

5. Building Coalitions/Comm unication 


I am an active participant in the communities surrounding the forests where | work, and am adept at reaching out to 
the full range of business, civic, recreational, conscrvation-enyironmental, and other groups and agencies with 
inlcresls in Forcsl Service programs and policics. 1 lave fortncd cffeciive partnerships al a long sucecssion of 
National Forests, adjusting local priorities to address community concems within the umbrella of national law's and 
policies. 


Example: Specifically, I convened a “sounding board” that met |4 times during a two-year perind to secure 
approval of an Environmental Inpacl Sialement authorizing roadless entry Lo Ihe Idaho Panhandle National Forest, 
(his occurred in lhe early 90s before “collaboralion” was being used in the Forest Service,) These Iormal meetings 
were supplemented by numerous informal consultations to secure agreement among all interested groups. 


RESULTS: In addition to effective partnerships with community organizations, T have forged strong alliances 
with relaled Federal agenties such as Lhe Nalional Park Service, Lhe Fish and Wildlife Service, and Lhe 
Bureau of Land ManageuenlL, I lave also worked cICvliycly with several slale Jeparlrncnts of fish and samt 
(especially in Califomia. Wyoming, Idaho, and Colorado} on coordination of improvement projects for wildlife and 
fish; review and modification of timber, range, and recreation projects: cooperative wildlife monitoring: animal 
Iransplanis: analysis oF game. non-game, thircatened, and endangered species: and lay enforceingit, 


RESULTS: These agencies conlribuled te significant projects, inelukling ù mulli-year clk (ransplanı [rom Rcdwvod 
National Park {CA), a major wildfire control and prescribed burning program adjacenl lo Grand Teton National Park 
(WY), and many other wilderness, recreation, and law-enforcement programs. In Idaho, | worked effectively with

My professional career includes experiance managing a wide range of forests, fields, streams, plants, wildlife, and 
other dimensions of natural environments. Through more than 20 years of experience after carning my bachelor’s 
degree in wildlile management, 1 sucecssfully eperalcd a variety of forcsl, rangcland. and wildlife-managcrmcnl 
programs in California, Wyoming. ldaho, and Colorado. I have worked closely with community and industry 
organizations to achieve substantial timber harvests while completing the reforestation, preservation, and restoration 
of watersheds and their associated wildlife and fisheries habitats. Other programs I have successfully led are 
District Lands and District Business lınagement functions, Forest Air Quility, Recreation‘Willerness, intl 
Heritage functions. 


Context and Actions: I have established leadership throughout the Forest Service in my aggressive, analytical 
approach to the prevention of forest fires and restoring the landscape within natural fîre rcgimes,. T have conducted 
intensive risk analysis of forests, most reecntly Arapaho-Roosevelt National Forest {ARNF). and sparked substantial 
increases in the acreage receiving preventive lrealmenl tach year. Where lhe ARNF had treated 700 lo 1,000 acres 
annually before my arrival, through intensive efforts within the Forest Plan revision and through on-the-ground 
workforce efforts we are now treating over 3.000 acres and are on target to treat over 7,000 acres per year, a five- to 
lcıii-feld increase, Challenge: This approaclı builds on my success resolving a Lrcalmcni backlog al Ihc Ferhan 
District of lhe Idaho Panhandle National Forest (PNE). Here my Disiricl was treating lcss han 500 acrcs pur yvar 
and adding to a 10. 000-acre backlog each year due to indecision and inaction. RESULTS: As District Ranger, I 
shifted workload to ensure treatment of a minimum of 700 to 1.000 acres annually, steadily reducing the backlog. 
Boll siluatiens included innovatiye approaches lo landscape management to reduce risks, especially al e Torgst’s 
urban interface, In addilion te Lreatmenl. 1 have worked with local communities lo provide beller evalualion of he 
risks associated with fFires—dleveloping inclusive formulas that ensure full consideration of resource values—and to 
institute more equlitable cost sharing for fire prevention and firefighting atforts. 


My experience includes over cight years as ficld binlogist responsible for wildlife, range, noxious wecds, botany, 
and fishcrics. wilh tro diren agcncics, al four stations and covcring a wide range of habilats and animals. Llıcse 
included high-elevation forests, desert grasslands, and temperate rain forests. 1 have also coordinated responses to 
numerous sensitive, threatened. and endangered plants, animals and fish, including spotted owls, soshawks, 
endangered non-game warm-walcr fish, anadromous sleclhcad trout. and salmon, This brcadth of experience 
provides a sirong basis [or understanding offeclive ccological principles and provides a sirong record of success.

and fishers who sain subslanlial recreational benefit Irom lhe wildlife inhabiling the national [orests. {his st'org 
range of experiences and ability to apply contemporary management oats io monitoring and enhancing these

EXECUTIVE CORE QUALIFICATIONS 
1. Leading Change 


My 18-ycar carcer in the Department of Defense reflects sustaincd professional growth 
integrating key risk-analysis factors in the development and deployment of a multitude of 
advanced aerospace weapons systems. Relinemenl of cost eslimalion requires a progressively 
more precise understanding of proposed weapons systems in the national security strategy, a5 
reflected in emcrgcent technologies and policies. Thorough assessment of the life-cyclc risk 
factors associaled wilh any long-lerm plan requires accurae understanding of national missions 
in the context of a global environinent that experienced substantial changes during the period. I 
believe that my sophisticated understanding of the relationship of risk assessment to 
strategie thinking enhances my ability to lead change in the future Federal workforce. 


Challenge: Industries supporting government prograins were intensely suspicious at the 
government implementation of the Cost’Schcdule Control Systems Criteria (C/SCSC) during the 
1980s. While leading more than 50 CSCSC validation reviews, I noled lhal (he review criteria 
allowed lor only “salislactory,.’ “marginal,” and “unsatisfactory” ratines. Lhe score sheet, in 
cffcct, provided neither incentives nor opportunities to recognize cxccllence., 


Result: Accordingly, I used my responsibilities as a CSCSC Review Director working for Air 
Force Syslems Cominand 1o gain support [or adding “good,” “very mood,” andl “excellent” lo the 
ratings. More than fostering competition for higher ratings, the additional factors cncouragced the 
government to be more Forthcoming about evaluation criteria and strengthened the exchange of 
information belween the agency and ils contraclors, which [ostered an alnosphere ol conliiuous 
improvement. 


Today, lhe govemmenl and delense industry have developed from criteria controlled and 
maintained only by government to standards established and maintained by industry. My early 
work promoted an environment where the common management goals of Tarncd Value 
Mianagemenl (EVM) are achieved lo lhe benefit of bolh government and industry. I continue to 
apply this mutually bencficial approach in advancing integration of the cost estimating and 
earned-value communities by including insight from cost-risk identification and reporting 
in earned-value management implementation. 


Context and Challenge: In {he early 1990s, as a Space and Missile Syslems Center (SMC) Cosl 
Branch Chicf, T recognized that our cost estimates did not adequately account for risks. 


Actiens: In xxxx, under an agreement between local program managers and contractors, I 
arbilraled disagreements related lo a congressionally driven studly inlo mfrared satellite systems. 
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NATHAN LEYINE, SSN UOU-O0U-0U00, ISA-ISES-U5 


The Air Force planned to acquire two separate infrared satellite systems that appeared 
duplicative, so a committee proposed consolidation of the two systems. Working with an 
Aerospace Corp. cost engineer, we developed lhe cost-risk posilons of each satellite sy stem bul 
produced estimates that were considered too high. This experience confirmed the need for a 
better systen of “risk-to-cost impact? translation. With my cxpericncc in prioritization systems, T 
developed a proposal lo hire a cost-suıpporl conlraclor lo help develop an approach, using such a 
prioritization system that would reduce the ainbiguity in cost-risk impacts. I secured local 
funding to develop a mechanism to credibly translate risk inte cost impact, called the Cost-Risk 
ldentifcalion and Management System (CRIMS). 


Results: This $60,000 investment in refined methodology strengthened the analysis supporting a 
multibillion-dollar contract for cngincering manufacturing development. This methodology 
conlinues lo supporl development of Lhe Eyolved Expendable Launch Vehicle and the Space- 
Based Infrared Satellite Systems as they ıneet the funding challenges posed by the teclmical risks 
today. My role in the development and prontotion of tis risk-assessment methodology 
thoroughly demonstrates my ability to lead change.

Tor the past 15 ycars, I have orchestrated ad hoc teams with members from geographically 
dispersed DoD-wide locations, led leams organizing nalionally allended conferences, direclly 
supervised employees. and spearheaded the cultural transformation [or Air Force inpleınentation 
of acquisition reforms.

During the 
inlerviews I conducled, several minorily candidales slood oul, and L hired lhem consislenlly 
through merit-system procedures, I ensured appropriate training and on-the-job experiences vital 
to enhance their opportunitics.

I leveraged my posilion al lhe RFP Supporl Olfice 10 build 
awareness of the affordability tools available during development of RFPs. I convinced the 
leadership of both the EELV and SBIRS Iligh programs lo utilize Lhis tool sel. I (rained the staf} 
of their Aerospace Corp. engineers ih the use ol lhe tools, convincing them of the importance of 
applying these tools for acquiring the most affordablc systems during source sclcction, 


RESULTS: The Cost-Risk Identification and Management System (CRIMIS) that I have 
developed ahd refmecl provides lhe [ranıework for risk eslimalion as a projecl is being 
devçlopcd, risk management during implementation, and post-tacto risk assessment to strengthen 
accountability and build data for better risk assessment in future programs. This comprehensive 
approuch t0 risk management and cust analysis provides an accurate reflection of my drive fo 
achieve contin tous itnprovement ih QgeNCY PrOGFGINS.

4. Business Acumen 


Context and Challenge: As Chief of he Air Force Cost Centers Inlormalion Syslems Branch, 1 
realized that a tool was needed that would enable the Center Conımander to optimize the 
available budget. Actions: Bascd on a concept for such a tool using new commercial 
priorilizalion and oplimizalion soflware, I hired a decision-supporl soflware Iirm lo assisL 
development and produced a tool the Center Commander used to prioritize researcl and data- 
collection projects. Knowing the skepticism associatcd with computer-generated solutions, T 
chose lools hal were sulicienlly sensilive lo provide flexibilily in exploring opllons and likely 
consequences. 


RESULTS: This approach defused initial objections to using a computer and ultimately 
facilllaled consensus. The commander was very salisled wilh the resulls, confidenl thal he 
optimized the use of his scarce financial resources, and we institutionalized the process for 
subsequent years. 


Context and Challenge: In xxxx, the Nalional Polar Orbiting Environmental Salellile Syslem 
(NPOESS) program manager requested my help in evaluating the teclnical cost-risk impacts for 
this ambitious new weather-satellite system. The task was a Joint Program Office (AT. NASA. 
and NOAA) wilh two program olfces: one in Los Angeles, CA, and lhe other in Silver Spring, 
NID. I needed 1ö get lhe consensus of both groups of sensor enkineers. Initially, lhe Wesl Coast 
cngincers’ results were disputed by the Fast Coast, who had not participated in the West Coast 
cost-risk evaluation. 


Actions: lo break the deadlock, 1 utilized a sofiware program and telephonic connection thal 
allowed me to facilitate the risk cvaluation from a computer nctwork in T.os Angcles. with a 
simultaneous broadcast of lhe computer program images te the Silver Spring, MD, office. 


RESULTS: Lhis approach proved enormously successful, wilh bolh aroups of enzineers 
rcaching a consensus that there waş much morc risk in developing the sensors than was initially 
believed. The program acquisition strategy was reconsidered after the risk evaluation, resulting 
in multiple sensor-developinent study contracts prior to advancing into Engineering Manufacture 
and Design. This use of an available, advanced information management system assisted the 
program in avoiding a premalure EMD slarl, strengthening prouram performance md reducing 
long-term risks that could have proven wasteful.

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5. Building Coalitions/ Communication 


Context and Challenge: As the presidenl of Lhe Southern California chapter of lhe Society of 
Cost Estimating and Analysis (SCEA) in xxxx, I was asked by the Mlissile Cenler’s advanced 
planning organization to sponsor a Cost as an Independent Variable (CATV) workshop. 


Actions: I had been very active, personally, in presenting “Cos seminars On al the XXXX—XXXX 
Acquisilion Reform Weeks al SMC, and knew of the inleresl of lhe defense community i1 
understanding CATV and the govcrnmcnt’s plan for implementation. Wc anticipated attendance 
of 20 people from the local xovernment and defense industry. We convinced expert speakers 
wilh experience iı lhis policy from Air Force HQ 10 speak and recruited comparable people from 
industry. We also recruited industry personnel who were inplementing this cost process to share 
their experiences. RESULTS: We held the workshop in March xxxx and over 110 people 
allended. We had altracled represenlalives [rom the defense industry and government Irom all 
over the country. The workshop was so inforinatiye that there was immediate consensus to hold 
another workshop within six months. 


Context and Challenge: In Oclober xxxx | presided over lhe second “Cost” workshop. I 
persuaded the Society Board that the focus of the second workshop should be the development of 
a Government Industry CAIF (rHide. Between the first workshop and this one, Air Torcce HQ had 
selected Space and Missile Systems Cenler (SMC) as the focal point For reinventing the CAIV 
process wilhin lhe Air Force. Actions: 1 was also asked 1o be a part ol thal lean. One of ihe 
outputs required of the Rcinvcntion Team was a product. and I convinced the lead to utilize the 
second SCLEA CAIY Workshop Guide as the Reinvention Teant’s product. Tle agreed. 


We recruiled ihe OSD Cost as an Independent Variable lead official aš our keynole speaker, as 
well as other service subject-matter cxpert dircctors and the Air Forces lcader. This timc the 
workshop attracted over 140 attendces. We produced the outlinc for the Guide, and as tenets for 
Cost as an Independenl Variable were taking shape, lhe Reduclon of Tolal Ownership Costs 
(RTOC) office requested our assistance in shaping their Guide. The Cost as an Independent 
Variable Reinvention Team leader and I realized that there was enough similarity between CAIV 
1enels and LOC processes thal 1 recommended nıerknt lhe 1wo concepls. We discussed lhis 
with the tcam lcad and formed an operating coalition between the two tcams built on govcrnment 
and industry communication that I sponsored using the Society of Cost Estimating and Analysis 
organizalion. 


RESULTS: The consolidated RTOCFCAIYF Guide can be accessed today from the RTOC office 
Web site. My lcadership in this areca carned me positions on the Cost-Tstimating Reinvention 
team, lhe Eamed Value ManagemenL team, and the Cost as an Independent Variable inlegraling 
group for the Air Force. ] retain an active interest in these issues as I expand ıny skills in budget 
arcas. This experience fully demonstrates my ability to build coalitions within the 
Department of Defense and with its contractors to enhance the effectiveness of government 
operations.

You'll find 
the ones that do clustered disproportionately at the upper end of most organizations, and that’s no 
coincidence. 


The CareerProofing System 


CareerProofing is wealth management for your most important financial asset. From securing your 
fundamentals to increasing the return on your investment, you should look at fitting a range of 
strategies and tactics into your professional life. In the same way that it's a bad idea to start your 
retirement planning for the first time when you're 62, it’s an equally bad idea to wait until the 
downsizing, reorganization, commercial activities study, or buyout announcement is made to check 
to see that your Federal resume is up-to-date. 


Level One: Protect Your Assets 

Like any good financial-management strategy, the first level of CareerProofing is to safeguard and 
protect the asset itself. What do you need to do to improve your job security, your promotability, 
your ability to change jobs or agencies, the quality of your references, the scope and level of your 
assignments and special projects, and the range of your personal network? 
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Level Four: Make Job Hunting and 
Upward Mobility a Regular 
Practice 

Of course, upward mobility generally requires 
job hunting; thus, seeking out new positions 
and new challenges forms the fourth level of 
CareerProofing. The critical difference between 
normal job hunting and a CareerProofing 
approach is that it's much better to seek out new 
opportunities when you don’t desperately need a 
new job. Unfortunately, at the times you most 
need an opportunity, they are most scarce. 
Instead, develop options when you don’t need 
them. That way, you can pursue only those 
opportunities that form a clear step upward. 


By the way, it's important to remember that 
although for many people job changing is part 
of career development, there are others who find 
that the same job or the same program can pro- 
vide a careers worth of satisfaction. If that 
describes you, your concern in job hunting is 
not so much to seek out a better position, but 
rather to learn how to protect yourself in the 
event that your job, your program, or your office 
becomes part of commercial activity studies, or 
suffers a cut or reorganization that could leave 
you hanging when you have only two to five 
years before collecting your Federal retirement. 


Level Five: Get Involved in Your 
Profession 

Parallel with job hunting is a fifth level of the 
CareerProofing system, which is industry or pro- 
fessional involvement. Besides your job, your 
program, or your agency, you are often part of 
a field. Professionals in that field often have 
organizations, conferences, networks, and other 
structures that can help you achieve multiple 
goals in your career. In addition to the obvious 
opportunities for job hunting that these organi- 
zations provide, they also provide educational 
and training opportunities, the stimulation of 
like-minded professionals with similar enthusi- 
asms and passions, a wider perspective on the 
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Level Two: Add Value to Where 
You Work 


In the same way that the ultimate value of a 
share of stock is related to the value of the com- 
pany itself, your value—and therefore your 
career security—is related to the contribution 
you make. The second level of CareerProofing is 
to find out how you can add the most value to 
your organization, your agency, your program, 
and your office. Are your performance goals in 
alignment with the mission of your organiza- 
tion? Do you understand the goals and objec- 
tives of those in your management chain, and 
are you seen as contributing to the achievement 
of their goals and objectives? Ultimately, real job 
security and real advancement are given to those 
who are seen as contributing to larger value. 
This level also involves understanding office 
politics, organizational dynamics, and the people 
strategy that is part of every successful career 


path. 


In the case of commercial activities studies in 
many government agencies, the better you know 
your value to your organization; the organiza- 
tion's programs, policies, and procedures; and 
your performance goals, the more competitive 
you will be against the private-sector bidders. 


Level Three: Improve the Value of 
the Assets 

Building further on this idea, the third level of 
the CareerProofing system is to improve the 
value of the asset, both inherently and in terms 
of contribution. You increase the potential value 
of a career through developmental activities. 
These include obtaining training, learning and 
practicing new skills, seeking out developmental 
job assignments that fit you to take on new 
responsibilities, and working on areas that might 
be weak or troublesome for you. In addition to 
increasing the innate asset value, you want to 
look for ways to put the new value to work for 
the organization and for the mission, vision, and 
values of those in your chain. 
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For example, investing one hour a day in an 
activity might be challenging but probably not 
impossible. It also doesn’t seem like it would 
make that big a difference. Over the span of a 
single year, however, an hour a day (we'll add in 
weekends on the assumption that this is some- 
thing to benefit you at home as well as at the 
office) adds up to 365 hours. That's the equiva- 
lent to 45 eight-hour days with five hours left 
over! That's over two months of five-day-a-week 
office time, which is a tremendous resource. 
Imagine what you could get done if someone 
would leave you alone for two months at the 
office! Of course, that’s unlikely to happen, and 
interrupted time isn’t quite as efficient as unin- 
terrupted time. Still, small amounts of time do 
add up to significant blocks if you stay at it. 


A fundamental rule for building a financial nest 
egg is “Pay yourself first.” In other words, take 
out of your paycheck the money you plan to 
invest before you pay your bills, rather than pay 
your bills and then invest what's left over. The 
reason, of course, is that you're going to have too 
much week left over at the end of your check. 
Set a regular weekly goal of completing 
CareerProofing activities. To increase your likeli- 
hood of success, make appointments with your- 
self in your calendar. Keep a log of what you've 
accomplished and review it from time to time. 
Although the first few entries in the savings 
account of a new investor often dor't look 
inspiring, as the numbers mount up, so does 
the incentive to keep with the program. 


Because CareerProofing activities can also be 
normal work activities, list these normal activi- 
ties as well. Take credit for them on the 
CareerProofing side of the ledger. You deserve 
it, and it also helps build good habits. 


Protect Your Assets 


As we discussed, the first part of a 
CareerProofing strategy is improving your job 
security where you are. The more secure you are, 
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work going on in your field, a source of new 
ideas and directions to bring back to the office, 
and much more. Contributing to the develo p- 
ment of your field or profession is a success 
strategy that can be powerful in the same way as 
contributing to the value of your organization or 
program. 


A Closer Look 


Let's take a closer look at CareerProofing and 
learn how to do it. Like most ideas worth acting 
upon, there is a minimum level of time and 
effort you need to spend on a regular basis in 
order to reap the benefits that await you. 


We started by comparing your career to financial 
assets such as a 401(k) or a stock portfolio. 
Financial assets can be acquired, conserved, 
invested, grown, and used. All these things have 
analogues from a CareerProofing perspective. 
Our first and most serious recommendation to 
you is to make CareerProofing a weekly require- 
ment in your life, as important as exercise, 
investment, or other long-term ways you build 
your future. 


Of course, if you're like many busy two-career 
professional families today, the idea of adding 
an extra obligation to an over-stressed, over- 
committed life sounds a little ludicrous, no mat- 
ter how well-intentioned or well-argued it might 
be. We don’t want to add a burden to an over- 
burdened life, and fortunately, it doesn’t have to 
take a lot of extra effort. In fact, some valuable 
CareerProofing activities are things you likely do 
anyway for other reasons. By looking at these 
things in a slightly different light, you can get 
extra value out of the same work, which is a 
more realistic goal for a lot of us. 


One important idea in making life-change 
investments is that relatively small amounts of 
time add up dramatically, the same way that 
small amounts of money invested regularly and 
earning compound interest turn into surpris- 
ingly large amounts of money over time. 


satisfactory on the former might be 
shocked at how low his or her job perform- 
ance is rated by peers or superiors. Do a 
brief review of how you are getting along 
with different parts of the organization, 
with special attention to the power brokers. 
Determine where you might need to mend 
fences; then get to work. 


x Position description issues. What does 
your job description actually say, and how 
does it relate to the position as it is actually 
performed? If there are major discrepancies 
(which is not unusual), is it appropriate to 
propose a rewrite? 


By the time performance appraisal season rolls 
around, it’s often too late to do anything con- 
structive. At best, youll be repairing damage. 
First, have your boss describe behaviorally what 
exceeding expectations and goals looks like. Try 
to get regular, ongoing feedback and show that 
you are the kind of professional who welcomes it 
and profits from it. 


Your success in an organization depends on 
many factors, but the hard-to-quantify concept 
of “organizational fit,” which is largely subjec- 
tive, plays a huge role in decisions about promo- 
tions, retention, layoffs, and dismissal. Although 
that role might sometimes be offstage, it never- 
theless has significant impact on your career 
prospects and job security. 


It’s vital to remember that you are seldom the 
sole arbiter of what “good work” means in your 
office. Your boss, your boss’s superiors and peers, 
your own peers, subordinates, colleagues in 
other departments, customers, and stakeholders 
outside the organization might all get a vote. 


Be a Team Player 

It’s perfectly legitimate and appropriate to seek 
career rewards. Organizations offer incentives, 
raises, and promotions as ways to motivate cer- 
tain types of performance. At the same time, we 
become suspicious and resentful of people whom 
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the more valued you are, the more productive 
you are, and the more attractive you'll be to 
other prospective employers. Nothing can 
replace having strong fundamentals, yet some 
people neglect this central concept in their 
career-management strategies.

Do Good Work 


“Do good work” sounds far too obvious to 
repeat; however, the concept of “good” can be 
slippery in certain situations. A mismatch 
between your idea of “good” and your boss's idea 
of “good” can lead to disaster in short order. 


Consider the following: 


x Performance objectives. Do you have 
negotiated performance objectives for the 
current rating period? Are some of them in 
the form of special projects or objectives? 
Often, such projects become “OBE,” or 
“Overtaken by Events,” swept away in the 
flood of daily crises. Unfortunately, at rat- 
ing time, these can come back to haunt 
you. When the situation and your objec- 
tives must change, sit down with your boss 
and get your objectives formally changed. 


x Quality and priority areas. Are you deliver- 
ing in all the critical quality areas in your 
job description? Many professionals deliver 
outstanding results in several areas but fall 
short in others, perhaps because they con- 
sider them secondary or unimportant. Does 
your boss view priorities in the same light 
you do? 

x Key relationships. How are your relation- 
ships with the people with whom you have 
to work? In measuring perceived quality, 
customers report that the quality of service 
and attitude is often at least equal in 
importance to the quality of the product 
or technical performance. A person who 
is outstanding on the latter but not 
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Understand and Manage Priorities 
Its normal—but not always wise—to consider 
the assignments that you have been given to be 
your #1 priority. In reality, sometimes assign- 
ments of relatively minor importance are shifted 
from a superior’s desk to yours not because they 
have priority, but precisely because they do not. 
Dropping everything to take care of those 
assignments does not necessarily add value; 
sometimes it shows that you don’t have the req- 
uisite understanding of the big picture. When 
you're given assignments from your boss's desk, 
ask where the assignment ranks in priority with 
your other regular work and objectives. 


Know When “Good Enough” 
Really Is 


A vital—and often overlooked—principle in 
organizational effectiveness is the concept of 
“good enough.” You'll often hear the concept 
dismissed as associated with poor performance, 
but that’s sloppy thinking. All the projects in our 
organization take place within an environment 
known as the Triple Constraints, the intersection 
of time (how long have we got), resources (how 
much can we spend, including both dollars and 
resources, such as person-hours), and perform- 
ance (what the output must achieve).

In a complex world, normally one leg of the 
Iriple Constraints takes precedence. Let's say 
you're writing a report. If the purpose of the 
report is to provide the Assistant Secretary with 
backup on his or her Congressional testimony on 
‘Tuesday, then time is likely the driver. Missing 
the hearing is not an option. Therefore, you will 
do some combination of spending additional 
resources/person-hours, or limiting the scope 
covered in the report. Depending on the type of 
hearing, either strategy might have its place. 
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we perceive are gaming the system to maximize 
their rewards at the expense of other people. 


The most successful go after the legitimate 
rewards, but at the same time remember that 
they are team players and take care of the needs, 
goals, and aspirations of others as well. In most 
cases, there is little conflict between behaving 
decently and supportively toward your col- 
leagues and pursuing your own ambitions. In 
the cases where conflict exists, sometimes being 
too career-focused will come back to haunt you 
when people who feel injured by your activities 
have a later opportunity to do likewise. The 
more decent approach is often the smarter and 
more practical one as well. 


Regardless of your career ambitions, you have 
responsibilities toward your current job and your 
current colleagues. Take care of those responsi- 
bilities in an ethical, positive, open, and honest 
manner. Actively look for concrete ways to help 
your colleagues advance and develop. Not only 
does that count toward doing today’s job well, 
you can also mark it down as a CareerProofing 
activity! 


Add Value to Where You Work 


When the organization knows the unambiguous 
value you provide, your security is at its highest. 
Only if the entire program is in jeopardy is your 
personal career on the line. In addition, people 
who add value are on the top of the list of those 
considered for promotion, for two important 
reasons. The first is, of course, the value itself. 
‘The second is a bit more subtle: A person who 
adds real value is also a person who understands 
what the real mission of the organization or pro- 
gram is all about. Notice in this case “real” 
means “in accordance with the beliefs of those in 
charge,” which might not always be the same 
ideas you hold. 


Be Principled, Even When Others 
Are Not 


Although some principles are a function of one’s 
political beliefs or positions on one or more of 
the issues of the day, other principles, such as 
honesty and fair dealing, are relatively independ- 
ent of party lines. Principles are not, as some 
suppose, synonymous with weakness. They are a 
source of long-term strength. Someone who does 
not keep his or her word might achieve occa- 
sional short-term tactical advantage, but some- 
one known to be reliable and consistently honest 
has credibility in difficult situations. Such a rep- 
utation takes time to build and is a long-term 
strategic asset. 


Be realistic about other people. It is perfectly 
principled to keep your word but withhold trust 
from someone who has demonstrated unreliabil- 
ity. Give people the benefit of the initial doubt, 
even though some will let you down. As your 
reputation grows, people who might not always 
be honest with others might find your trust an 
asset worth preserving. Look around the organi- 
zation. Youll often find a few people who tend 
to be treated better than average. What is it that 
they do that is different? 


Putting It All Together 


The concept of CareerProofing exists to remind 
you that there's more to career management than 
job hunting, and more to doing a job well than 
getting today’s work assignments off your desk. 
Professionals are normally entrusted with the 
care of organizational assets and important 
Federal missions. We are responsible for ensur- 
ing that they are used properly, not wasted, and 
not prematurely worn out and thrown away. 


We, too, are organizational assets, and we must 
be used properly, not wasted, and not prema- 
turely worn out and thrown away. Ideally, our 
bosses and our managers consider this one of 
their obligations, but it is not solely their 
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If there are only two qualified people available 
to write a certain report, then it will either take 
longer to write the report, or the scope or depth 
of the report will have to be limited. Resources in 
this case are the driver. If the accuracy in the 
financial data must be in the range of +1%, 
there is a measured performance driver, and it 
will either take more time or more resources to 
achieve it, and so on. 


If you can identify what part of “good” is 
mandatory and what part is flexible, your ability 
to achieve balance within the bigger picture is 
dramatically improved. 


Objective Versus Subjective 
Quality 

The picture is made more complex by office 
politics. All professionals quickly learn that a 
CareerProofing strategy must take office politics 
into account. One key predictor of how unpleas- 
ant or dangerous the office politics tend to be in 
a given organization is how objective or subjec- 
tive is the definition of quality performance. 
When it’s unambiguous and relatively nonnego- 
tiable who is performing and who isn’t, some of 
the nastier varieties of office politics tend to 
remain in abeyance. If, on the other hand, quali- 
ty is largely a subjective characteristic, or is sub- 
stantially determined by political affiliation or 
perspective, infighting tends to take on a more 
negative cast. In such an environment, making 
sure that you're seen as a performer in all quality 
measurements that are objective is one critical 
element in demonstrating that you add value.

In such an environment, negotiate performance 
expectations and goals clearly and up front. 
Unclear and indefinite goals and projects are 
likely to be interpreted through a filter of 
subjectivity. In such an environment, youre 
more likely to lose than to win. 
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Thats why you should think in terms of 
CareerProofing rather than in terms of career 
management or job hunting. Your career is cer- 
tainly about the money you make, the promo- 
tions and respect you earn, and the recognition 
you receive. It is also about the work you do, the 
benefit you provide others, and the value that 
you leave behind. As professionals, we do not 
have to choose between these goals; we integrate 
them. In the process, we achieve greater security, 
greater growth, greater satisfaction, and greater 
results. 
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obligation; it is first and foremost our own. We 
are expected as professionals to take the primary 
responsibility for self-management, if for no 
other reason than we are the people in the best 
position to know our true situation. 


We deserve and have a right to professional self- 
development, growth, and advancement in line 
with our potential and our desires, but we are 
also the primary force that must act to achieve 
what we deserve. Our career goals are not 
incompatible with doing our jobs, and many 
work activities support both at the same time. 


CHAPTER 18

and graduate students are very familiar with the Curriculum Vitae (CV), which differs‏ کک 
substantially from business resumes and Federal resumes. Whereas a business resume is usually‏ 
limited to two pages and is highly focused or tailored to a job ad, the CV has no length limit and is‏ 
meant to catalog the sum total of your experience. You can add a description of yourself in the form‏ 
of a tag line or brief profile statement to a business resume; however, that type of information is‏ 
usually included in the cover letter when you're using a CV to apply for scientific jobs outside of‏ 
government. Business resumes are meant to be quickly scanned, whereas CVs are meant to be stud-‏ 
ied. Both the format and actual information presented in a business resume vary widely. CVs in‏ 
general have standard sections; additionally, discipline-specific CVs have their own standard sec-‏ 
tions. Federal resumes fall between these two extremes.‏ 


As a scientist or graduate student, you should already have a CV. Indeed, it's a good idea to update 
your CV every time you do something new such as publish, get a grant, or present a paper at a 
meeting. Some things never leave your CV (such as your publications); however, you might decide 
that other things are too old or are no longer relevant to include on your CV as you advance profes- 
sionally (such as the committees you served on as a graduate student). Even then, it's a good idea to 
save those deleted items in a separate file because you never know when youll need to remind your- 
self of what you actually did in the past (such as now, as you write a Federal resume!). Building a 
CV is a continual process and should be taken seriously; that's why spending a few minutes to 
update it whenever necessary is important. 


The good news is that it’s easy to convert a CV into a Federal resume. CVs have standard sections, 
including contact information and affiliation, education, professional experience, publications, 

and so on. Some of these sections can go by different names. Whether you use a section labeled 
Professional Activities or Academic Service; Teaching Experience or Courses Taught; or Grants, 
Grants and Funding, Selected Grants, or Competitive Grants is not important here. You might even 
have sections that are not discussed here or sections that are particular to your field of study. Just 
match the sections discussed here with your own and follow the examples for sections with similar 
kinds of information in lieu of an exact match. 
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The following table is a quick comparison between what sections a typical CV contains and what a 
Federal resume contains.

List your positions but add descriptions of your 
duties. This is where yovw’ll need to add key- 
words or phrases from the job announcement. 
You shouldnt need to embellish here; after all, 
you should be applying for jobs for which you 
have relevant experience. You will, however, need 
to phrase your descriptions so that the human 
resources personnel who are grading your appli- 
cation can see that you are indeed qualified. (See 
chapter 8 for more on writing work experience 
descriptions.) 


If you're a graduate student or a recent graduate, 
delete the Employment section and highlight 
your experience under the Project Descriptions 
section. 


Research Experience/Project 
Descriptions 

It can be useful to organize your scientific or 
technical experience in terms of the major proj- 
ects you have undertaken. Many scientists do 
this in their CVs early in their careers. In Federal 
resumes, project experience descriptions can sub- 
stitute for a series of specific jobs or job titles 
that you don’t have. The concept is the same as 
describing previous jobs. You need to name the 
project, state where you conducted it, state when 
you conducted it, state the number of hours a 
week you spent on it, and describe what you 
did. (See chapter 8, “Writing Your Work 
Experience.”) You might also have other relevant 
experience, such as a college internship, which 
could have its own separate section and short 
description. 


Teaching Experience 

Unless the job is a teaching position or contains 
a major teaching component, you can incorpo- 
rate teaching experience into your skill lists (see 
“Skill Lists by Class” later in this chapter). 
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Section-by-Section Conversion 
Instructions 


The following sections step you through con- 
verting each section of your CV to a Federal 
resume. 


Contact Information and 
Affiliation 

Use your name, affiliation, and contact informa- 
tion as you would on a CV, but add your citi- 
zenship, Social Security number, Veterans’ 
Preference, and Federal civilian status (they re 
required). 


Objective 

State the position for which you are applying, 
including title and job application reference 
number, just below your contact information. 


Profile Statement 

Include a Profile statement just below your 
objective. State what kind of scientist you are; in 
other words, your field of expertise and the kind 
of experience you have. (See chapter 10, “The 
Magic of Page 1.7) Also state how many years of 
hands-on experience you have, if it is more than 
four years. 


Education 

List your degrees, majors, and school name as 
you would on a CV, but add the school address- 
es. Also list your high school (it’s required). 


Honors 
List your fellowships, awards, and honors as you 
would on a CV. 


Grants 

These can be listed as you would on a CV if you 
want to highlight them. Otherwise, you can 
incorporate grants into the project descriptions 
(see “Research Experience/Project Descriptions” 
later in this chapter) if you don't have many or 
are a graduate student. 
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Book Reviews, Non-Scientific, or 
Non-Peer-Reviewed Publications 
You might want to list such publications on 
your Federal resume as you would on your CV. 
Use your fields standard notational format. If 
you are running out of space, summarize this 
type of writing within skill lists, unless the job 
description specifically calls for this kind of 


experience. 


Scientific or Peer-Reviewed 
Publications 

List your peer-reviewed publications as you 
would on a CV. Include papers in review. 


Skill Lists by Class 

As a scientist, you have amassed many skills. 
Chances are, though, you've never had to actual- 
ly think about it and list them all. Listing your 
skills can take some time, but it is extremely 
important in the Federal resume. These skill lists 
can be presented in the Federal resume as either 
individual top-level sections or subsections with- 
in a section labeled “Skills.” 


I recommend grouping your skills into classes 
that are relevant to your field of study and the 
job announcement. For example, you might 
have laboratory skills, field-data-collection skills, 
and computer skills. You might want to group 
specific types of computer skills together. It's up 
to you. The different skill sets you organize give 
you a chance to creatively customize your 
Federal resume to yourself and the job 
announcement. 


To figure out exactly what skills you have, I rec- 
ommend walking through the steps of the vari- 
ous projects that you have done and cataloging 
the skills necessary to do each step. For example, 
an ecologist might have studied the ecosystem of 
a stream. In order to do this, she took water 
samples, measured temperature and other 
parameters, collected organisms, and brought 
them back to the lab for analysis. Later she 
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Professional Activities or Service 
Do not include a Professional Activities section 
on your Federal resume. Activities such as organ- 
izing workshops or giving guest lectures can be 
incorporated into your skill lists. If the adver- 
tised position is administrative, you can include 
a specific Administrative Skill List (see “Skill 
Lists by Class” later in this chapter). 


Extension and Outreach 

Do not include an Extension and Outreach or 
Community Service section. You can include 
these activities within your skill lists. 


Current Memberships in Societies 
or Professional Organizations 
List your memberships as you would on a CV. 


Presentations Given at Meetings 
or Conferences 

Some people list all of their presentations by title 
on the CV. I don't recommend this because it 
takes up a lot of space, especially if you have 
given many presentations. Instead, list the name 
of the society or meeting followed by the years 
in which you have given presentations for it. 


Collaborators 

Do not list your collaborators in a separate sec- 
tion. Instead, name collaborators if relevant 
within job or project descriptions. 


Students Advised or Mentored 


Do not list your students in a separate section. 
You can summarize your mentoring activities 
within a skill list. 


References 

Some people include a list of references in their 
CVs. Employers usually ask for lists of references 
separate from the resume. This is the case for 
government positions. Consequently, do not 
include a list of references in your Federal 
resume. 


technical training in your discipline. If the HR 
personnel cannot understand the language you 
use, you might not be rated as highly as you 
could be. So, make it easy for them to under- 
stand your qualifications. At the same time, it is 
probably impossible to adequately describe your 
experience without some degree of technical 
specificity. Also, once you get past the first cut, 
your Federal resume will be evaluated by some- 
one with scientific or technical training. 
Additionally, resumes might be scanned for 
technical keywords. Thus, it is important to bal- 
ance technical language or jargon with clarity 
for non-scientists. 


You can achieve balance between jargon and 
clarity in several ways: 


x First, scan the job announcement for key- 
words and phrases, and use them to 
describe your experience. Again, you don’t 
need to embellish if you are applying for a 
job for which you have relevant experience 
and which is at the appropriate GS-level. 
You're simply choosing to phrase your 
experience so that the HR personnel can 
recognize it. 


x Second, simplify the titles of projects if 
they are very technical. If you are using 
project descriptions, title the projects 
descriptively, but more simply than publi- 
cation titles. For example, a project entitled 
“Cellular mechanisms of protein transport” 
is better than “Binding homologue identi- 
fication using affinity purification in lIym- 
phocytes.” You can then get a bit more 
detailed and technical in the description as 
well as in your KSAs. 


x Third, if the job announcement calls for 
knowledge of something specific, such as 
statistics, do not simply list the statistical 
tests with which you have experience. 
Instead, say “Statistical analysis” in a skill 
list and then briefly list the tests you have 
performed, grouped and identified by type. 
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compiled her data and analyzed it. What specific 
skills were necessary to do all this? She had to 
collect water samples without contaminating 
them. She had to run specific chemical tests in 
the lab. She had to know how to collect specific 
organisms, handle them, identify them, and 
preserve them. She had to manage her data in 
spreadsheets or databases and then analyze them 
statistically. The skill set derived from this proj- 
ect and listed on the Federal resume will be 
specific and lengthy; and perhaps will contain 
discipline-specific terminology (more on jargon 
in the next section). Be careful not to lump dif- 
ferent skills under general titles. For example, 
“microscopy” is too vague. Instead, do you 
know how to prepare samples for microscopy, 
operate specific types of microscopes, identify 
microscopic organisms or tissues, or all of these 
things? 


You should also include a section or sections 
that describe your communication skills and 
experience. In this section, include your writing 
skills (grants, reports, protocols, papers, and so 
on); oral presentation skills (workshops, presen- 
tations at national meetings or conferences, 
guest lectures, and so on); teaching (unless it’s in 
a separate section); and interactions with the 
public, the media, and students. 


Other Hints for Crafting Your 
Federal Resume 


‘There are a few other considerations to keep in 
mind as you convert your CV into a Federal 
resume. These include tailoring the writing to 
your audience and how to compensate for a lack 
of formal experience outside of college. 


Balancing Jargon and Clarity 
Scientists are used to speaking in their own 
technical language. The problem is that the peo- 
ple who evaluate applications are not scientists. 
Indeed, your application will be evaluated by 
human resources personnel who will not have

scientists advance and gain experience, their skill 
sets increase, and established scientists might 
find that listing all their skills is redundant with 
detailed job or project descriptions. Because you 
should avoid redundancy in your Federal 
resume, I recommend that you reach a balance 
between skill lists and narrative descriptions. 
Scientists early in their careers should certainly 
have narrative descriptions, but they should 
stress skill lists. As you advance, the number and 
size of narrative descriptions should increase 
while skill lists become smaller and more gener- 
al. Senior scientists should have a minimum of 
skill lists, if any. In addition, the Major 
Accomplishments section is best used by more 
senior-level scientists. If you include a Major 
Accomplishments section early in your career, it 
might backfire by implying that, for example, all 
you've done is get your degree. 


Before-and-After Sample CV 
and Federal Resume 


Here is a real example of a CV and its Federal 
resume counterpart. 
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Graduate Students and Recent 
Grads Versus Established 
Scientists 

Graduate students or recent graduates face some 
issues that established scientists do not. Foremost 
is the fact that you have spent all your time in 
graduate school and not in different jobs with 
separate titles. 1o deal with this, list your experi- 
ence as specific projects you've undertaken. If you 
don’t have many grants, delete the Grants section 
and incorporate the grants you have into project 
descriptions. Another issue is how to quantify 
your hands-on experience. The human resources 
personnel who will evaluate your application 
have strict guidelines concerning the calculation 
of time spent on the job. If you've just graduated, 
how do you quantify your experience in terms 
of hours spent per week? The solution is to 
count the semesters that you have been earning 
graduate-level credits for research and total 

them into years. You can count this as full-time 
work experience (40 hours per week) and your 
statements are supported by your transcripts. 


All Federal resumes should include narrative 
descriptions of past jobs or projects. But as 
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Curriculum Vitae

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CHAPTER 19 


Writing a Federal IT Resume 


By Evelin Letarte 


he IT field has gone through many changes over the past few years, and the market for IT 

workers has varied as well. The perception of job and earnings potential has soured, and IT 
workers are faced with fewer jobs and greater job insecurity. The one exception is in the Federal gov- 
ernment, which is hiring IT workers at a greater rate than in earlier years. The good news is that the 
market for Federal IT' workers has remained solid. A recent quick search on USAJOBS revealed 118 
active jobs in the GS-2210 series. The many positions available are in a range of grade levels. Wages 
and benefits are competitive. In addition, the new Department of Homeland Security will require a 
massive IT’ infrastructure. For workers seeking a new or better position in the Federal government, 
this is good news. 


Job seekers will find that the Federal government has also recently made updates to its job class- 
ification system. In May 2001, the Federal government renumbered the group and series to more 
accurately reflect the modern IT' market and the skills needed to competently perform those jobs. 
The old series, including GS-0334—Computer Specialist and GS-0391—Telecommunications, 
were folded into the new GS-2210—Information Technology Management Series. Job titles have 
also been updated and job descriptions have been clarified and updated to make it easier for the 
job seeker. 


The GS-2200—Information Technology Group includes only two series: GS-2210—Information 
Technology Management Series and GS-2299—Information Technology Student ‘Trainee Series. 
But the real bulk of the series is GS-2210 because the GS-2299—Information Technology Student 
Irainee is described and classified under the General Student Trainee Series, GS-0099. 


According to the Office of Personnel Management, the GS-2210—Information Technology 
Management Series covers two grade-interval administrative positions that manage, supervise, lead, 
administer, develop, deliver, and support information technology (IT) systems and services. This 
series covers only those positions for which the paramount requirement is knowledge of IT princi- 
ples, concepts, and methods; for example, data storage, software applications, and networking. 


Information technology refers to systems and services used in the automated acquisition, storage, 
manipulation, management, movement, control, display, switching, interchange, transmission, 
assurance, or reception of information. Information technology equipment includes computers, 
network components, peripheral equipment, software, firmware, services, and related resources. 
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including systems/applications develop- 
ment and technical management of Web 
sites. This specialty includes only positions 
that require the application of technical 
knowledge of Internet systems, services, 
and technologies. 


x Systems Administration: Work that 
involves planning and coordinating the 
installation, testing, operation, trouble- 
shooting, and maintenance of hardware 
and software systems. 


x Customer Support: Work that involves the 
planning and delivery of customer support 
services, including installation, configura- 
tion, troubleshooting, customer assistance, 
and/or training, in response to customer 
requirements.

You can find comprehensive descriptions of the 
skills needed for IT' jobs at each GS level in the 
GS-2200 series at www.opm.gov/fedclass/html/ 
gsseries.asp#2200. The information contained in 
this document can be extremely useful when 
youre writing your resume and evaluating your 
skills and abilities. 


There is a wide range of positions to be filled. 
With a focused, thoughtful resume, a candidate 
has a good opportunity to acquire one of those 


jobs. 


IT Resume Writing Challenges 


Writing a resume for the IT’ field can be espe- 
cially demanding because of the range of skills 
you need to market. Resumes in the IT’ field 
have a unique challenge: Not only must you 
present yourself as technically proficient, you 
also need to illustrate your nontechnical aptitude 
as well. In addition to knowing what nontechni- 
cal skills are important for the jobs you are 
applying for, you also need to thoroughly

and administration of systems for the 
acquisition, storage, and retrieval of data. 


x Internet: Work that involves the technical 
planning, design, development, testing, 
implementation, and management of 
Internet, intranet, and extranet activities, 


researched with relatively little effort; however, 
successful integration into a team is more diffi- 
cult and critical, especially in the IT field. For 
example, essentially all large software and pro- 
gramming projects are developed collaboratively. 
Without effective cooperation, such projects 
could not be completed. 


Articulating teamwork and effective collaboration 
skills on a resume can be difficult. A good place 
to start is to brainstorm about the important 
characteristics of teamwork, such as flexibility, 
reliability, dedication, enthusiasm, commitment 
to the team and project, leadership, the ability to 
listen, the ability to accept criticism, tact, hon- 
esty, frankness, and so on. When you've done 
that, you can determine what aspects of team- 
work are most important in the position you are 
seeking. Then you can concentrate on communi- 
cating the important qualities that you want to 
emphasize in your resume. 


For example, if the new position will require you 
to write part of a large computer program, you 
might want to focus on your ability to listen to 
others, your ability to accept constructive criti- 
cism, and your commitment to the team and 
project. School projects, previous programming 
experience, or collaborative writing projects are 
good examples of when you might previously 
have used and demonstrated these skills. An 
individual working as a team member to provide 
help-desk support would emphasize her flexibili- 
ty and reliability, as well as her previous experi- 
ences providing customer service in a team 
environment, even if the experiences were not 


in the IT field. 


Have You Included Your “People 
Skills?” 


More and more frequently, employers are look- 
ing for individuals in the IT field who have 
people skills. Almost everyone has encountered 
a manager or supervisor who is an expert in 
his or her field but who lacks managerial and 
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explore and realistically evaluate your skills in 
areas such as management, customer service, and 
teamwork. Combining technical and people 
skills on your resume is challenging; however, if 
you do it right, you and your job search will 
benefit greatly. 


‘To help integrate your technical and nontechni- 
cal skills into your resume, ask yourself the 
questions that we expand upon in the following 
sections. 


Is Your Resume Too Technical? 
Many IT job seekers focus exclusively on their 
technical skills, using too much unnecessary 
technical jargon that might be meaningless 

to the average reader, including numbers, 
acronyms, and shorthand instead of complete 
sentences. 


It is essential to use keywords and I'T-specific 
language appropriately, but it is equally impor- 
tant to make your resume accessible to every- 
body. It is important to remember that the 
person who initially reads your resume might 
not be as technically proficient as you are. You 
can enhance the readability of your resume if 
you consciously write for a more general audi- 
ence. This doesnt mean that you should cut out 
your technical information; you need to include 
that information. But it is important to make 
sure that your overall resume is reader-friendly. 


Having your spouse or a friend who is not in 
your field read your resume can help ensure that 
you have eliminated technical jargon and slang 
that is exclusive to your field. 


Are You Emphasizing Teamwork 
Enough? 

Teamwork has become an important keyword 
for today’s job seeker. Hiring managers want 
employees who can work collaboratively with 
current personnel with little or no guidance. 
‘Technical skills can be learned, shared, or 
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passive way of saying you managed a team, you 
could write “Manage a team of seven program- 
mers to write, create, and revise Java programs 
supporting the entire State Department? or 
“Manage, supervise, and provide feedback to 
team of seven programmers providing program- 
ming support to the State Department.” 
Depending on what you want to emphasize, 
there are multiple ways of writing about any skill 
you might have. 


It is important to remember that the clearer the 
picture you paint, the better the reader can real- 
ize what you do and how you can meet the orga- 
nization’s needs. 


Have You Clearly Defined Your 


Accomplishments? 

No matter how much you do and how vivid a 
picture you paint of your work, it is most 
important to be specific about the outcomes of 
your work. Your day-to-day duties can help clar- 
ify what you do and the skills you have, but it is 
your accomplishments that will sell you. 


It is very powerful to give results rather than just 
actions. This might include monetary values (for 
example, “Designed and wrote new program 
that saved the company $200,000 a year in 
postal fees”), time (“Initiated new team-based 
procedures that lowered the response time from 
an average of 48 hours to an average of 8 
hours”), satisfaction rates (“Implemented new 
tracking system resulting in a 15% rise in satis- 
faction based on customer surveys”), and so 


forth. 


A simple way to determine the outcome of a 
task is to ask yourself “So what?” after reading 
each sentence of your resume. For everything 
you do, there is a result, although it might not 
always be spectacular. In fact, sometimes your 
work might seem routine and boring. If so, start 
to look outside the boundaries of your job. If by 
keeping the network up and running you ensure 
that 300 people have uninterrupted access to 
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leadership skills. Companies have taken note of 
the problems this practice creates and are hiring 


individuals with people skills in addition to 
technical skills. 


A hiring manager usually has criteria other than 
technical proficiency. The first and most impor- 
tant thing to do is to identify what skills they are 
looking for and which you should emphasize on 
your resume. For example, you would want to 
emphasize your managerial and leadership skills 
if you were looking to move into a leadership 
position in the IT’ field. If you want a position 
in policy and planning, you might want to 
emphasize your communications and research 
skills. Each position is different and requires a 
unique skill set. 


By researching the job description, you will get a 
clear picture of what skills are needed; then you 
can focus on addressing those needs. In your 
resume and KSAs, you should identify and write 
about the experiences you have had that demon- 
strate how you possess the required skills. By 
effectively communicating that you are more 
than just a compilation of technical skills, you 
will be more likely than another candidate to get 
an interview. 


Have You Given Specific 
Examples? 

Specific examples in a resume help paint a pic- 
ture of your experiences so that the reader has 

a clear idea of what you have done and have 
accomplished. It is much easier for the reader to 
understand what you have achieved if you can 
provide examples, both in your resume and in 
your KSAs. It is tempting to just list the skills 
you have (for example, Java, C++, C, UNKX, 
HTML); however, a simple list cannot adequate- 
ly illustrate what you can do with those skills. 
You need to give specific examples of how you 
use your skills. 


For example, instead of writing “Skilled at per- 
forming team management,” which is a very 


3. Quantify your accomplishments. This is 
the best way to convince an employer that 
you are qualified for a job and should be 


interviewed. 


4. Review your resume with a very critical eye. 
Ask yourself the following questions: 


a. Is my resume attractive, easy to read, 
and concise? 


b. Is my resume free of technical jargon? 


c. Did I include my education, certificates, 
and training information? 


d. Does my resume list accomplishments, 
not just job duties? 

e. Have I written about my people skills 
in addition to my technical skills? 


f Have I shown that I am the best- 
qualified candidate for the job? 


5. Finally, review your resume to make sure 
that it reflects who you want to become, 
not who you were in the past. 


The most important thing to remember is that 
your Federal resume is your tool to market your- 
self and your skills. By taking the time to be sure 
it adequately and accurately represents you and 
the skills you possess, you can raise your chances 
of securing the Federal position that you deserve. 


Federal IT Resume Examples

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essential data and can keep working, you should 
point it out. Ask yourself, without you or your 
position, what would happen? What would rot 
happen? 


Did You Proofread Your Resume 
and KSAs? 


The ability to express yourself in writing is 
essential to all jobs. When writing a resume, 
your English teacher was right: Spelling counts, 
as do grammatical errors, typos, and other mis- 
takes. Your experience will not speak for itself if 
the reader is distracted by poor writing skills or a 
sloppy resume. Don’t rely on the spell and gram- 
mar checkers on your word processor alone; only 
a human can pick up certain spelling and gram- 
mar mistakes. 


Quick List of Final Steps to a 
Great IT Resume 


With many Federal IT’ positions being offered in 
the coming years, your resume should stand out 
so that you will be interviewed. Follow these 
final tips to create the best possible package of 
your qualifications: 


1. Research the two to three top skills you 
need to succeed at a specific position, both 
technical and nontechnical, by reviewing 
the job description carefully and by using 
the information provided by the Federal 
government. Use these general skills in 
your Summary of Qualifications or Profile. 


2. Identify strong examples from your experi- 
ences to demonstrate that you have particu- 
lar skills and use those examples in your 
resume and KSAs.

Wage-brade Resumes: Staying Employed,

VT writing “keyword and skill” electronic resumes, job seekers are concerned that they will 
not be able to write a career-change resume. Because the electronic resume system is read by 
a computer initially, rather than a human resources professional, the words in the resume must be 
clear. There will be little chance to influence a reader with an entire package presentation. 


Can a Supervisory Submarine Hatch Mechanic get unstuck from his current series? The answer is 
yes. In this chapter, you'll find out how. The example of the Hatch Mechanic's ability to select skills, 
nouns, and verbs that are transferable from the specialized field of submarine hatch work to general 
maintenance, supervision, and team leadership in a production shop environment is interesting and 
can help you learn how to target new jobs with selected relevant skills. 


Case Study: Ship Fitters at Pearl Harbor 


Ten ship fitters attended one of my Resumix resume-writing workshops at Pearl Harbor Naval Base. 
They were positive they were stuck for the rest of their careers as hatch mechanics. And they were 
determined not to use flamboyant language” that was meaningless in their resumes to change jobs. 
But could it even be done? 


Jeff is the Pearl Harbor Naval Shipyards expert on submarine hatches. He has had 16 years of 
repairing, installing, troubleshooting, upgrading, scheduling, training, quality assurance, purchasing 
parts, and endless communication to schedule the on-board ship repairs. But he wants to do some- 
thing new now. He really wants to move out of the specific submarine-hatch area. How can he 
refocus his skills away from the submarine-hatch world and into a different mechanical world 
where he can use his transferable skills? What job would that be? And what are his transferable 
skills? He would consider an inspector or quality-assurance job, or a production controller job in 

a Navy shipyard. He has many transferable skills in addition to the specialized ones in the area of 
submarine hatches. 


We were getting somewhere. So we kept making 
this list. Heres what we created. These keywords 
and skills should be integrated into a career- 
change Resumix resume, along with some of the 
technical descriptions.

After you have your list of keywords, you should 
create an outline with three to five major work 
areas. Then describe your duties in each area. 
This is the best way to create a great skills list 
that will be transferable to your next field. You 
can also add percentages to each of your major 
skill areas so that the human resources staff can 
see how you spend your time at work. 


The submarine-hatch mechanic now feels like 

it is possible for him get away from being the 
“hatchman.” As long as he analyzes the duties of 
his target position and adds those skills to the 
list, he should qualify for a new position. 
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But the second challenge is the Resumix system. 
How can Jeff fool” the Resumix system into 
thinking he can do something besides work on 
sub hatches? Does he have to fool the system? 
Will the human resources recruiters and man- 
agers find him if he tries to present himself as 
someone other than a submarine-hatch mechan- 
ic? He doesn’t want to be lost forever in the 
database. Can he come up with a good set of 
skills that will be truthful for his new career- 
change objectives? 


Together in the workshop we analyzed the trans- 
ferable skills that a supervisory hatch mechanic 

uses every day to see whether the skills would fit 
in another career—without being flamboyant or 


untruthful. Then we made a list of keywords 
and skills. 


I asked the 10 ship fitters “What percentage of 
time do you spend fixing stuff versus talking to 
people?” They said 70 percent talking and 30 
percent fixing. “Wow,” I said, “70 percent?” 


(This demonstrates extensive use of communica- 
tions skills.) 


Then I had to know more. “Who are you talking 
to?” I asked. One said “It takes about two hours 
to do a 30-minute job because I have to talk to 
the ship captain, engine mechanics, and plant 
operators to schedule the on-site repair with 
security, parts, and other trade cooperation.” 
(This demonstrates customer service, liaison, 
scheduling, coordination, and planning skills.) 


“All right,” I said, “this is communications skills, 
teamwork, interpersonal skills, customer service, 
job planning, and scheduling. These are some 

of the keywords you can add to your resumes. 
And they are all transferable skills that you could 
use in any mechanic or mechanic supervisor 
position.” 
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Note: In today's facilities services operations departments, many employees are compet- 
ing to keep their jobs and offices. If you believe that your organization will become pri- 


vatized, you should begin to write your resume and plan for your next career now. 
Research the jobs that are not being privatized and target these positions so that your 
job will be safer. 


It is vitally important that the resumes of current 
Federal employees in the FWS classification, 
seeking promotion or a change in career field, 
reflect the correct language tailored to the appli- 
cable software. Another stumbling block is that 
“one size does not fit all.” Your resume must be 
targeted toward the position for which you are 
applying; therefore, you might need to rewrite it 
depending on the type of position that is vacant. 


Journeyman wage-grade employees, due to their 
extensive shop-floor experience, are often sought 
as prime candidates for some GS positions, such 
as Equipment Specialists and Production 
Controllers. However, they must stress in their 
resumes the correct knowledge, skills, and abili- 
ties they possess if they are to be considered for 
these career changes. FWS employees are an 
extremely valuable asset. They often have the 
capabilities to progress into production-chief 
positions and high-grade general-schedule posi- 
tions; but in today’s environment, that might be 
more difficult if the employee doesn’t take a 
proactive approach. 


The Most Desired Jobs for 
Former WG, WS, WL, WD, and 
WN Employees 


In many cases, foremen, work leaders and plan- 
ners, and estimators are usually WS, WL, WD, 
or WN grades, which are blue-collar positions. 
Some activities have converted these schedules 
to GS grades. Here are some GS jobs that blue- 
collar workers can move into most effectively by 
transferring their existing skills:

Strategies for Writing a 
Winning Wage-Grade Resume 
to Compete to Keep Your Joh 


With the advent of computer technology and the 
reduction of personnel office staff, applying for 
Federal jobs as a first-time applicant or for pro- 
motion/career change for current Federal 
employees has changed drastically over the past 
five years. Application forms that ask specific 
questions and are completed with pen and ink 
are practically obsolete. The Federal sector now 
utilizes software called Resumix, USAJOBS, and 
other online applications. What each has in com- 
mon is the requirement for the individual to be 
proactive in seeking employment or in managing 
his or her career by submitting an online resume. 


‘The software applications make qualification 
determinations. If the applicant does not use the 
correct language on the resume, he or she might 
miss the opportunity for employment or promo- 
tion. Federal Wage System (FWS) employees are 
sometimes at a disadvantage in using these sys- 
tems because they often do not have access to 
computer terminals at work and do not have the 
time to do research to properly prepare a resume. 


Also, many tradesmen/women are not writers. 
They work with their hands, building, fixing, 
and maintaining things. They are not writers, 
editors, or job analysts. So, online resumes, trans- 
ference of skills, and job analysis of new positions 
are difficult, to say the least. But it is a must for 
anyone who wants to survive in government after 
privatization activities or to be promoted. 


After you create your list of skills, make sure that 
the statements and skills are true. For example, 
there is a statement in the introduction for 
Heavy Mobile Equipment Mechanic that might 
or might not be true of an employee's job: 
“...and assisted heavy mobile equipment 
mechanics in the complete overhaul and repair 
of major systems, such as engines, transmissions, 
drive lines, and hydraulic utility systems.” If you 
did not assist mechanics, or if there are some 
systems listed that you did not work on, you 
should delete these. Also, do you assure proper 
“calibration”? We included this word in the key- 
word list, but it does not appear anywhere in the 
materials. Is another word more accurate?

If WG workers go into GS jobs, they can expect 
to be in an office environment, even if they are 
in the shop, because they will be sitting at a 
desk working on a computer. That means for a 
WG to be successful as a GS, he or she will 
need some sort of computer and keyboarding 


skills. 


Researching Your Transferable 
Skills and Keywords 


Look for position descriptions, vacancy 
announcements, and the skills they list. A great 
source for position descriptions or a classifica- 
tion standard is the army's Civilian Personnel 
Online site at www.cpol.army.mil. Follow the 


‘Tools link and then the FASCLASS link. 


Another excellent source is the Classification 
Standards from the Office of Personnel 
Management at www.opm.gov.

Transitioning from a WG 
Career to a GS Career 


What does it take to change career paths from a 
WG career to a GS career? It might take going 
backward in grade so that you can begin a new 
career track. It might take some education and 
specialized training (read the announcements 
and occupational series to find out what is 
required). It will take specialized experience in 
your selected area. You must make a concerted 
effort to develop the skills and gain the experi- 
ence needed while you're in your current job. 
Ask for and take on additional projects in order 
to gain specialized skills. 


You might have to perform two jobs while you 
are transitioning from one career to another— 
the one you are paid for and special projects in 
your new career area. Analyze skills, training 
opportunities, and project opportunities; net- 
work with people who are in the new area; and 
build your resume to support the job change. 


Checklist for Writing a Wage- 
Grade Resume 


The following checklist was created by Mark 
Reichenbacher, who specializes in writing WG 
civilian resumes for the Resumix system. He is 
highly analytical in developing keyword lists 
and skills from classification standards and 
announcements.

How many employees, square feet, numbers of 
items, numbers of helicopters, numbers of job 
tickets, dollars, budgets, percentages, money 
saved, hours billed? These numbers help describe 
the work in context and are also important in 
describing accomplishments and special projects 
in specific terms. 


5. Write Accomplishments and 
Special Assignments 

Write about specific projects that resulted in per- 
formance awards or customer-service letters. 
Have you improved the efficiency of your shop 
operations? Write about new projects and com- 
plex situations. Did you work on special proj- 
ects? Were you a member of a team to redesign a 
work process? Were you involved with new con- 
struction, capital improvements, or tenant build- 
outs? If so, describe them in the corresponding 
work experience block, using the CCAR formu- 
la, which is explained in chapter 14, “Boosting 
Your Employment Chances with Great KSAs.” 


6. List Education 

Add your college course hours and list your col- 
lege or professional training programs in the 
education section. You might have to consider 
returning to college in order to change careers. If 
you have a college degree, even if it is an associ- 
ates degree from a community college, you will 
have a big advantage over other WG employees 
with no college degrees. 


7. Include Job-Related Training 
Computer and keyboard training will be helpful 
in any desk or trades job. You might need to 
give a quote, pull up an order, create a receipt or 
bill of sale, or research a manual for repair. New 
training can help you change occupational series. 
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You can use this checklist to write a wage-grade 
resume for a lateral position, as well as one 
geared toward a promotion. The analysis and 
keywords can also be developed so that you can 
target a GS position. The GS positions require 
less “hands-on” technical skills and more plan- 
ning, estimating, project-coordination, commu- 
nications, and problem-solving skills. Write your 
resume to include the skills that will be required 
in your future position. 


1. Assess Your Skills and Research 
Relevant Positions That Fit These 
Skills 

A WG employee (or any other employee) should 
make an assessment of his or her skills and then 
look for relevant positions that fit those skills. 
You can make a list of your skills based on your 
position description and the services you provide 
to your customers. 


2. Review Your Work Experience 
for Relevance 

Look at each position in your work experience. 
Are they relevant to the target positions? Should 
they be combined? Should the resume be 
arranged in reverse-chronological order for the 
most relevant presentation of the jobs? Should 
any positions be left out? How many jobs have 
you had over the last 20 years? 


3. Analyze Your Work Experience 
for Jobs, Grades, and Special 
Assignments 

Target the resume to qualify for two grade levels 
if that is appropriate. You can capture extra job 
skills in “special assignment” sections that can 
help you qualify for a higher grade level. Add 


hours per week to the special assignments. 
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(one for each sentence). This is a good place to 
pick up anything that might not be covered else- 
where. Also, you can include the strongest state- 
ments from your appraisal. Put them in some 
logical sequence. You can add volunteer, non- 
profit, association, and community activities in 
this section. 


12. Core Competencies 

Dont forget any core competencies that can be 
added to this section; for example, flexibility, 
resourcefulness, proficiency in oral and written 
communications, or being a valuable team 
member. Refer to chapter 5 to determine your 
competencies that would be impressive to the 
selecting official. 


13. Talk to Your Human Resources 
Office 

Ask about other occupational series that will be 
available (not privatized) for people with skills 
that match your experience. Ask about positions 
that can lead to a promotion. 


14. Get Help from Professionals 

If writing is not one of your best skills, get 
professional help with writing, editing, and 
determining your skills and accomplishments. 
Your resume is your future and career. It's worth 
your time and investment. 
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8. List Certifications 

Under the Certifications heading, list training 
courses that resulted in professional licenses or 
certifications, and include the month and year 
when the certification was achieved. List first 
those that are current and essential to your cur- 
rent work. 


9. Cite Awards 

When listing awards, list them by importance. 
Check to see whether the order of “importance” 
is accurate. For instance, it’s difficult to tell how 
an “Official Commendation” is regarded in 
terms of importance unless you state the reason 
for receiving the commendation.

10. Remove Redundancies in Work

point when writing your duties, skills, and 
accomplishments. Maximize your three pages by 
avoiding redundant information. 


11. Include Other Experience and

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CHAPTER 21 


Resumes for Business Coniracis and

[ this chapter, we look at Federal business specialists in the contracting series. In private industry, 
these business specialists are called account executives, purchasing agents and directors, contract 
managers and negotiators, account managers, and other business-related titles. 


The contracting series, GS-1102, is part of the Business and Industry Group (GS-1100) in govern- 
ment for a very good reason. The “group” includes all positions in government where the primary 
duties include advising on, administering, supervising, or performing work that requires knowledge 
of business and trade practices, products, or industrial production methods and processes. The busi- 
ness group involves a great deal of investigative work as well as detailed studies, collection, analysis, 
and dissemination of information. This group also includes the establishment and maintenance 

of contacts with industry and commerce. Finally, it includes advisory services, examination and 
appraisal of merchandise or property, and administration of regulatory provisions and controls. For all 
of these reasons, the Federal government needs experienced people with solid business and industry 
backgrounds to handle the job responsibilities of business- and industry-related jobs. 


Understanding business and industrial concepts and frames of reference has been important to the 
United States Government since World War I, when the military came to rely heavily on industry to 
deliver the goods during wartime, as well as subsequent peacetime and then throughout the “Cold 
War” period from about 1948 until 1989 when the Berlin Wall fell. People who work in Federal con- 
tracting (or “Acquisition,” as it is likely to be called now) must have a solid grasp of the ways of the 
business world outside government because they interface on a daily basis with large and small busi- 
nesses. For instance, contracting and purchasing agents in government are the linchpins between their 
agencies and industries that supply goods and services to keep them running. Contracting profession- 
als work with internal customers to learn about the requirements; then they work with external 
vendors/suppliers to buy what is needed. Communication is a big part of the job of the Federal 
contracting specialist, because both parties (inside experts and outside companies) need to know what 
goods and services must be delivered at the right time (and for the right price) to meet the Federal 
agency’s mission. In short, the contract specialist/purchasing agent in the Federal government must be 
a business-savvy negotiator who has the ability to communicate in business terms that are understood 
by both parties to major government contracts. 


As a direct consequence of the new Federal 
imperative to achieve real-world business results, 
and the continual improvement of processes for 
getting the work of Federal agencies accom- 
plished, contract specialists have been forced to 
go back to school and learn more about the tech- 
nical aspects of business itself. Some agencies, 
such as the Department of Defense, have 
demanded that contract specialists have a college 
degree that includes no less than 24 semester (or 
equivalent) hours of business coursework. 


When internal promotion candidates apply for 
advancement to higher levels of pay and respon- 
sibility, their resumes and KSA statements have 
become far more detailed and sophisticated. 
Candidates must be able to demonstrate their 
business savvy in writing! Outside job candidates 
for positions as Contract Specialists (GS-1102 
series), Purchasing Agents (GS-1105 series), and 
Contracting Support employees (GS-1 106 series) 
must show that they are true business profession- 
als who work with and manage contracts. They 
need to clearly demonstrate a keen insight into 
the essential elements of government contract 
management, as grounded in essential business 
concepts. 


Skills for Contracting Experts 


What skill sets do contracting experts in Federal 
agencies need to demonstrate? The following sec- 
tions list these skills by candidate type. 


Federal Employees Seeking 


Positions in the Contracting Series 
You need to know the technical skills of contract- 
ing, as well as the transferable business 
management and communications skills required 
to negotiate and monitor large-scale service and 
product provision contracts. It will help if you 
can show that you have done investigative work 
as well as detailed studies, collection, analysis, 
and dissemination of information in your present 
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The “Government to Business” 
Imperative 


The newest imperative in Federal contracting 

is shifting work functions from government 

to business. President Bush announced in 
November 2002 that up to 850,000 additional 
Federal jobs would be contracted out. This 
bombshell announcement means that the already 
changing field of government contracting has 
changed even more dramatically. Now, contract 
specialists in government must know how to buy 
entire government functions from the outside to 
take over huge chunks of what the government 
agencies used to do in-house! For example, out- 
side corporations are now contracted to provide 
millions upon millions of dollars worth of mili- 
tary base maintenance functions (repairing roads 
and buildings, replacing electrical wiring, doing 
plumbing, and so on) that used to be performed 
by military members or full-time permanent 


Department of Defense career civilian employees. 


As thousands upon thousands of former Federal 
jobs have been contracted out to private industry 
across all government agencies, Federal contract- 
ing professionals have learned to approach their 
jobs not only from the perspective of “how to 
buy goods and services,” but also from the per- 
spective of purchasing entire functions to 
increase their agency’s work efficiency. In the 
past, an agency would look to purchase materials 
only to perform internal (“organic”) agency func- 
tions. Todays Federal agency looks for alternative 
methods of getting the bulk of the work done as 
well. Agencies are ever vigilant for the potential 
to “contract out? their work to get it done better, 
faster, and more efficiently than before. This is so 
important that Federal executives at the highest 
agency levels are now evaluated in their yearly 
performance reviews based on their openness to 
contracting out inefficient functions to the pri- 
vate sector. 
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on the fact that Federal agencies are hurting for 
qualified professionals with experience. (See the 
first sample resume at the end of this chapter.) 


Private-Industry Professionals 
Considering Federal Jobs in 
Contracting 

It helps to understand exactly how contract spe- 
cialists do their work, and to understand that, 
even though the title of the job is “Contract 
Specialist,” the position involves more than con- 
tracting. In private industry, this work involves 
the same skills needed by business managers, 
operations managers, financial managers, senior 
accounts managers, program managers, or profes- 
sional staff persons in a contracting department. 
If you have this kind of experience, there is a 
good chance that the Federal government can use 
your skills now more than ever! 


You need to write a great resume that highlights 
your business experience and makes you stand 
out as someone the Federal agency of your choice 
wants to hire to negotiate contracts with private 
firms. You can do it, and you can compete suc- 
cessfully for these excellent career opportunities 
in government! (See the second sample resume at 


the end of this chapter.) 


The OPM's Classification 
Standards 


To write an outstanding Federal resume, it helps 
to study the official classification standards for 
the occupation itself. The official Office of 
Personnel Management (OPM) Occupational 
Standards, although not new, are written broadly 
enough to cover the work that is done today. 
Here is an abstract from the online version of the 
GS-1102 series classification standard, as pub- 
lished by the OPM, describing the typical duties 
of the 1102 series:

Federal Contract Specialists 
Seeking Advancement or New 
Positions in the Same Field 

An important first step is to carefully examine 
exactly what you do in your job every day! This 
sounds a bit obvious, but youd be surprised how 
many contract specialists in government are so 
busy performing the work of their positions 
every day that they don’t think about highlight- 
ing their acquired business skills in their promo- 
tion and advancement applications/resumes. 
Because most Federal agencies now use some 
form of “self-nomination” for promotion actions, 
contract specialists are well advised to stop and 
think occasionally about what skills they can 
bring to the table when it comes to applying for 
promotion. You will be amazed to learn that it’s 
really a lot! You are a key person when it comes 
to providing essential services to the American 
public and the internal customers you serve each 
day. Write your resume and KSAs with the dual 
focus of managing contracts and making sure 
that the high-quality services you bring to your 
agency have a positive effect on bottom-line busi- 
ness outcome. 


Military Members with Contracting 
Experience Considering Federal 
Jobs in Contracting 

Good news! If you are about to exit the military 
service and have professional contracting experi- 
ence, you might qualify for the GS-1102 series in 
the Federal government based on your experience 
and expertise gained in the military, even if you 
have not completed a college degree and even if 
you do not have 24 semester hours in business. 
This is a relatively new waiver procedure based 
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“The procurement process begins with the determination of requirements needed to accomplish 
the agency mission. The program office is responsible for the initial determination that the 
requirements can or cannot be fulfilled from within the Government, such as from existing stock 
or in-house capability, for preparing preliminary specifications or work statements, for recom- 
mending delivery requirements, and for assuring the availability of funds. The document transmit- 
ting this data to the contracting office is a procurement request. The contracting office provides 
assistance in developing acceptable specifications, work statements, and evaluation criteria; 
determines the method of procurement and contractual arrangement appropriate to the particular 
requirements; and conducts the contracting process. 


“The contracting office first screens the procurement request to assure its completeness for 


contracting purposes, then develops an overall plan designed to obtain the requirements in the 
most economical, timely, effective, and efficient manner. 


“The plan embraces the entire procurement process from the inception of a program to comple- 
tion of the contract. It may be simple or complex, depending on the circumstances of the particu- 
lar requirement. It includes such fundamental considerations as funding, contracting method, 
contract type, source competence, number of sources, source selection, delivery, Government- 
furnished property, possible follow-on requirements, and contract administration. It should 
include the means to measure accomplishments, evaluate risks, and consider contingencies as a 
program progresses. It should also include market research and analysis and other considerations 
as necessary to achieve the program objective.”

Supplies: Commodities range from commercial off-the-shelf products, components, or spare 
parts, to unique items requiring fabrication to specification. 


Services: Services include professional or nonprofessional, such as research for a specified 
level of effort, field engineering work requiring specialized equipment, the delivery of a series 
of lectures, or provision of janitorial services to perform specific tasks in specific locations. 
When contracting for services, competition may be based on both price and technical 
considerations. 


Construction: This includes construction of public buildings and repair or alteration of building 
structures, hospitals, prisons, mints, dams, bridges, power plants, irrigation systems, high- 
ways, roads, trails, and other real property. Construction contracts have a variety of special 
requirements which must be followed. 

Automatic Data Processing Equipment and Telecommunications: ADPE acquisition with 
supporting software, maintenance, and services is governed by a separate statute and special 
regulations. Telecommunications consist of local and intercity telephone services, radio service, 
audio and visual service, and equipment associated with these services. In ADPE and telecom- 
munications contracting, competition is based on both price and technical considerations. 


Research and Development: Research and development contractors are selected primarily for 
technical considerations, although a thorough evaluation and comparison of all relevant busi- 
ness, price, and technical factors are required for meaningful source selection. Technical evalua- 
tions are directed both to the proposal itself and to the contractor's capabilities in relation to it. 


Major Systems: Major systems are the combination of elements, such as hardware, automat- 
ic data-processing equipment, software, or construction that will function together to produce 
the capabilities required to fulfill a mission need. Major systems acquisition programs are 
directed at and critical to fulfilling an agency mission; entail the allocation of relatively large 
resources; and warrant special management attention. No two are identical and involve such 
differences as time, cost, technology, management, and contracting approach. Major systems 
are designated as such by the agency head according to a variety of criteria established by the 
Office of Management and Budget and by the individual agency. Examples of large procure- 
ments, some of which are designated as major systems and are subject to major systems 
acquisitions policies and procedures, are Federal office buildings; hospitals; prisons; power- 
generating plants; dams; energy demonstration programs; transportation systems; ship, 
aircraft, or missile systems; space systems; and ADP systems designated as major systems.

mployment opportunities for administrative, secretarial, and clerical professionals are abundant 

in the Federal government. Why? Because these important support positions are essential to the 
operations of virtually every government agency. A recent search of the USAJOBS Web site for 
Clerical positions (0303) generated nearly 200 openings in various grade levels. A search for 
Management Assistant generated an additional 20 job openings. 


A resume for clerical and administrative positions should focus on your abilities to carry out the 
duties and responsibilities detailed in the position description. However, because many other appli- 
cants might share similar skills and qualifications, your resume should highlight the unique benefits 
you will bring to the position and emphasize your accomplishments. This chapter contains four case 
studies that offer excellent examples of how you, too, can make your clerical/administrative resume 
a real standout! 


CASE 1: State to Federal Career Change 


Mary Stone, an Inspection Aide for the State of Connecticut, was seeking a Federal position as a 
Secretary, GS-06 grade level, in the U.S. Attorney's office, Department of Justice. Although she had 
selected several potential administrative positions for which to apply, this position moved to the top 
of her priority list because of her extensive law-related clerical experience. 


‘To match her resume to the position and use the right keywords, I analyzed the duties and qualifi- 
cations requirements in the posting and organized them into focusing sections to be incorporated as 
part of her Summary of Qualifications. I used this “profile statement”? to showcase her core compe- 
tencies and qualifications at the start of the resume to better catch the Federal hiring manager's eye. 
With hundreds of applications, hiring managers must quickly scan the first page of a resume to look 
for the most qualified candidates. I like to compare the Qualifications Summary to a billboard on 
the highway. You have less than 15 seconds to capture that hiring manager's attention. Why not 
make his or her job easier and improve your chances during the initial screening? Add impact to 
your resume by summarizing your best skills and qualifications right at the start! This summary also 
gives you the opportunity to develop a precise and targeted response to the “duties” section of the 
announcement. 
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Heres an excerpt from Mary’s “before” resume. such as salaries and starting dates, but does not 
As you can see, her resume includes basic duties, effectively highlight her qualifications or 
responsibilities, and compliance information, accomplishments.

As with paper Federal resumes, electronic 
resumes should always include accomplishments. 
In Tammy’s resume, the accomplishment from 
her current job clearly demonstrates her “records 
management capabilities.” This will help to set 
her apart from other candidates who do not 
include accomplishments in their resumes. 


In many resume builders, it is not possible to 
start a resume with a profile statement. So, 
rather than exclude this information, take 
advantage of the general heading in the builder 
called Other Information to provide that great 
summary profile. You will notice that Tammy’s 
summary includes key computer and office 
equipment proficiencies, as well as important 
soft skills, such as energetic, flexible, and detail- 
oriented. This profile statement incorporates 
additional keywords from the job posting and 
ensures that all of her best skills are featured in 
the resume. 
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CASE 4: Transitioning from 
Nonprofit to a Federal Job 
(Electronic Resume) 


In this example, Tammy Dean, an Administra- 
tive Assistant with a Baltimore nonprofit organi- 
zation, was seeking an entry-level position as a 
Records Management Assistant (0303) with the 
National Security Agency. The duties and 
responsibilities of her current job, as well as 
experience gained through a previous position, 
were a perfect match for the Federal job she was 
seeking. To apply for the position, she needed an 
electronic Federal resume (or Resumix) that 
could be cut and pasted into the agency’s online 
resume builder. 


To build her resume “skills summary,” we incor- 
porated keywords from the announcement’s 
Duties summary into her resume as the headings 
for short blocks of copy describing her knowl- 
edge, skills, and job experience. They included 
Database Management, Communications, and 
Iravel and Schedule Management. We incorpo- 
rated additional target skills into the blocks of 
copy describing her job history, such as “Worked

few of the questions most frequently asked about positions as Program/Management Analysts 
by those seeking a job in the Federal government include the following:

‘To the untrained eye, this position description might appear vague and perhaps be viewed as a 
“catch-all” job title for employees whose job requirements are not clear. However, nothing could be 
further from the truth. In fact, Program/Management Analysts play an instrumental role in the 
process of passing and implementing laws. The work these specialists perform is critical in the 
decision-making procedure for obtaining funding and for establishing and evaluating programs that 
Federal agencies implement and administer. 


According to Ligaya J. Fernandez, Senior Research Analyst for the Office of Policy and Evaluation at 
the U.S. Merit Systems Protection Board, 


The Program/Management Analyst positions are very important in government...yes, these positions 
are critical in government. The government does not provide products to the public. The government 
provides services. These services are based on programs that government policymakers have deter- 
mined the American public needs and wants, and so they pass laws to make sure that these services 
are provided to the people. Once the laws are passed, the executive branch of government implements 
them. Program/Management Analysts are involved in the process of passing and implementing the 
laws...they actually do the analytical work required, from which important decisions are made. 


Decisions are based on information. Information (or data) has to be gathered, organized, and ana- 
lyzed. And Program/Management Analysts do the gathering, the organizing, and the analyzing of 
information so that decisions can be made. Many are involved in program funding; and so many 
program analyst jobs require an understanding of financial management.

Gearing Your Resume Toward 
a Program/Management 
Analyst Job 


If you want to break into the Federal job market 
and feel you have all the right qualifications, 
including the required competencies, but your 
current professional history does not contain one 
job description that is titled Program/ 
Management Analyst, do not be discouraged. 
There are a number of positions in the private 
sector that the Office of Personnel Management 
recognizes as the equivalent of a Federal 
Program/Management Analyst position.

Are the Qualifications for AII

As stated previously, individual agencies general- 
ly have specific requirements when they advertise 
a job vacancy. Everything that has been 
discussed in terms of qualifications for Federal 
Program/Management Analysts up to this point 
has been general requirements. If a candidate has 
the basic qualifications, that is good; but to be 
really competitive and to be able to make the 
“first cut? in the selective process, a candidate 
must also possess the job-specific qualifications 
as defined in individual vacancy announcements. 
The following relevant portions of some vacancy 
announcements for Program/Management 
Analysts demonstrate how requirements can vary 
from agency to agency.

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CHAPTER 24 


Human Resources Managemeni: 
An Ûccupatlon In Transition

DM no other career field within the Federal government has been called upon to redefine and 
reinvent itself this past decade as extensively as the Human Resources Management (HRM) 
career field. Formerly known as and titled the “Personnel Management? occupation, the OPM pub- 
lished new classification standards in 2000, renaming the GS-200 job family to reflect the occupa- 
tional title commonly used in the private sector. The changed job title is only one indication of the 
major restructuring the career field has undergone. 


The HRM work situation—and thus the role of the HR specialist—changed significantly during 
the 1990s in both the public and private sectors. The shifting national economy and major downsiz- 
ing affected all administrative functions; however, the OPM reports that the HR career field suffered 
a 20-percent cut, which is disproportionately higher than overall reductions government-wide. As 
HR staffs shrank and many experienced specialists retired or separated from Federal service, HR 
offices reorganized and many positions were restructured from specialists to generalists. By 1998, 60 
percent of HR jobs were generalist positions. 


In 1999, Congress voted to cut 272,000 Federal jobs, offering $25,000 buyouts to employees 

who agreed to retire or resign. Unfortunately, many of the buyouts were indiscriminate and ill- 
considered. Representative Steny Hoyer, D-Maryland, admitted, “Frankly, folks...we took a number. 
We did not make an analogy between the programs that we wanted accomplished and the level of 
personnel that would be required to accomplish those objectives.” Naturally, the best employees 

left government service, and today many agencies don't have people with the skills needed to do 

the work. 


The impact of these dynamics on the HR career field, as well as the technological changes in office 
automation, is largely responsible for the broader knowledge, skills, and abilities now required of 
HR practitioners. Management's needs have changed. The role of the HR professional as a technical 
authority and the gatekeeper of rules and regulations is no longer viable. Today, managers need the 
HR professional to understand their agency’s mission and their organization's business requirements 
in order to advise them of available options and the regulatory flexibilities they have for meeting 
those requirements. The HR professional must understand the line managers world and the realities 
that impact that world, such as the role finance plays in staffing, performance management, 
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the controversial topic of whether performance 
evaluations are objective or subjective measure- 
ments of work behaviors, be aware that job 
announcements that ask you to describe your 
competencies in terms of the stated job require- 
ments are asking you to write KSAs based on 
your work experience. Other agencies use the 
term competencies to mean something quite dif- 
ferent than KSAs or work behaviors. For these 
agencies, a “competency” can be a personal 
characteristic, a level of response to a set of 
circumstances, or the way in which someone 
approaches a problem-solving exercise. One sen- 
ior HR Manager in the Department of Energy 
explained it this way: “If I were to hit on any 
competency that a good HR specialist must have 
these days, it would be dealing with ambiguity 
—my staff continues to look for ways to make 
things black and white’ in a very gray world!” 


We all have different responses—behavior 
competencies—when working in situations 
where there is a high degree of ambiguity: Do 
you function happily and effectively in an envi- 
ronment where few guidelines exist, or are you 
more comfortable with structure and direction? 
How would you go about setting up a staffing 
and recruitment program in an agency that is 
not subject to Title V statutes and regulations? 
Your response to this situation is an example of 
your competency in dealing with ambiguity. How 
flexible are you? Do you look for all possible 
ways to solve a problem, or do you interpret 
rules and regulations very narrowly, thus limit- 
ing the number of solutions you present to your 
clients? There are no right or wrong answers to 
these questions. Everyone is different, and every- 
one behaves differently in these circumstances. 
Although it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
measure behaviors objectively when defining 
competencies in this way, be aware that inter- 
viewers or job raters who ask you to describe or 
give examples of your responses in certain situa- 
tions are using the term competencies to mean 
your defined behaviors within a given context. 
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training, awards, and other agency operations. 
Far beyond traditional management advisory 
services, the HR professional in today’s environ- 
ment must be able to offer managers more 
thoughtful, cross-functional solutions, and rec- 
ommend ways to respond to changing priorities 
and the ambiguities created by government poli- 
cies that are still shifting. 


As the career field continues to evolve, the chal- 
lenge for the HR professional will be to under- 
stand and better-define how to consult with 
managers and employees—the clients and 
customers—to carve out a valued consulting role 
in what is now a moving target for everyone. To 
successfully play this role, HR professionals 
must develop new and effective behavioral com- 
petencies and be able to portray these competen- 
cies when responding to KSAs and updating 
their resumes. 


Addressing the New HR 
Competencies 


Before we discuss how to develop and portray 
the HR competencies described in the OPM’s 
new classification standard, you need to be 
aware that some agencies define the term compe- 
tencies differently than the OPM does. As you 
work through your resume and write KSA state- 
ments in response to job announcements, be 
sure that you understand how the agency is 
using that term. 


The OPM uses the term competencies as a broad 
umbrella that includes the concepts of both 
KSAs and work behaviors. In other words, the 
OPM defines a competency as something you 
know, something you know how to do, or some- 
thing you have gained experience doing. Such 
knowledge and abilities can be measured some- 
what objectively by customer feedback, in per- 
formance evaluations, or through some other 
measurement device that captures the quantity 
and quality of your work. Without getting into 
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approach and have centralized many functions 
such as staffing, classification, pay, and benefits, 
leaving few HR specialists remaining in the field 
to provide advisory services to managers. Both 
types of changes reportedly have caused lengthy 
delays in delivering basic HR services. Former 
specialists sometimes struggle with the shift in 
mentality and the learning curve required to 
change from a specialist role to a generalist role; 
and specialists now operating at large, under- 
staffed, centralized HR centers often report 
management work-request backlogs of 90 days 
or more. Both situations will make it more diffi- 
cult for HR professionals to operate as consul- 
tants or strategists. One line manager, listening 
to an HR executive trying to advise him on 
manpower issues, said, “How about getting my 
open positions filled before giving me advice on 
strategic staffing issues?” 


Regardless what state of transition your agency is 
in, the HR occupation will continue to evolve. 
How do you, as the HR professional, plan to 
find the right work situation to develop the 
required competencies—both KSAs and defined 
behaviors—to play your emerging role as a con- 
sultant and advisor? How will you portray these 
new skills in your KSA statements? 


Take Stock of Changes You Have 


Experienced Already 

First, take stock of changes you have probably 
already experienced in the job you have now. 
Think about how you can work these new devel- 
opments into your KSAs. Have you been to any 
HR training programs or workshops within the 
past two years? You have probably noticed an 
important shift in the focus of the training. 
Many HR specialists report that staffing work- 
shops, for example, are not based as much on 
enhancing technical and functional expertise 
anymore. Instead, workshops now focus more 
on strategic planning and how to enhance man- 
agement consulting skills. 
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Most agencies define competencies as the OPM 
does, to mean KSAs and related work behaviors, 
such as the ability to work on a team. The point 
is, be sure you know how the agency to which 
you are applying is using the term. 


Developing New HR 
Competencies on Shifting 
Sands 


There is no doubt that skills shortages in the 
Federal service will continue in the next decade. 
Therefore, superior HR practices will be the key 
to attraction, retention, and successful mission 
accomplishment for many Federal agencies. The 
new OPM classification standard contemplates 
the HR professional operating in a government- 
wide context of decentralized personnel policies 
and delegations of authority, in which agency 
managers collaborate with HR to justify expen- 
ditures, help them design economic staffing and 
pay practices, and advise them on employee 
development and work technologies. The OPM 
envisions that over time, the HR professional 
will be called upon to become an overall 
resource advisor and to show managers how to 
hire the right people, train them, retain them, 
and help them develop an overall “performance 
culture” that enables the agency to achieve its 
mission. In other words, HR systems, policies, 
and products will be valued more for their con- 
tribution to the organization's mission and per- 
formance culture and less for the policies and 
regulations as ends in themselves. 


For many agencies, this vision might not 
become the reality for many years in the future; 
and for some agencies, it might never be. 
Although some agencies indeed have decentral- 
ized their personnel policies and operations and 
established more generalist positions as a result 
of government downsizing, others, such as the 
Department of Defense, have taken the opposite 


Have you applied to gain your certification from 
the private-sector Society for Human Resource 
Management (SHRM)? This organization has 
online workshops and great information that 
Federal HR professionals can apply to their own 
jobs. For example, private-sector HR profession- 
als often wish they had the processes and proce- 
dures found in the Federal government; however, 
Federal HR managers covet the flexibilities of the 
private sector. Both sides can learn from each 
other, and the SHRM organization is a good 
place to start. In addition, SHRM certification is 
highly valued, and knowledge of private-sector 
HR practices is becoming a more-and-more 
important credential in both the public- and 
private-sector HR career fields. 
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Cross-Training Is a Good Thing 

See cross-training as a good thing. The more 
skills and abilities you develop, the more mar- 
ketable you become. This is true not only from a 
technical standpoint, but from a behavioral one 
as well. It is often easier to move up by first 
moving over—meaning, the broader your back- 
ground and the more adaptable you are to 
change, the easier it will be to stand out from 
the crowd during the selection process. 


Commit to Change 

With the HR career field shifting as it is, it will 
be very important that you commit to challeng- 
ing yourself in terms of personal change. You 
cannot afford to wait for the agency to send you 
to training to develop these new skills. 


Note: As a Federal HR professional, are you aware that the new Department of Homeland 
Security will generate controversial issues around—and could change—some longstanding 
HR policies and rules affecting veterans’ preference? Such a change could have a big 
impact on the OPM's traditional watchdog role of ensuring agencies do not try to get 


around veterans’ preference under delegated examining authorities. The current adminis- 
tration has also gone on record that its goal is to see about half of government jobs chan- 
neled through the A-76 process—a push that could result in closing the gap between 
public- and private-sector HR rules and practices. 


The HR Paradigm Shift 

Third, building your credentials as a new HR 
professional requires making what is commonly 
referred to as a “paradigm shift.” In the not-so- 
distant past, many HR professionals had self- 
defined, cut-and-dried roles and goals, defining 
themselves as the gatekeepers of the rules and 
regulations, the managers as clients, and employ- 
ees as the enemy. The HR professional's role was 
to give advice to the manager about what to do, 
much as an attorney or doctor tells his clients 
what to do. The employee was not the client, 
but merely a “customer” coming to the person- 
nel office to apply for a job, get information 
about pay or benefits, or to complain about his 


Have you taken on any self-assessment exercises, 
such as the Myers-Briggs test, or the Colby 
Index, to understand how you react to or man- 
age ambiguity and change? Are you alarmed at 
“breaking rules” you perceive to be black and 
white? Are you able to find ways to redefine 
problems and use other available authorities— 
such as awards and recognition rules—to accom- 
plish something you couldnt do under staffing 
rules? These are the types of competencies the 
OPM envisions that the HR professional will be 
required to develop in the future. You might be 
surprised to discover that you already have desir- 
able behavioral competencies that you can high- 
light in your KSAs. 
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that takes into account what each of these 
groups wants and needs from the HR function. 
For example, employees often communicate 
with the HR professional just to find out the 
status of a recruitment action or to ask questions 
about how to apply for a job. 


The key to building credibility with these cus- 
tomers, while freeing up time to perform consult- 
ing work, is to use technology to design and 
implement an overall communications strategy. 
Employees want to know how things work and 
what is going on with a personnel action. If they 
don't know, they will fill in the blanks and assume 
bad things are happening or that the HR staff has 
ulterior motives for not telling them what they 
want to know. How difficult would it be to post 
the status of job-fill actions on the agency’s Web 
site? Is the action at the rating and ranking step or 
at the interview step? The manager who is trying 
to fill the vacancy could also visit this Web site to 
learn this information. Has a selection been 
made? Who was the selectee? One senior HR 
manager who recently implemented this system 
reported a substantial reduction in the number of 
telephone calls to her staff. “The more informa- 
tion you push out to employees, the less calls, and 
more time we have to devote to management 
consulting,” she said. More HR offices should 
take the hint. A recent survey conducted by the 
OPM revealed that only 10 Federal agencies sent 
letters to job candidates announcing who was 
selected for vacant jobs. 


Strategy Versus Implementation 
‘These are the new strategic planning and man- 
agement consulting roles contemplated by the 
OPM'’s new HR classification standards. But HR 
professionals need to be realistic and face the 

fact that not every HR manager, professional, 
associate, and assistant can be focused solely on 
strategy. The core HR services and processes 
must still be delivered, yet everyone still wants 

to be seen as a “strategist.” 
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supervisor. There was no need to develop an 
ongoing relationship with the employee because 
the important long-term relationship was the 
one with the manager. 


In today’s environment of reduced staffing levels, 
the HR professional is still required to deliver 
traditional HR services, plus learn the new man- 
agement consulting and strategic planning roles. 
‘To have time to do both, HR staffs must increase 
efficiency, streamline operations, link perform- 
ance to organizational objectives, and establish 
sound relationships with clients and customers. 
But most of all, HR managers and professionals 
must redefine the word strategic. 


HR offices must get rid of what's unnecessary. 
Not all programs and practices add value to the 
organizations objectives. By focusing on those 
that do, HR professionals free up time to pro- 
vide more management consulting and strategic 
planning services. 


Reevaluate Automated Processes 
Automated processes and services should also be 
reevaluated. When HR technologies became 
widely available several years ago, many agencies 
automated as much information and as many 
processes as possible. The assumption was that 
the faster HR services were automated, the more 
efficient the organization would become. 
Unfortunately, some agencies have discovered 
that implementing technology without a clear 
objective in mind has increased, rather than 
decreased, operating costs and has not helped 
managers or employees get better HR service. 
The OPM's new HR classification standards now 
include a parenthetical title for Information 
‘Technology (IT), underscoring the importance of 
determining which functions are best automated 
and will help the agency achieve its mission. 


Before labeling managers as the HR “client” and 
employees as the HR “customer,” agency HR 
offices should implement an overall IT’ strategy 


required of each of the HR specialties, giving you 
even more detailed guidance about the KSAs. 


In the next section, let's take a closer look at the 
standards to see how you can use them to best 
design your new KSAs. 


Two Contexts, Three Roles, 
and Ten Specialties: Using the 
HR Classification Standards to 
Focus Your KSAS 


As you study the HR classification standards, 
you must understand the three most important 
factors that affect how to best focus your KSA 
statements. Before you sit down to prepare your 
application package, ask yourself these three 
questions: 


1. What is the job context, or work situation? 
Will I be functioning as a “generalist,” or as 
a “specialist?” 

2. Of the three possible HR roles identified in 
the OPM’s new standards, how many does 
the job require and what knowledge, work 
behaviors, and personal competencies are 
required to carry out these roles? 


3. If the job carries a specialty designation, 
what KSAs do I currently have that are 
related to the job’s functional requirements? 


After you answer these questions, you can turn 
to the factor levels in the classification standard 
that will help you most in structuring your 
KSAs. For example, the factor-level description 
of Knowledge Required by the Position will help 
you describe the information you must know 
and understand to do your work, such as the 
procedures, rules, and policies you use and apply 
daily. Are these procedures, rules, and policies 
“like” or “different than” those called for in the 
vacant job? How can you describe your knowl- 
edge in a way that is more “like” the knowledge 
called for in the job announcement? 
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‘The solution to this problem is to broaden the 
definition of “strategic” to include both the for- 
mulation and the execution of a strategy to 
accomplish organizational goals. The HR organi- 
zation must clearly define roles and expectations 
for people in its HR positions. The percentage of 
time any given staff member spends formulating 
strategy versus executing it should be calculated, 
and it should be clear that meeting operational 
objectives is a top priority. 


At the same time, it is important that HR pro- 
fessionals in all positions understand how their 
work affects the bottom line. Employees must 
know that their individual contributions have a 
measurable effect on the agency’s ability to meet 
its business goals, and how their work fits into 
the achievement of those goals. 


The foregoing discussion highlights the main 
points the OPM makes in its new classification 
standards about the changing HR career field. It 
would be well worth your time to read the new 
standards, along with the OPM’s explanatory 
comments, to gain a thorough understanding 
of the HR career field's new occupational 
demands. The standards are written in the 
Factor Evaluation System format (FES), which 
describes and distinguishes the different KSAs 
required at different job levels in factors such as 


x Knowledge Required by the Position 
Guidelines 
Complexity

By reading these factor-level descriptions, you 
will be able to identify the critical KSA state- 
ments you will need to include with your appli- 
cation package for vacant HR jobs. Log on to 
www.opm.gov to locate these standards. As a 
bonus, the OPM has incorporated links into the 
online standards. These links provide specific 
examples of the knowledge, skills, and abilities 
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family” approach to classifying jobs. This means 
that the standards centralize and describe—in 
one place—the core skills required of al HR 
specialties. Instead of reissuing the HR standards 
in separate specialist or assistant series, the OPM 
canceled over 10 individual job series and 
replaced them with two basic standards covering 
HR specialist work (the two-grade interval posi- 
tions) and HR support work (one-grade interval, 
or “assistant? positions). The jobs are all given 
the same basic title (for example, Human 
Resources Specialist, Human Resources 
Assistant). If the duties are limited to one specif- 
ic type of HR work, a parenthetical title is added 
to denote the specialty. 


This job-family approach, along with the FES 
format, offers the HR job applicant a tremen- 
dous advantage in structuring KSA statements: 
The knowledge, skills, and abilities required of 
all HR jobs are consolidated and described in 
general terms that are common to all specialties. 
This means that if you are applying for a job in 
a different specialty, or want to broaden your 
experience by doing generalist work, it will be 
easier for you to show how your KSAs are relat- 
ed to similar work within the same job family. 
The factor-level descriptions can also provide a 
framework for preparing examples of your work 
and may prompt you to recall accomplishments 
that illustrate the required KSAs. 


Answering Question 1: Identifying 
the HR Work Context 

The OPM recognizes 10 different specialties and 
two work contexts within the HR occupation. 
As weve seen, these two factors are interrelated. 
The overall work context (in other words, the 
HR office’s staffing level and whether the opera- 
tion is centralized or decentralized) usually has a 
big impact on whether a job is structured as a 
generalist position or as a specialist position. 


Generalist jobs are more often found in smaller, 
decentralized offices or at a headquarters level. 
These jobs require the applicant to work in and 
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The Guidelines factor will help you describe how 
extensive or scarce the guidance is that applies to 
your work, which affects how much interpreta- 
tion and judgment is required to do your work. 
Does the job announcement describe a work sit- 
uation that requires a lot of judgment and dis- 
cretion? The standards will tell you that you 
need to develop your KSAs in a way that illus- 
trates your resourcefulness in adapting available 
guidelines to your work. 


The Complexity factor will help you explain the 
variety and intricacy of processes or methods 
you use to do your work, and how difficult it is. 
Is your work more of a technical or an advisory 
nature? Can you describe different situations or 
problems that you had to resolve that involved 
conflicting or incomplete information? The 
factor-level descriptions will give you plenty of 
examples of the types of information you can 
use to write your KSAs. 


What effect does your work have on others? 
Does your work affect only the internal process- 
es of your own office, or does it determine the 
“bottom line” in some other organization? The 
Scope and Effect factor states that how your work 
products and services impact those both within 
and outside your organization is an indicator 

of how broad or narrow your work assignment 
really is. Do your recommendations influence 
the decisions of others? This is one way to 
address an “advisory services” KSA. 


Finally, the Personal Contacts/Purpose of Contacts 

factor is a good source of information on how to 
portray your communications skills, describe the 
setting in which the communications take place, 
and highlight special communications skills such 
as the ability to negotiate or mediate. 


‘These examples show you how the OPM’s FES 
classification standards can help you write KSAs. 
Although this technique works for almost any 
job series, there is a special reason that HR 
applicants should work with these standards 
when applying for HR vacancies. The OPM 
standards for the HR occupation use the “job 


functional areas. These jobs are titled Human 
Resources Specialist followed by a parenthetical 
title denoting the specialty, such as Human 
Resources Specialist (Classification) or Human 
Resources Specialist (Classification/Recruitment 
and Placement). If you see a specialist job adver- 
tised, it will be easy to go to the OPM Web site, 
find the HR classification standards, and go to 
the appropriate link for illustrations of the 
knowledge, skills, and abilities required of posi- 
tions at the advertised grade level. The factors 
that will help you the most in structuring KSAs 
for a specialist job are Knowledge Required by 
the Position, Guidelines, Complexity, Scope and 
Effect, and Personal Contacts/Purpose of 
Contacts. 


Answering Question 2: What Roles 
Are Required? 

The HR job standards and the OPM’s explana- 
tory materials discuss three roles demanded of 
the HR professional in today’s world. They are 
the following: 


x ‘Technical expert, delivering the core HR 
products and services to the agency. 


x Management advisor, providing consulting 
and strategic planning services to help 
managers decide how to best use HR 
processes to achieve the agency’s overall 
objectives. 


x Services to applicants and employees, 
focusing work effort more on communica- 
tions to customers rather than “gatekeep- 
ing” functions. 


The OPM states that these three functions con- 
stitute the “emerging roles” of the HR career 
field. In its “Appendix H— Historical Record 
and Explanatory Material,” published as a com- 
panion to the new HR standards, the OPM can- 
didly admits that most positions surveyed were 
still working in “traditionally structured roles,” 
and that very few examples of properly classified 
“new role” positions turned up while they were 
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apply the KSAs of two or more HR functions. 
For example, a generalist job might require the 
incumbent to deliver services in the Recruitment 
and Placement, Classification, and Employee 
Relations functions. These multispecialty jobs 
usually are titled and advertised as Human 
Resources Specialists without a parenthetical 
title. If you see a generalist job title advertised, 
you will need to read the announcement care- 
fully to discover the work context and see which 
HR specialty skills the employer is seeking. The 
FES factors that might help you write KSAs 
addressing the overall context you will be work- 
ing in are Knowledge Required by the Position 
and Scope and Effect. 


Within the generalist work context, you will also 
need to discover how the agency's HR guidance 
is structured. For instance, some agencies have 
very few regulations and impose no policy 
restrictions beyond what laws and government- 
wide regulations require. This leaves the HR 
generalist in a very key role, with frequent 
opportunities to interpret guidance, collaborate 
with managers, and advise on and design cre- 
ative solutions to operational problems. In other 
agencies, such as the Department of Defense, 
HR guidance is highly regulated and agency- 
wide policies are frequently updated, publicized, 
and controlled. Generalists in these agencies, 
although having multifunctional knowledge to 
draw on to help managers solve problems, are 
limited to making recommendations that fall 
within the bounds of published policies. The 
factor-level descriptions that will help you 
address this aspect of the generalist context are 
Guidelines and Personal Contacts/ Purpose of 
Contacts. 


The second work context is that of the more 
narrowly focused HR specialist. These jobs are 
usually found in HR offices that are large 
enough to support a number of specialists who 
each work exclusively within an HR function. 

A specialist job requires the incumbent to service 
clients in only one or two of 10 possible 
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Subgroup 1: Information Systems and 
Military 
The first two subgroups are the following: 


x Information Systems, denoting work that 
requires developing, delivering, managing, 
and maintaining HR information systems 
when the paramount knowledge required is 
Human Resources Management rather than 
information technology. 


x Military, denoting work that requires 
knowledge and administration of military 
personnel management systems within mil- 
itary agencies or organizations. 


‘These two specialties are listed first in the HR 
standards because they cut across all functional 
specialties, thus requiring the broadest HR 
knowledge. Incumbents who serve in these spe- 
cialties must have more than a passing familiari- 
ty with all the HR functions in order to help 
managers decide how to best meet their organi- 
zational and mission requirements. 


If you are applying for jobs in either of these 
two specialties, whether a “traditional” or “new 
role” situation, you will need to emphasize your 
breadth of experience across functional lines and 
highlight any other work experience that shows 
your ability to direct or coordinate multifunc- 
tional projects. You will need to be able to han- 
dle a wide variety of issues simultaneously. 
Almost certainly you will be using automated 
databases to evaluate work operations and make 
recommendations. 


Subgroup 2: Traditional HR Services 

The next subgroup is the largest and is oriented 
toward the mainstream, or “core” HR functions 
such as staffing, classification, and human 
resource development. The functions are the 
following: 


x Classification, covering work that involves 
the proper grouping, titling, and pay of 
individual jobs, and advising on position 
and organization design. 
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developing the standards. Nonetheless, such 
positions do exist, and the OPM expects the 
trend toward this model to continue. 


What should you do if the vacancy notice pro- 
vides no information about which of the three 
roles you would be expected to perform? First, 
refer back to the overall context of the job. A 
generalist job probably offers more opportunities 
for you to play an advisory role, if for no other 
reason than the broader knowledge require- 
ment—the more you know, the more options 
you can see to offer your clients. The job's grade 
level is also a clue—the higher the grade, the 
more likely it is you will be required to provide 
some type of consulting or planning advice. Is 
the job located in a centralized HR service cen- 
ter? Your role in this type of work situation may 
be the much more traditional one of delivering 
core HR processes and services. 


'Iry to discover as much as you can about the 
role you will be expected to play before writing 
your KSAs. If you are lucky enough to spot one 
of the “new role” positions and have a chance to 
apply, refer to Factor Level Description 1-8, 
Knowledge Required By the Position, for exam- 
ples of the types of experiences that characterize 
the management consultant/strategic planning 
roles. 


Answering Question 3: How Are 
My KSAs Like Those in the Job 
Announcement? 

The OPM has arranged the list of the 10 new 
HR specialties into a hierarchy of subgroups 
based on the similarities or differences in knowl- 
edge and skills demanded of each subgroup. By 
understanding what caused the OPM to group 
certain specialties together, you can assess 
whether your KSAs are more similar or more 
different than those of the job being advertised, 
and thus, what experiences you need to stress 
that will make your KSAs more “like” the ones 
listed in the job announcements. 


assignments you have handled. You will also 
want your KSA statement to explain the purpose 
of your personal contacts, to illustrate the types 
of HR roles you have played. 


Subgroup 3: Employee Relations and 
Labor Relations 

The final HR subgroup is composed of two spe- 
cialties that the OPM recognizes as having a 
“special character” within the HR occupation: 


x Employee Relations, denoting work that 
requires analyzing and interpreting a wide 
range of HR case law, principles, practices, 
and regulations in order to advise managers 
about complex legal issues, solve problems, 
and serve as experts in appeals processes. 


x Labor Relations, involving work to estab- 
lish and maintain effective relationships 
with labor organizations, to negotiate and 
administer labor agreements, and to pro- 
vide guidance to managers on a variety of 
labor-relations matters. 


The OPM states that these two HR specialties 
are distinct from the others because they require 
unique knowledge and skills, and require mak- 
ing legal recommendations. In fact, they are so 
distinct that the OPM has given them separate 
factor-level descriptions for Factor 1— 
Knowledge Required by the Position. 


Because of the vast amount of administrative 
and case law, in addition to the rules and 
processes of other HR functions that incum- 
bents in these two specialties must know, appli- 
cants for these jobs will want to emphasize the 
complexity of various problems and types of 
cases they have handled. These specialties inher- 
ently require management advisory and strategic 
planning skills, and often involve mediation and 
negotiation skills as well. Because these jobs 
directly impact personnel-management practices 
in all other agency organizations, applicants 
should also review the Scope and Effect factor in 
the HR standards. 
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x Compensation, describing work that 
involves analyzing laws, regulations, and 
policies that cover pay and leave adminis- 
tration and advising managers on the use of 
compensation flexibilities to help recruit, 
retain, and manage employees. 


x Recruitment and Placement, covering 
work that involves recruiting and placing 
employees, performing job analysis, work- 
force planning and analysis, and advising 
managers on how to attract and retain a 
high-quality and diverse workforce that can 
accomplish the agency’s mission. 


x Employee Benefits, denoting work that 
requires providing guidance and assistance 
to employees and their relatives on retire- 
ment, insurance, health benefits, and injury 
compensation. 


x Human Resource Development, which 
requires planning, administering, or evalu- 
ating training programs and advising man- 
agers on employee development. 


x Performance Management, describing 
work that requires helping supervisors and 
managers establish and maintain effective 
programs to monitor, develop, and reward 
employee performance and provide 
employee incentives and recognition. 


These HR specialties are grouped together 
because they represent the “traditional? HR ser- 
vices and require specialized knowledge of the 
concepts, laws, policies, and practices that apply 
to each of these areas. HR services are tradition- 
ally process-driven; however, work at higher 
grade levels often requires that the HR profes- 
sional help managers analyze their needs and 
plan how to use the processes to help managers 
meet their needs. 


If you are applying for a job in one of these 
“core” specialty functions, you will need to 
emphasize your specialized technical knowledge 
and describe the complexity of the work 
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exactly how these KSAs will be worded, the 
OPMs explanatory material indicates that they 
will fall within eight broad categories: 


x How HR management and development 
contributes to the agency's ability to reach 
its strategic goals and objectives. 


x How HR professionals collaborate with 
managers to design and implement strate- 
gic approaches to overall agency objectives. 


x How HR professionals develop and recom- 
mend options best suited to particular 
missions, labor markets, and work 
technologies. 


x How HR organizations invent and adapt 
their processes and programs to the 
agency's mission. 

x How HR professionals provide advice 
about the latest practices and developments 
that might help achieve mission results and 
maintain a strong performance culture for 
the workforce. 


x How HR organizations integrate methods 
and options from different HR functions to 
streamline operations and make them more 
relevant to clients and customers. 


x How HR professionals work across multi- 
ple functions to tailor solutions to various 


HR challenges. 


x How HR information systems develop- 
ment is used to affect management's and 
employees’ expectations about timely, 
quality service; for example, using the 
Internet to educate the workforce about 
HR programs and options. 


As you develop your KSAs, be aware that in the 
future many HR candidates will be called on to 
illustrate how they have played one or more of 
these roles in their own HR organizations. Look 
for opportunities within the context of your 
current job to lead change, and you will auto- 
matically become a stronger candidate for the 
“new role” HR job of the future. 
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Putting It All Together: Writing 
KSAs in the CCAR Format 


‘To write effective KSAs for the HR Specialist or 
Assistant job, follow the advice outlined in chap- 
ter 14. That chapter outlines the “CCAR” for- 
mat, a special template the OPM recommends 
for SES candidates who are writing their KSA 
statements (known as Executive Core Quali- 
fications). “CCAR” stands for Context (what 
work environment were you in?), Challenge and 
Actions (what was the problem you faced and 
what did you do to resolve it?), and Result (how 
did your actions improve the situation?). The 
underlying theme of the CCAR format is that 
specific examples or stories that illustrate prob- 
lems you've resolved, cases you've handled, 
actions you've taken, and accomplishments 
you've achieved will always make you stand out 
above applicants who merely state that their 
experience has provided them with the needed 


KSAs. 


As you work with the factor-level descriptions in 
the HR classification standards, write down the 
accomplishments that illustrate your knowledge 
and your ability to perform the tasks the stan- 
dards call for. What guidelines do you use? If 
you can’t apply them directly, do you interpret 
them? If you do, how does your interpretation 
affect the quality of service you deliver? Can you 
write a paragraph about a work assignment 
you've had that required you to interpret unclear 
guidance? With a little practice, youll soon be 
giving examples of problems youve solved 
instead of just telling the job rater, “My job 
requires me to interpret a variety of guidance 
that is not always clear.” 


Eight Emerging KSAs for the 
HR Career Field 


As more and more agencies transition toward 
the “new role” model of HR management, new 
KSAs will begin to show up in job vacancy 
announcements. Although no one can predict

Mi members need to prepare Federal resumes to look and speak the same as those of their 
civilian counterparts. However, after being in the military for many years, they often speak 
“military,” using plenty of military acronyms and jargon that need to be translated to meet corpo- 
rate or civil-sector requirements. 


Translating Your Resume to Civilian Speak 


Service members have the added challenge of not only looking for civilian keywords that help their 
resumes qualify in the Federal system, but they also need to spend extra time learning what their 
military terms, acronyms, and jargon translate to in the corporate world. Service members should 
translate military rank, career history, job titles, military occupational specialties and career fields, 
and training courses; and use their award, training, and performance-rating justifications to glean 
accomplishments. 


The following are a few sample translations for rank, responsibilities, and acronyms. Sometimes 
service members tell me that they dont know what an acronym means because they never spelled it 
out. If you dont know what it means, ask someone or look it up. Federal resumes need to have all 
acronyms spelled out at least once in the first reference. Please note that each branch of service has 
its own set of acronyms for individual systems. Some acronyms might be the same, but the meaning 
is very different.

Here’s a sample translation for operations man- 
agement (extracted from a resume written by a 
military member): 
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Service members are proud of their duties, titles, 
training, leadership roles, and awards. However, 
military members need to further translate 
accomplishments into qualitative and quantita- 
tive sentences that are chock-full of keywords. 

A quality, translated sentence can be very 


Support the 76th aircraft wing providing services to 12 carrier air wing squadrons and 32 reserve 
squadrons, supported commands, and a special project unit. Manage inventory and a budget. 


Supervise a staff of 35 shop personnel providing maintenance services to 12 major customers and 
32 tenant units encompassing 87 worldwide sites. Orchestrate logistical support and inventory 
requirements controlling a bench stock of 2,400 items. Execute a $60 million operational budget. 


The second sentence includes at least 11 key- 
words: supervise, staff, shop, personnel, mainte- 
nance, services, customers, logistical, inventory, 
bench stock, and budget. Moreover, it describes 
for the reader how vast the needs are to coordi- 
nate logistical requirements for the 76th aircraft 
wing. Additionally, the second sentence captures 
the reader’s attention with specific accomplish- 
ments and numbers. ‘This translation is strong 


and factual. 


The second sentence was derived from a line of 
questioning using the information provided in 


sentence one: 


What is the 76th aircraft wing? 


The first sentence includes only three keywords 
(inventory, budget, and manage), and it is con- 
fusing to the reader. A civilian without any 
knowledge of aircraft wing, reserve squadrons, 
or supported commands will not fully compre- 
hend the credentials behind the candidate. The 
sentence will be vague and complicated to a 
civilian recruiter. With some strong questioning 
and a thorough review of “what you actually do 
on the job,” you can write a strong qualitative or 
quantitative sentence that shows the employer 
what you managed and what value you have to 
offer his organization.

Focusing Your Resume 


Often, military clients tell me that they can do 
anything...they are leaders and they have man- 
aged personnel, human resources, logistics, 
computer repairs and LANS, accounting and 
budgets, supply systems, commissary operations, 
aircraft maintenance, security requirements, 
instructors, health care...and the list goes on. 
Interestingly, they might perform many of these 
duties under the job title of Ammunition 
Specialist, Administrative Specialist, or Field 
Artillery Surveyor. Very often, the work com- 
pleted on the job and the skills and training 
acquired are very different from the job title or 
occupational field. 


Unfortunately, the Federal resume system does 
not favor “jack-of-all-trades” resumes. In order 
for a candidate to be deemed “best qualified,” 
his or her Federal resume must meet require- 
ments for a position within a Federal series. So, 
for example, one client told me he was an 
accountant and was seeking accounting positions 
based on his work with budgets in the military. 
However, he began to apply for different posi- 
tions such as Force Protection Manager and 
Security Operations Manager. This client was 
not qualifying for any positions in the security

This line of questioning helps unfold skills, 
accomplishments, and credentials that are other- 
wise lost in military speak. 


Also, you need to remember that if you convert 
your paper copy (formatted resume) to an elec- 
tronic Resumix version, the Resumix system will 
not understand the military terms in the first 
sentence. Furthermore, the second sentence 
quantifies the military terms and adds keywords 
that are critical for a candidate seeking employ- 
ment in logistics or supply discipline 
management. 


Remember, this is only one sentence in a three- 
to five-page resume. Each sentence needs to 
carry its weight in order to match the skills 
required for a specific Federal series. Military 
members should research private-industry job 
announcements as well as Federal job announce- 
ments to learn how to properly translate military 
terms. 


When a military sentence (full of military 
acronyms and military terms) is properly con- 
verted to a civilian sentence, there is almost 
no recognition that the applicant is from the 
military—and private-industry officials will 
be able to understand and appreciate your 
qualifications. 


Service members who prepare early to exit or 
retire from military service can learn to write a 
successful civilian-language, skill-based Federal 
resume, maneuver the Federal/OPM application

We rewrote his Federal 
resume to incorporate both accounting and 
security operations, focusing on his military 
background and highlighting specific accom- 
plishments in both accounting and security. As 
a result, he began to qualify for jobs in the secu- 
rity series.

Jane needs to include her military dates of 
employment and veterans preference because 
some military personnel receive special prefer- 
ence in the hiring process based on service dates, 
service during wartime, or disabilities.

Next, Janes resume includes a profile section 
that provides an overview of her qualifications in 
intelligence and security.

Each description entry is broken down into two 
parts: scope of operations and accomplishments. 
‘The scope of operations helps the reader see the 
special or collateral duties the military member 
might perform, as well as offers insight to daily 
responsibilities. The accomplishments section 
offers specific accomplishments and highlights 
special activities or projects. 


Once again, acronyms are spelled out, except for 
well-known acronyms, such as CIA and FBI. 


Professional Experience 

In the Professional Experience section, Jane 
included the Federal requirements for each job 
in reverse-chronological order. Because she is a 
service member, we included her rank (E-6) and 
proper dates (MM/DD/YYYY). We were sure to 
include, “yes, you may contact my current 
employer.” Because there is no threat of a confi- 
dentiality breech, Jane gladly listed her current 
supervisors name and phone.
